Perſonage, the affinity between the mar- 
ter of the Work Which they offer, and the 
wminde of him to whom it *s preſented. And 
as the ancient Comical Poets Were Wont to 
pen ſuch Enterindes as they thowwht Would 
be plauſibly beard of all the Auditory : [o 
aur common Writers do faſhion and ſhape the ſnbjctt of which they in- 
treat, according to the affettion of him, Whoſe patronage they require 
in cauntenanc ing their Writings, Thu ( I ſay ) though it be practiſed 
of all Writers now adaies, and might have ſerved as a fit preſident for 
me to have-followed ; yet I have ſwerved and digreſſed from ſo gene- 
ral a cuſtom, in preferring this labour of mine to the view of your 
Honowr ( the matter ſo farre diſſenting from your Honors diſpoſition ) 
that as it May perhaps not Without ſome colour be objected, that I 
might haue provided far better (had I been any way [ufficient ) both 
for the acceptation of my Labour, and allo for the fit anſwering of your 
Hoyors affection, if I had treated of the politic. government of cur 
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which calling, not Fortune thi 2 meen of the old Philoſophers, but 
God himſelf bath called, or. rather enforced you, if that opinion of 
Plato be true, that every goed Magiſtrate taketh upon him his Office 
wwwillingly. But that objeftion Will ſoon be taken away, if we con ſi- 
der bow fooliſh a thing it were to inftrutt him With hu imaginary 
precepts, Whom ( beſe $4 great light of nature) moſt bapp) expe- 
yiente bath made a perfect and abſolute governour. Plato that weſt 
grave and Wiſe detmer of the State tyrannicall, Was ſo many times 
convitted of folly , how often he adventured in the preſence of Kings to 
diſcourſe of the regiment of a Commonwealth. Dionyſius (of whow 
it Was donbted, Whether he did more harm by hu extream cruelty, 
or good by hu provident Wiſdome , Which both he left alike to hi, 
ſmeteſſonrs to imitate) called that notable Philoſopher (Whom I even 
nav named) into Sicilia,of purpoſe to hear him, and With great pa- 
5 tience liflened to him at he diſputed of mans felicity, and admired 
bim as he handled thoſe morall vertnes, Which Socrates his Maſter 
Was feigned to have brought from heaven, and as he treated of the 
frame and machine of the World : but on a time (taking advantage 
by the Kings attention ) When he had ſtolen into the diſcourſe of Po- 
licy, Dionyſius felt himſelf fo moved, that he had exerciſed his ty 
ranny againſt him alſe, if Dion and Ariſtomanes had not recover- 
ed him ont of bus jaws, and ſo rid him out of the Land, by ſelling 
bim to Polis che Lacedzmonian Merchant. And thu was the ver- 
dict that the Wiſe King ( When bu fury Was [omewhat calmed?) gave 


then ght) namely, that his diſcourſes ſeemed unto him to be the 
prattles of idle eld men: ſo much experience diſdaineth to be con- 
rrolled by. Art, and ſo impatient is he of inſtitution, Whoſe knowledge 
i acquired Uſu & Memoria ( the two ancient parents of wiſdamt.) 
What a great argument of folly therefore ſhall be give, that ſhall go 
about to lay a plot for your Honour, from Whence you' may derive 
an example of government, Who have ſo many years, in ſo trouble. 

R ſeme a commonwealth, and tothe moſt Wiſe and vertuous Prince 
x; An the World; been retained as a moſt Honowrable and grave Comm 
> fſellowr? I will not ſay as Zopyrus — Darius, or 4s Cineas unte 
7 . hu Pytrhus, or 4s Creſus unto bis Cyrus; the one of which 4 icy 
1 Y adviſed his King to circumvent bis enemies, the other allured to 
'  heſubjeftion by bu eloquence, and the third by bus wn uvfortunate 
; i | ea». 
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of that moſt Learned Philoſopher for his Wholeſome connſell (as he 
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experience, directed him how to convey any dangerous enterpriſe ; al 
which ſerved their Princes to none other uſe, but to help them to pur- 
chaſe the worſt part of glory by bloudy oppreſſion : but rather as 4 
Neſtor «»to his Agamemnon, as a Xenophon «»to his Cyrus, and 
as Plutarch #nto his Trajan, Who thought it not ſo-glorions to 1: 
their enemies to them with forced fear, as their friends and nelgh- 
hours by peaceable amity, the ſtrongeſt guard that Princes can truſt 
unto. I muſt needs confeſſe, that theſe compariſons do fail in repreſents 
ing ſo much as I do conceive. For, that I may not fear the ſuſpicion of 
flattery in ſo manifeſt a truth, can the Whole Scene of mans life, ſogor- 
geonſly and ſtately ſet forth by the Hiſtorians of ſeveral 4s ſhew u 
at one time, on one Mage, two ſuch yotable actars; namely, ſo redoubted, 
ſo peerleſſe, and ſo vertuous a Princeſſe holding the Sceprer?ſo grave: ſo 
wiſe, and ſo provident a Counceller ſuſtaining the perſon of Eubolus? I 
would I might (my credit ſaved with your Honor) purſue your praiſes 
yet farther; but I know very well, that you (ho with an nnwearied a 
feftion do not ceaſe continually to commit ſuch vertuous deeds as de- 
ſerve to be eternixtd for ever) are ſoon tired, when you hear them re- 
membred by another. And truly I would not have ſpoken ſo much for 
fear of offence, but that I know for a certainty, that you aſcribe the 
being of your vertucs to God the giver of all god things; before whons 
to extenuate Jour graces, I know not whether it be more blame · wort hy, 
then ſhameleſly to aſſume unto our ſelves whatſoever is Wrong fully at- 
tributed unto us by flattering friends. But to What end (will you ſay) 
are all theſe words! Namely to ths : to excuſe my ſelf, in that I have 
not labeured to fit your aſfection in the preſentment of this my labour, 
which is ſo mpoſſible, in reſpett of your ſingular knowledgein all binde 
6f gool learning, that there 1s no man ſo ſelfwiſe or lofty- which fear= 
eth not to come under your learned cenſure. Which excellency of 
Jonrs When I had looked into, and had found my ſelf altogether una- 
ble to anſwer, I purpoſed ( as 1 thought) more politickly to aſſay our 
bumanity ; Which indeed, graceth all the reſt of your vtrtues: which 
(1rhought) I might ſoon abuſe, in offering ſuch a ſubject, in which 
fore ſtudy and induſtry ( beſides many Jears ) had made me in part 
able to judge: and ſuch a one, as the earneſt affairs of the common= 
wealth, iu Which you are alwaics buſied, together with the inconve- 
vient uſe of the ftudy, had kept your Honour from being acquainted

ard alſe ( if I may without the ſuſpect of vain-glory ſeem to diving of 
the iſſue of my labewrs) perceiving that they might bring [ome com- 
modity unto the mare ignorant ſort of aur common Prattitioners and 
Emperiques (if they were with diligence peruſed:) and thirdly, when 
I perceived in wy ſelf a certain earneſt willingneſſe Which I have al. 
wires had ( though of late it hath been more vehemently inflamed ) to 
commend /enve peece of feryice unto your Honour: I ſay, theſe cauſes 
ting this together, did eſpecially induce me ( though many doubts 
2 me in mine enterpriſe, offering to-re-inforce my over-pre- 
ſumptuon determination)with ſuch a bold confidence as it were to ru/h 
inte your preſence, and to demand without any ſhrw of merit your Ho- 
nors moſt favenrable protection, that this book of mine ( unable of it 
ſelf) man run under your patronage, Which as it Were Gorgon hu buc- 
Ver, I will vert and turn ag ainit all the venimous bitings of ſlande- 
reus tongues. T be Lord God (Who hath made on a notable inſtrument

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Hen God had perfected that wonderfull work of his (1 
mean the frame of the world) and had aſſigned to every 
1 his ſpeciall duty: namely to the water to har- 

bour fiſhes, to the ayr to uphold all feathered fow!s, to the 

earth to foſter beaſts, and to produce and bring forth good 
and wholſome hearbs and trees: and over all theſe, as re- 

gent and governour, had appointed man, his laft and no- 
bleſt creature 3 he demanded of his Angels who were preſent with him at this 
work, what might be deſired in this ſo rare and ſtrange a workmanſhip : who 
anſwered, Nothing but a tongue to unfold the ſecrets of his labours, to talk 
and commune of them; with the which alſo, he, as workman of all, might be 
extolled and magnifed : whe partly moved by this ſuggeſtion, perceiving it to 
be a notable means to advance his glory; as before he had infuſed into man 

a conceivable minde, apt to underſtand his myſteries : ſo now he gave him 2 

tongue able to utter the ſundry conceptions of the heart, whatſoever it ima- 

ined. This fable ( proceeding I know not from what brain) isremembred of 

Phils the Jew in his Treatiſe of the world, which ſeemeth to imply thus much, 

that as there is nothing within this mortall circuit, that God hath as ir were 

kept to himſelf, and not made ſubject to the induſtrious capacity of man. ſo 
there is no means by which a man can approach nearer unto the perfection of 
that nature which he firſt enjoyed, and then loſt by his fall, then by the pain- 
full indagation of the ſecrets of nature, or any way whereby he may more 
truly glorifie his maker, then in his life time with his tongue to communicate 
that knowledge which he hath by his induſtry atchieved, and to have a care 
alſo that it may be faithfully commended to his poſterity. And doubtleſſe this 
was the conſiderat ion that moved the wiſe King Solomon to wade ſo farre in the 
ſearching of the cauſes of things. who abandoning all choſe gliſtering ſhews 
which his riches and kingdome 500g him, applied his minde to the Rudy of 
narure, and compiled a great volume, wherein he largely difcourſed not only of 
birds and beaſts, but of all herbs and trees, even from the Cedar of Lebanon, 
to Hyſop that groweth out of the wall. And the ſelf ſame opinion of the ex- 
cellency of that kinde of lite, hath from time to time invaded the mindes of 
many Kings and noble perſonages, vowing to themſelves without any light of 
their forefathers to go through the cloudy darkneſſe of nature. And although 
they ſometimes ſtumbled, yet are they to be pardoned, if we conſider both the 
abſcurity, and the length of the way they went in. Zoroaftes the reputed ſon 
of Noah was the fitſt that of many confuſcd experiments, began to faſhion our 
and as it were to delineate the beginnings of an Art, by ſetting down certain

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eceprs of the ſame, and after him Ofris the King of A , and Zeſeſtris alſo 
ing ot the countrey (though rudely) layed the jon of A pm! 
; demonltrarion of the courſe'obhe heavens, and of by opening the

thineſſe of which ſecret, Plato that Philoſopher did willingly ſubſcribe, 
when fal. ing into a grievous malady , and not able by hisown 
experiments (t be had aſſayed many) to cure himſelf, be was preſerved 
by the Prieſts of that countrey, who taught him the vertue of their water, 
-whereas after in remembrance of this benefit be wrote this verſe, rehearſed by 
Laertins; Mare univerſa proluit homimum mals: The ſea doth waſh-away all the 
infit mit ĩes of man. do that by this we may ce, that this noble and learned Phi- 
loſopher had never brought this news out of A;ypr, either of their policy and 
government of their countrey, or of theic rate and exquiſite knowledge in A- 
1 itronomy, if he had not taſted of the benefit which the Phyſick of that time 
3 a afforded him. But we will remember ſome of thoſe Kings who had an eſpeci- 
1 all ſantaſie to this Art, whoſe names are devolved and brought unto us by the 
ſucceſſion of ages, though their works have = pms oe the wrack, but have 
periſhed in the lea- gulf of antiquity, which hath (waliowed the doings of ma- 
ny men. And Mubridates the king of Pontus ſhall be the firſt; who at one time 
undei took rwo mighty bartels, the one with the Romans, the other with na- 
tu e. In the laſt of which, the more dangerous, te prevailed like 3 conquerour: 
and in the firlt he dealt ſo valiantly, that the glory of his forepaſſed victories 
. ſuppreſſed and killed the remembrance of his laſt 'overrhrow. The which (a5 
Pliny remembreth ) was alike profitable ro the common-wealth, and to mans 
life : for in bis Mannor where be lay, there were found many books written 
by bis own bands, both of the vertues of herbs, and of the conſtitution of 
mans body, with remedies for many intirmit ies of the ſame. Evix alſo the King 
of Arabia wrote a book of the effects ot ſimples, which be dedicated to Nero 
the Emperour. Bat whas ſhould I reckon particularty- the names of every one, 
when in tormer ages there was ao King, either of Ethiopia, 'A2ypr, or Ara- 
biz, who did not himielf either write lomeu hat concerning this Art of Phy- 
lick, or elſe by his liberality encouraged others to employ their time in the 
{ime ? Which may make much (no doubt) to the credit of the Art, whenas 
Kings have m__—_ it to themlelves, and have thought themſelves honou- 
red by the proſeſſion of the (ame. And as many arzuments do induce me to 
bejceve ( beſides the itneſſe of Hiſtorians) that Phyfick is the Art wherein 
many Kings bave travelled and delighted: ſo nothing more ſtronęly then this; 
that whereas other yods were tied to their ſeverall places, as Fupiter to Elis, Dia- 
14 to Ephelus, «Apollo to Delos, and ſo forth 3 & ſcu pins the ſonne of Apollo 
by the daughter ot Phlegias, made a god for his cunning in Phyſick, hath his 
temple and alrars every wherezin Corinth,inLacedzmon,in Athens, in Thebes; 
in Epidaure, in Arcadia, Meſſenia, and in many other countries (as Þ auſunids 
r membreth: ) all which honors ſo done to him, were inſbituted (no doubt) by the 
Kings and Rulers of thoſe countt ies, who eſpecially favoured that Art, thinking 
ic great realon that he who invented an art ſo generally available to man- 


kinde, ſhouid be generally honoured of all men. And (I pray you) bow much 
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inferiour was the renown of Hippocrates, who deſcended of his line, laving 
that the one was placed amongſt the-gods in heaven, and the other reyerenced 
as 4 mortall god upon earth? Did not he make Coos, the place here he was 
born, of an inglorious Tland, a famous countrey, only by the acceſſe of other 
nations; who were brought thither by the report ot his wonderfull Skill in Phy- 
fick ? What familiarity had he with Kings What eſtimation among t he Phi- 
lolophers of that time, as Democrates and others? And to conclude, how was 
his Fane ſpread univerſally throughout all Greece? I will nor my upon the 
recitall of che famous Phyſicians who have lived before us in ſeverall ages; as 
Dieſcorides,G alen, Paulus Aetius, E gynets, and others. For it will eaſily appear 
of what credit this noble ſcience of Phyſick was in times paſt, if you contider 
the inſolency and pride of ancient Phyſicians, whereof many of them diſdained 
the fellowſhip of Kings, and ſome ot them emboldened only by the credit bt 
their ſcience purchaſed amongſt men, grew to ſuch impudency, that they would 
have ceremonies and rites pertormed unto them as unto gods One ſuch was 
Themiſon Cyprus the dainty of Amiochus; anotber was Theſſalus, hom Galen 
maketh mention of, who went about to innovate and change the method of 
Phyſick ſer down by Hzppocrates and others. But the moſt famous of all was 
Menecrates the Sytacuſan, who fooliſhly uſmped the name of Fupti:er, often- 
times boaiting, that by his Art be could breathe life into mortall men, after the 
manner of upiter: which arrogant title the people never Went about to dero- 
gate from him, but rather ſuppoled that it was deſerved on his part, becauſe he 
cured many ot che falling evill, which diſeaſe eſpecially reigned in his time. 
This Mexecratcs in a certain Epiſtle which he wrote to Phil King of Ma- 
cedon, uſeth theſe words: Thou art King of Macedon, and 1 of Phyfick : it 
lyeth in thy power at thy pleaſure to deſtroy men which enjoy their health; and 
in mine to preſerve ſick men, and reſtore dead men to lite, and to keep the 
bealth of men unſpo:r:d even unto their old age, if they will obey me. Unrtea- 
fonable ſurely and monſtrous was the pride of this man 3 and it was ſo fed with 
the applauſe and approbation of his citizens, ho wondred at kis rare cunning, 
that he marche\ in the City with a train of gods after him: one in the babite 
of Hercules, another in the ſhape of Mere ry, another took upon him the 
form of Apollo; and he himſelf ſupeteminent in the miaſt reſembling Jupiter, 
wore a purple robe, aud a crown of gold upon his head, and held in his hand 
a mighty Scepter, The opinion of this Science did ſo poſſeſſe the mindes of the 
ople in thoſe daies, cha: they imagined the profelſour of the ſame to be ſeit 
mmediatly from heaven, for the commodity of the whole coontrey, and for 
the preſervation of mankinde : which made the n not to doubt to do unto them 
all ſuperſtitious reverence that might be 3 whereof grew this exceſſive pride, 
which hath arreited as it were the mindes of many Phylicians.I would not with 
that the Phyſicians of our times ſhon!d draw this unto an example, but rather 
wich all lowlinefſe to viſit even the pooreſt, when their help is required. For 
ſceing the life of the moſt miſerable vaſall is as dear in che ſizht of God as the 
life of the molt renowned Monarch, ſhall not the Phylician look to have a 
. ſhrew 1 check at Gods hand, if he cit her hath proudly denied his help to the 
poor, nor nezlizently vilited them? I will not deſcend into this common place, 
] though 
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though the truth) the of many of our Phyſicians might 
i 2 — ——.— leave of to imitate the ſwelling 
of Menecrater and the reſt, and to tract rather in the ſteps of Hippo- 
Aer ande alen, of whom it is thus written: that they never diſdained to ſuroud 
themſelves under the fimpleſt roof in their. countrey, to do the pooreſt man 
good : and as they themſelves ſaid ( beſides the glory 1har they purchaled by 
their courteous benignity) they added alwaies to their cunning, and by expc- 
rience confirmed their art and kn , which might well fragger, if you 
reſpe& tha infinite variery of diſeaſes, and the ſtrange diverſities of mens dil- 
tions. And truly if nothing elſe, yet the enriching of their knowledge, which 
is gathered eſpecially by long experience, might be cauſe good enough to at- 
tract and draw them to as hold of any eccafion to go to the diſeaſed perſon. 
And in mine opinion, the neglecting of rhis, which proceedeth either from co- 
veteouſneſſe or pride, hath been the only cauſe, that even from the beginning 
there have been reckoned ſo few good Phyſicians. For N only Hippc- 
crates, Galen, Avicen, E gincta, A tis and Soramm, though the number of 
common Phyſicians have been great) you ſhall not finde any that have climed 
up to the perfect ĩon of their ſcience: nay far from that which might challenge 
the ſiſc or ſixth place. Which 3 ſome men will aſcribe to the laborious 
difficulty and confuſed vaſtneſſe of this Arr ially 3 yer I dare boldly affirm, 
that there hach not been, nor is any ſuch. or ſtay, which hath impeached 
ſo much their endeavours, as the defect of experience. And truly I cannot more 
fly compare our Emperiques and practitioners, then to him that purpoſeth to 
be a ſea-man and traveller, who though he ſtudiouſſy ſtriveth to attain to the 
perfection of his art, though he carefully buſi th himſelf about the coſmogra- 
phicall maps, though he induſtriouſly peruſerh the books of Navigation, nay 
( which is more ) rhough he conferre dili y with very expert failers : yer 
when he hath foriaken the quiet ha ven, and lanched out into the rough ſeas, and 
bath taken upon him the government of the ſhip, when he ſhall behold ſo ma- 
ny horcible mountains of water, the yg, Fe ſo many huge waves, and the 
outraging ſurges of rhediſquiered monſter 3 he will then confeſſe, that be only 


dreamed , when he of the courſe of the ſeas; that his books 
were lame ſchoolmaſters, thar the tales of his companions were a great 
deal leſſe then the things themſelves : when he ſhall caſt up his eyes, and think 
chat every ſtarre which he had hoped to bave uſed as guides and directions, had 
threatned hisruine and deſtru&ion : when he ſhall lock down, and tremble at 
the riling of every wave: when he ſhall turn him about, and with great fear 
ſeck ro thoſe rocks, which he had read were couched in that part of the 
ſea * and to conclude, when he ſhall conſider rhe huzenefle of the Sea, 
and the ſmalneſſe of his bark, he will think ſure the leaſt perry or gale 
of farce to overwhelm him, notwithſtanding bis great cunning he A pr 
he had gained on the land. Even ſo fareth ir with our com 
Fm Sar Over comain 8 within « 
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they are anghe the conſtitution of the body, the diverſity of temperatures, the 
vat iety of diſeaſes, the cauſes, ſigns, and fympromares of the lame, they ſtraighe 
way imagine, that they have runne the race, and that they have acquired as 
much knowledge as becometh an Emperique. But after that, when they ſhall 
go into the common wealth to practice, when they thall meet with diſeaſes 
which Galen never dreamed of, when they ſhall view the marvellous and ſecret 
alſections and properties of mens bodies, the ſudden and momentany changes 
of the ſame(which a man can ſcarcely follow with his minde,) when they ſhall 
perceive that in reſpect ot the ſtrange temperature of the body, and tbe violent 
alterat ion of the ſame, they ſcarcely can atm at the diſeaſe, when they ſhall 
ſtrike upon ſo many rocks, beſides their great pains and watchfull induſtry t 


wil it not think you amaze them ? will they not confeſſe then that their Art is 


unperfc& ? wiil they not acknowledge (think you) that as experience was the 
ancient beginner of Phyfick, fo that now it is the true and fincere accompliſh- 
er of the perfect ion of the ſame ? Since therefore the caſe ſo ſtandeth, that 
Art is weak without practice, and that (as Galen ſaith) experience is gorten 
lengs rerum uſu, let the Phyfician ( if he preferre not jy ing fame and vile lucre 
betore true and abſolute knowledge ) let him, I ſay, that his minde may be en- 
riched, not leave the pooreſt houſe unfrequented. But to ſay the truth, nothing 
derogateth ſo much from the excelling in their ſcience, as doth the opinion ot 


perfection, which is —_ gotten by the judgement of the multitude, rhe 
things. For, when a man knoweth his name to fly a- 


perverſe determiner © 
mongſt them, he ſitteth ill, and admirerh himſelf, thinking then that he hath 
ſtudied enough both for himſelf and his countrey, when he hath gotten his 
name enrolled among ſt the number of excellent Phyſicians, by that ignorant 
and unadviſed regiſter. I have ſpoken this by the way, and the inter jecting of 
theſe few lines hath not made me to forget (good Reader) that before I diſ- 
cour ſed of the glory of this Science, and how jr bath been accounted of in times 
palt : the dignity whereof, though it be ſomething leſſened and empaired, 
(which wherher it hath happened by the ignorance of our Phylicians,or by the 
finitter opinion of the world, I will not now diſcuſſe:) yet if we will uprightly 
weigh with our ſelves, we may perceive that the judgement of men hath not 
any whit derraQte] from rhe true dignity of the thing it (elf.

What can be more excellent then to be able to maintain and keep 
in order that beſt workmanſhip of God, and (which is more) to correct, re- 
form, and amend ir, and as it were a cunning pilot to govern and rule it as a 
tile vefiell caſt out into the great Ocean, cabje to I know not how many 
rocks and dangers, if it be not uprighily weilded ? And ſeeing there is nothing 


given unto us of God more acceptable then the health of the body, how honou- - 


rably muſt we think of the means by which it is continued, and reftored if it be 
tolt ? -Pyrrbus the King of Epire did (actifice unto no other god or goddeſſe but 
only unto health, to whom he erected à famous temple in his own countrey, 
calling it Tenplum ſanitutis. He contemned, or at the leaſt neglected all oracles,

bartels which {or any other the like enterpriſe. He craved 
bathing he bands the — fruition of his health, thinking 
that induſtry and dilizence meering with the health of the body, were ab!

atchicve any thing; were it beſet with never ſo many dangers. And in mine opi- 
nion, (28 * Hiitorian very gravely diſcourſerb:) men do fooliſhly erre, when 
they complain af nature, for limiting the age of man within the compaſſe ot 
ſo tew years, as three or fourſcore.z Whenas truly, if the matter were well ex 
pended, we would confeſle, Induitriam potius quam tempus deeſse, (as he ſaith,) 
and that there is no Art or ſcience, be it never ſo difficult, but might be perfect- 
ly known within that ſhort ptecinct, if the greater part of our life did not pa ſſe 
and vaniſh away in darkneſſe, ( loth and ignorance drowning and overwhelm- 
ing in us all light of nature, ) or if the courſe thereof were not interrupred and 
cut off by untimely death, which is haſtned on our parts by our inordinate and 
heedleſſe living. The young man flouriſhing as ic were in the April of his age, 
cockerei h in himſelf a fooliſh imagination of his own luſtineſſe, and reputcth 
it as a diſcredit unto him to ſeem to fear the approach of any diſeaſe, leaving 
the provident government of the body to decrepit and withered old age. In 
the mean time ke layeth rhe reins _ his affections, and expoſeth himſelf 
to any inconvenience: cithet he weltereth in idlenefle, or is tired with im- 
moderate cxeicile, ot ( which is incident ſpecially to that part of our age) he 
admitteth unſeaſonable watchings, ſur fetting banquets, and the unſa: iate ex- 
ecuting of the follies of ems, thinking indeed that there is nothing leſſe agree- 
ing unto youth and adoleſcency, then to be pliant and obedient to any com- 
mendable and wholſome method of lite : yea, many of them are of this winde, 
that the time of their youth is infamoully over-ſlipped, when they do not ruſh 8 
imo their voluptuous and inordinate demeanour, at what time the luſty prime ; 
of their age doth ſomewhat enable end ſupport them. And if at any time they be : 
overtaken with any infitmity (which often hapneth) as unwilling to be behot- 
dinz to the ſcience of Phylick, they leave it ro be worn away by the ſtrength 
of their body; which indeed I confeſle hideth many diſeaſes, and for the time 
taketh away the ſenſe of them, but never utterly extinguiſherh any. For although - 
in the infancy of the infirmity, in teſpect of the weakneſle of it, it is eaſily de- 4 
preſſed and ovec-maſtered by the yalour of the body (which in youth is ſome- 4 
thing puillant and forcible:) yet when age cometh on with his ſtealing ſteps, or 2 
elle retchleſs life doth detract from the force of the one, and maketh way for the 
other to ſpread and gather power, the diſeaſe being as it were the furviver, 
poſſeſſeth the whole body, and at the laſt procureth his utter ſubyerſion. And 
many times it hapneth that a diſeaſe breaketh out in old age, the cauſe whereof 
perhaps was given in our youth. And it fareth ith us as it doth with them that 
are bitten with the little ſerpent of Arabia, which ſtriketh a man, but fo ſe- 
crerly,that he never feelerh it, neither doth he know it, but by the wound which 
ſheweth it ſelf a long time after the foundation thereof was layed. The opi- 
nion chat the ancient Phyſicians had of the effect of Snow · water, is of force to 
petſw ade this, who have written that if now reſolved into wa 
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by this evil demeanour, ſhake and diſcraſe them, and then being alto

extream old age. I do not altogether beleeve this, although the great cold 
which is naturally in that water may lead me to think that it is of a mighty 
operation. But there is nothing more certain then this, that many men repo- 
fing too much truſt in the ſtrength of their bodies, and ſo being careleſſe in 
gainſtandipg and reſiſting the 5 of maladies (which their diſſolute 
order of life hath begotten and ingendred) have been yoked by old age be- 
fore the courſe of their years did require ir, and have brought it ſo to paſſe, 
that their bodies have been nothing elle but ſtotehouſes and manſions of diſea- 
ſes. Which kinde ot men I may well compare to an evil and negligent tenant, 


who being ſetled in a fair dwelling houſe by his land- lord, ſufferet h ir to rui- 


nate, and in the end to fall upon his own head for want of repairing : ſo they, 


when God had beſtowed their bodies upon them as gorgeous palaces or man- 


ſion houſes, wherein the minde may dwell with pleaſure and delight, do firſt 
get her 
careleſſe of repairing them, do ſuffer them to run to deſtruction, or elſe "while 
they go about too late to underprop them declining to ruine (as he that is lod- 
ged in an old cabbin, feateth leſt with every puff of winde it ſhould be over- 
turned) they quake at the leaſt alteration of the body, and at every little pain 
do expect a finall diſſolution: then they will confeſs unto you, that while they 
rioted unadviſedly in their youth, they did but build matter for repentance in 
age. And what do they elle but by their examples give us to learn, that as the 
interception and preventing of diſeaſes is very available, which carrieth a man 
throughout his race with pleaſure and delight, even ſo nothing cometh more 


near unto the goodneſſe thereof, then (if by chance when we be plunged into 


any diſeaſe) carefully to provide that the beginning thereof may be impeached : 
the which that thou mayeſt the better do, 1 have (good Reader) for thy benefit 
collected out of ſundry Authors, as it were a breviary or abridgement of Phy- 
ſicæ, and together with thote deductions, I have enterlaced experiments of mine 
own, which dy long uſe and practice I have obſerved to be true. Throughout 
the whole Book 1 have been more curious in preſcribing the ſundry curations 
and waies to help the diſeaſes, then in explaining the nature of them: my rea- 


- fon.was, becaule if my Books ſhould come to the hands of the unlearned, a lit- 


tle would ſuffice (the former being more neceſſary.) Again, I knew that the 
Learned would not be contented or ſatisfied with it, though ir had been never 
ſo great: and yet I have not omitted any neceſſary ſign, that the diſeaſe may 
appear eaſily to any capable brain. I ſhall ſeem boldly to have adventured 
the Edition of this labour, ſeeing that I ſhall run into the babble of our coun- 
trey Phyſicians, who think their At to be diſcredited, when it is publiſhed in a 
baſe tongue; and again, are loath to have the ſecrets of their ſcience revealed 
to every man. Indeed I know that under ſome colour they may object ſome- 
what, bur yet they may underſtand, that I have followed the example of many 
Learned Phyſicians, both of our Engliſhmen and other Country men alſo who 
publiſhed their practiſes in their mot her tongue, and in other Countries eſpeci- 
ally it is. ſo rife and common, that in Italy and France you ſhall not finde any 
Learned Phyfician that hath not written as much (nay rather —_— his own 
Country Language, then in Latine ; yea we have many Books in Phyſick that

For I know nor how it cometh to paſſe, 
yer we ſee it daily, that ridiculous toyes, and abſurd Pamphlers, being put forth 
without any colour, be neverthelefle plauſibly and pleaſingly accepted: where= 
as a. man moved with an heneſt care to profit his Country, being willing to 
leave a teſtimony of rhe ſame behinde him, when he offercth any work, if it 
hath not a delectable ſubject, it behoverh him to ſhew many grave and ſubſtan- 
tiall reaſons of his doings, or elle they will not yeeld their hoped for benefit, 
which is to be benignely conſtrued, and peruſed with humanity. So that if a 
man covet to have his Books favourably accepted and read, he mult behwve 
himſelf ſo in writing, as Solon did in framing his Laws, who (as Plutarch ſaith) 
did not faſhion them according to the true line of equity, but ferdown ſuch as 
he thought the people would willingly obierve: even ſo the iniquity of the 
time hath brought to * that thoſe Books which are generally peruſed and 
read throughout, mult nor ſerve the time, but muſt ſarisfie the opinion of men.

N cold is meant in this Chapter, a. cold diſtemper fimply without the-flux Cane. 
of any cold humour. This pain in the head is cauſed of outward cold, as 
when the air is very cold, eſpecially when one tarrieth in it long time þare- 
headed; as alſo it may be cauſed by the ſuddain applying of any cold thing g;gng. 
to the head. The ſigns of headach cauſed of cold are contiary to thoſe figns 
that are cauſed. of hor diſtemper. For in this, though the pain be vehement, 
yet the head when it is felt, 1s not hot, and the face and eyes do not look red, 
nor their face is not dry and ſhrunk, but contrariwiſe full and pale, and 
their eyes are (woln and ſwart. Alſo they neither deſire cold things, nor do 
feel eaſe by them. Concerning the diet oF thoſe that have this kinde of head- Vids ra- 
ach, they muſt eſchue cold air, and abide altogether in hot air. They mult tis. 
ſleep moderately, but no longer then they were wont. They muſt uſe mo- 
ving of the whole body, eſpecially walking and riding. Let their bodies be ſolu- 
ble rather then coſtive, ſo that they may each day have a hege either by nature 
or by art, as by a ſuppoſitary or a cliſter. Let them eſchue ſadneſſe, and deep 
cogitations, and other immoderate affections of the minde. Let them eſchue 
all meats and drinks that be cold in operation, as milk, fiſh, and ſuch like. 
Let them eat rere egges, and fleſh of Hens, Chicken, Partrich, Pheſants, 
and ſuch like. For their drink let them uſe Wine that is thin of ſubſtance, for 
that doth moderately extenuate and heat. For the ſame cauſe alſo hot baths 
are to be uſed, and generally for the cure hereof, you muſt uſe things that be Cura. 
hot in operation. 3 in applying medicines to the head, you mult diligent- 
ly conſider the naturall temperature of the brain, for it is ſuch a thing as can- 
not ſuffer medicines vehement hot, nor yet vehement cold. Therfore (as Ga- 
len affirmeth) if oyl of Rew be poured hot upon the forepart of the head, it 
healeth the Patient perfectly. But if there be need of greater heating, you may 
put . or Euphorbium into the oyl: or you may mix ſome oyl of Pepper 
or oyl of Euphorbium with the oyl of Re, or in the ſtead of the oyl of Rew, 
you may uſe oyls of Laurel, Ircos, Dill, or Cammomil, of Spikenard, Serpillum, 
Marjoram, and ſuch like.

this place that which the Greeles call in their tongue plethors 3 it chanceth when h & 
all the four humours be encreaſed in theit proportion, or when bloud alone eat by 
doth abound.

of it. It is beſt when ſuch humours are in the bottom of the ſtomack, for then 
they will eaſily avoid the ſtomack, and paſle into the guts. It is worſt of all 
when noyſome humours do cleave ſo faſt to the filmes and tunicles of the ſto» 
mack, and doth ſo furre them, xhat they can ſcarcely be ſcoured our. Therefore 
if any humour doth furre the tunicles of the ſtomack, miniſter Hicrapiera,which Hierspicra⸗-

zs a ſoveraign medicine therefore. And after purging, let the Patient have good 
| meats, eaſie of digeſtion, and wholeſome for the ſtomack. And foraſmuch as 5 
lack of good digeſtion, and weakneſſe of the mouth of the ſtomack, be the great- ; 
eſt cauſes of increaſe of noyſome humours in the tomack, it mult be provided 
that good digeſtion be procured, and that the mouth of the ſtomack may be 
ſtrengthened by ſuch medicines as be aſtrictive, and have vertue to ſtrengthen, 
whereof you ſhall finde plenty hereafter in the third Book, and therefore it were 
ſuperfluous to recite them here. As we have in this Chapter ſpc ken of headach 
cauſed of the ſtomack, and referred the cure to the third Beck, ſo underſtand Nene 
likewiſe, if headach be cauſed of the diſeaſe of the liver or ſplene, or any other 
member : for the affects of thole members being cured, the headac h ceaſet h.

For when it is very much dif- 
fering from naturall order, it betokeneth the vehemency of the diſeaſe, and that 
it is a great and ſtrong Apoplexy. But when there is a little impediment in the 
breathing, then you may judge that there is but little hurt in the brain, and 
ſo you may account it a ſmall and weak * The worſt and ſtrongeſt 
8 wherein the breathing is ſo di iniſhed ebe apr be 
perceived: and that is almoſt as evil, wherein the breath ſtopeth for a while, 
and then is fetched with violence. This diſeaſe for the molt part doth 
chance to old men, which be of a flegmatick complexion, and which do uſe 
ſuch a diet as increaſeth fleam. But if ſo be it invade any y on, and 
that in Sommer ſeaſon, it ismoſt perilous. This diſeaſe is or at the 
leaſt it is ſeldom cured. And therefore Hippocrates writeth in the 24* Apho- 
riſm of his ſecond book: it is impoſſible (ſaith he)to cure a vehement is cond 
and not eaſie to cure a weak one: for it threatneth ſpeedy death. Beſide, if it 
chance by medicines to be taken away, for the moſt part it departeth leaving 
Tar nc. cor Ye in the whole body;or in lows thereof: Often al- 
o it corrupt memory; whereupon we may conclude, that remedies are not 
to be uſed againſt a ſtrong Apoplexy, for that is of nature deadly. But if it be 
weak, which you may know by the aforeſaid, although there be ſmall hope 
to remedy ir, yet (as Galen teſtiſieth) convenient remedies being miniſtred, it 
may perhaps be cured,as experience hath hoes in ſome. T hoſe therefore whoſc 
Cure is not altogether deſperate, if there be ſigns of plenitude and fullneſle, and 
ſtrength permit alſo, muſt be let bloud on both the Cephalice veins.

"A Elancholy is an alienation of the minde, troubling reaſon; and waxing foo- 

lifh, ſo that one is almoſt beſide himſelf. It cometh without a feaver, and 
is chiefly engendred of Melancholy occupying the minde, and changing the 
temperature of it. It is cauſed three kinde of waies : for ſometime it is cauled of Cauſe,” 
the common vice of melancholy bloud being in all the veins of the whole bo- I. 
dy, which alſo hurteth the brain. But oftentimes only the-bloud which is in 2. 
the brain is altered, and the bloud in all the reſt of the body is unhurt, and that 
chancerh'trwowaies, for either it is derived from other places, and aſcendeth up 3.

CHAP. XXX. 
O the Eyes. 
Ln good in reſpect of the worthinefle of the Member, and the mani- 
fold Diſeaſes to the which it is ſubject, to ſubne the diſcourſes of the Bye, 
with the remedies of the infirmities which by experience I have found incident 
unto it: and the multiplicity of it is ſo great, that the treatiſe thereof ſtretcheth 
ond the bounds of other ordinary Chapters. Bur (as I hope) the Reader 
will not account it tedious, becauſe of the pleaſantneſſe and neceſſity of the 
diſcourſe, though it be ſomewhart long : for God hath (as it were) packed and 
beſtowed an infinite variety of marvels in one little round ſubject, which if it be 
conſumed and diſtributed into his parts, and according to the dignity of every 
one ſufficiently treated of, (I ſuppoſe) it would fill a great Volume, and require 
both an exquiſite Philoſopher to conceive aright of it, and an excellent Orator 
— 2 alſo neceſſary to lay abroad at length ſuch ſecret and wonderfull 
But the eye which is wont with curious inſpection to pry into all other 
to finde out the nature and order of them, hath been unable to unſold 
his own wonderfull conſt itution, and hath been alway blinde in judging of it 
ſelf, and in foreſeeing the diſcommodities which attend upon it, or in curing 
them when they have laid hold of it. For mine own part, I will not promiſe 
any abſolute work, but as Learned Phyſitions have thought of it, (and as I 
m ſelf kave by experience learned) fo will I frame and alien my Treatiſe. 
An eye therefore is a member, round, whole and hard, as the ball of a tour, 
or as the ſcowred new baſon full of clean water, ſet in the Well of the Head to 
is lighe to the body, by the influence of the viſible ſpirits, ſent from the 
aſticall Cell by a ſinew that is called Neruus opticus,with the help of a grea- 
ter lighe miniſtred from without. And very fitly is the place where the eye is (cr 
called, The Well of the Head, for the abundance of watery humours and tears 
Which often diſſolye out thereof, ſometime of ſorraw and heavineſs of the Heart, 
ſometime of joy and gladneſſr, and ſometime of the abundance of watery hu- 
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coldneſſe: and thus have rhe Phyfirions deſcribed 
theeye. Tt fu der Þ alle to diſtribute ir imo his parts, and there- 
bre es mien eye hark ſeaven coates, which they call mitæ, four 
chou t three humours. But his opinion concerning the tunicles, by ſundry 
Lnafornifts hath been evicted bur only fix; yea, and ſome there be, 
ſat { ſwritving trom the moſt received opinion ) have made room for a cob- 
je&ure of their own, as they think by reaſon, excluding all choſe overcurious 
divifions, (namely Iris, Cornes, Arenee, Uvea, and the reſidue,) and imagin

CHAP. XXIIII. 
Of Obſtruttions of the Liver. 


BſtruRions of the Liver are cauſed of vapours and groſſe windineſſes hard 
to digeſt. Bur ſometime it is cauſed of groſſe and vifcous humours in the Cauſe. 
ends of the veins, ſpringing from the flat'parr of the liver, by the which veins 
nouriſhment is ſent to the liver from the ſtomack and the bowels. If abun- 
dance of groſſe and vapourous windineſſe be heaped up together, which cannot 
finde free paſſage out, and ſo doth engender obſtruction, there ariſeth then not 
only grief and heavineſſe about the right (ide, but alſo feeling and percei- Signe. 
ving of diſtenſion and ſtretching out. If obſtruct ion be ingendred through 
oſſe and viſcous humours, there followeth heavineſſe with feeling of pain, 

* erime eaſie, and ſometime vehement: alſo ſometime without a Feaver, and Vidtzs 74. 
ſomerime with a Feaver. For groſſe and viſcous humours being many, do cauſe tio. 
obſtruction and ſtopping more then other, and ſpecially when the Patient doth 
uſe vehement moving after mear. And if they be ſharp and much in quan- 
tity, which be taken in meats, the pain of the obſtruction is made more ve- 
hement : when the body is ſtopped, they ſuffer both ſtretching out, and alſo 
pricking. You muft give unto them which have this diſeaſe hot meats, and 
that have vertue to take away obſtruction and topping, as be Lecks with Oxi- 
mel, Sperage, Fennell, Parſly,Capers, and other like things, either ſodden in pot-

Inflammation of the Reins. 
T* E Reins are vexed with Inflammation for divers cauſes. For both Cauſe. 
corrupt humours, and ſtripes, and rubbings together, and drinking of 
medicines, do ingender inflammation of the Reins, and ſpecially continuall 
and vehement demos, F There comech to the fick a beating pain bebinde Signs. 
about the firſt joynt of the back, a little above the baſtard ribs : bur the pain 
feretehet i upw ard, even unto the Liver, ſpecially the right fide R ein being vexed; 
but downward unto the bladder and privy members, and the loins and hips, 
and alſo to the ſhare and thighs. Alſo there followeth aſtoniſhment of the leg 
that is near, chat it can neither be ſtretched outright, nor he cannot go on 
his feet. And whether ſneeſing or any other concuſſion do chance, they are 
vexed with moſt vehement pain, their extream parts be cold, and m Fre 
caltes 
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calfes of the legs, and the feet. There is preſent difficulty in making of wa- 
ter, and they paſſe continually and painfully. In the beginning their Urine 
thinne and watery, having no reſidence in it: but the inflammation waxing 


* worſe, it is more rubicund. Alſo afterward it is groſſe and filthy, and there 
be vehement feavers preſent. 


| And if the inflammation increaſe ſtill, all theſe 
ſignes waxe more vehement. To theſe cometh diſpoſition to vomit, and 
gna wing of the ſtomack, and vomiting of choler. Many of them are vexed 
and [wear untill their hearts fail them: their belly is ſtopped, ſo that they are 
puffed up with winde, and do ſend out belkings continually. There followeth 
vehement abhorring of meat, and to 5 rhore are continuall exacerbations, 
but to ſome between whiles. And generally, egeſtion of the womb, and much 
excretion of Urine do go before thole pains. "The ſick muſt lye in a very ſoft 
bed 3 and the firſt day he mult abſtain from meat, but you may not extend his 
taſting to many daies : for rhe Urines being made more pure and ſharp by 
faſting, do vex with moſt vehement biring and gnawing, Therefore in the 
beginning you muſt nouriſh them with thin ſoupings that do eaſe and ceaſe 
nawing and biting, as is broth of Ptiſan, br Alica of Barley. Alſo Mallows for 

is potherbs doth much profit. Let his drink be water wherein a little Cina- 
mon hath been ſodden. To be ſhort, let his diet be thin, and ſuch as is in other 
inflammations. For the cure, in the beginning you muſt by and by let him 
bloud, and you muſt cut the vein that is in the hamme, or in the anckles, and 
that mult be done on the leg that is right againſt the rein that is vexed. Alſo 
ſometime (as Galen ſaith) you muſt ler bloud of the arm (that 15) when the 
inflammation is new, and abundance of bloud is preſent. After bloud- letting 
you muſt come to ourward medicines, as cataplaſmes, foments, liniments, 
emplaiſters, and ſuch like, which have vertue to cool meanly, and to eaſe pain, 
made of oyles of Roſes, Quinces and Cammomill, of Barley meal, Bean 
meal, Fenugreek, Linſeed, and ſuch like, which be reheaaſed in the chap- 
ters of inflammarion ofthe Liver and the ſpleen. And if the pain be not ca- 
ſed by thoſe things that be applied ourwardly, apply a cupping-glaſſe to the 
loins and the guts, and ſcarification being made you muſt draw out much 
bloud. Then you muſt uſe nouriſhment of ſponges, and other things which 
can eaſe pain · You muſt only beware all this time, that you give not ſuch 
medicines to drink as provoke Urine, for they hurt vehemently by bringing 
in gnawing and biting humours to the inflamed parts. This medicine I have 
proved to be fingularly good: ¶ the juyce of Clary, and the juyce of Night- 
thade, ana. 3 ij. drunk in 3 vj- of ſtale Ale morning and evening fix daics 
together. Allo you muſt beware in the beginning of the inflammation ot 
purging medicines. But yet you may uſe ſoft clyſters ( ſpecially if the belly bc 
coſtive ) made of the decoction of Mallows, or Lineſeed, and Fenugreck, 
or Ptiſan broth, putting to it oyl of Violers, or Cammomill oyl. But you 
muſt beware you put not in great abundance of it, ſor then the bowels being 
Alled and ſtretched out with it, will preſſe together the reins. But when the 
inflammation is perfectly ceaſed concoct, which you may know by the 
ceaſing of the pain, then alſo you may purge him by medicines that provoke 
Urine, For after inflammations concoct aud digeſt, the Urine cometh forth 
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much in quantity and groſſe, and in thoſe that have reſidence, it is good, and ſo 
judged the belt alroger er. What medicines provoke urine, gh a - 
rhe 7* Book of making of medicines,in the 7*Chap. ſpecially — bs, 
Fennel, Apium, and Parcely well ſodden, are good. And if by the atoreſaid mg 
dicines the inflammation be not driven away, and if neither the pain, not the 
feaver,nor the heavineſſe do reſt by uſing of the aforeſaid things, and alſo if dif- 
ficulry of piſſing, and often dropping down of the urine, do vex the Patient, theſe 
betoken matter to be gathered in that part. Therefore as ſwiftly as you can, you 
muſt help the ſuppuration and breaking out of the matter. For the which pur- 
poſe, a Sponge continually wet in water and oyl, applied in ſtead of a foment, 

ofiteth. For the ſame purpoſe allo we uſe cataplaſmes which are made of 
meal, Bran, Figs, Althea, and ſuch like, rehearſed before in the Chapter of . 
inflam mation of the Liver. Alſo it proſiteth greatly to deſcend into a bath made 
of mollifying herbs, aa Maltows, Alhæa, L inſeed, Fenugreek. And if after per- Signs per- 
fect ſuppuration, the rupture and breaking be delaicd and tarried (which you fete f aid 
may know if the feavers and pains wax leſſe, and ſenſe of heavineſs remain about "5 
the rein that is affected) miniſter thoſe things in drink which provoke urine, as | 
is, decoction of Fennell, Peniroiall, Origan, and ſuch like: foc theſe ſometime | 
do break the ſuppuration, and purge our the matrer with the urine. And if the 
uſing of them do profit nothing, you muſt waſh the beily with ſharp clyſters, as 
with root of wilde Cucumber ſodden and allaied, or deco&ion of Garlick or 
Radiſh. You muſt 2-9. 308 in Brine,and commix a little oyl, whereby they 
may be made ſlippery to rer in. Theſe muſt be thrown in with a clyſter 
* ye the ſick muſt be bidden to hold it long time: for they are wont often to 
reak that ſuppuration, together with that, that they molliſie the belly. Alſo if 
the rupture and breaking tarry, Cummin with wine called Paßum, helpeth, and 
Rew with Vinum mulſum. Moreover, the rupture being made, little pieces of fleſh Signs rup- 
being long are (ent out with the urine. And if the ulcers be malignant, there be 2 faite 
ſent our humours ſtinking, ſwart and ſlimy : but if they be benigne and gentle, 
the matter that is piſſed forth, is white, equal, light, and without grievous ſa- 
your, and little in quantity. After the eruption and breaking out of the matter, 
miniſter Milk with Honꝑ, and other things which ſhall be rehearſed in the Cha- 


pter of ulcers of the reins. 
CHAP, XXXVIII. 
Of the Stone in the Reins. 
H E Stone of the Reins happeneth oftener to men of perfect age then to | 
children. The cauſe of ning of ſuch ſtones is continuall crudity and Cauſe. * 
rawneſle of the ſtomack, whereby abundance of groſſe and earthly humours 
is heaped up together, and burning of fiery heat about the reins parcheth 
the humours, and knits them together, and hardeneth them into a ſtone. The __ 
ſtones be in the reins, nigh their ventricles, either little or great, and ſometime Diffe ereuces 
ſmaller, ſometime many a among themſelves in greatneſſe, figure, co- F Itoner. 
lour,and ſharpneſs : for they are found black, whitiſh,and pale. There chanceth 
to the ſick grievous pain in the reins, and he feeleth like as it were a bodkin 573%

thruſt in, and yet there appeareth no ſwelling without. He can turn his back- 
bone hardly.

Moreover things that be light and round, are calily ſent 

out: but not ſo, it they be of any other form or faſhion: but ſpecially if they 

cui, belong and ſharp, they are hard to be ſent our. When the ſtone, ſtopped in 
ihc eins, doth cauſe moſt vehement pains, leſt abundance of blond through 

che greatneſſe of the pain ſhould come down together to the member di- 

ſeaicd,in a body that is full of humours and ſtrong, you muſt by ana by cut the 

Vue ſedtio vein in the ham of that leg that is aſtonied, and is right againſt the rein that is 
Turgaio. diſcaſed. But in thoſe that labour of ill digeſtion or vicious humours, purging 
of the abundant humour is good for them. Neither may this caution be omitted 
except ſome othet᷑ thing do forbid them: which alſo Hippocrates biddeth, while 

he teacherh that young men ſhould be purged with Hellebore. Alſo if it be no: 

fawtull to let bloud, nor to miniſter purgation, you muſt waſh the womb by 

miniſtring of clyſters, which you muſt do at that time ſpecially when there is 

plenty of excrements in the bowels. But you muſt only beware that they 

e. ſtrong clyſters, and that they do not draw plenty of humours from other 

places to the bowels, leſt the paſſages of the Urine ſnhould be ftreightened and 

3 preſſed together: but let them be ſuch as are only able to avoid the excrc-

Urine. And if theſe drive not away the diſeaſe, you muſt miniſter in drink 
thoſe things which provoke Urine. Theſe that follow draw much Urine : Gla- 
don, S. Johns wort, Parcely, Orcoſelinum, Grommell, Ammi, ſeed of Dauem and 
Fennell, A ſarum, root of Briony and Mather, bark of the root of Capers, 
Sperage, and ſuch like. With theſe commix thoſe things that bring down 
Urine unto the reins : as is, root of Peucedane, or dog Fennell, Briony, Apium, 
and Radicula. Alſo commix with them thoſe things that break and tear the 
ſtone in the reins: as is, Sium, Maidenhair, Bdclium, Turſan ſeed, Bruſcus root, 
Saxifrage, Betony, root of Damoſomum, broth of Cicers, root of Cipreſſe, 
G:ommell, lam Fudaicus, Xambium, che ſeed and root of Althea, gumme of 
Plum- tree, earth Worms ſodden, and ſtones and ſponges of the Sea. Every 
one of theſe part of them ſodden, and part of them very finely powdred, mini- 
ſer them to drink. Bur it is beſt to minilter thoſe things which provoke Urine 
and break the ſtone, at that time when the vehement pains be releaſed, which 
chanceth when the ſtone is removed and ſtirred out of his place. But if the 
ſtones be eſtabliſhed faſt, and be vehemently compact in the reins, he muſt 
eſchue much drink, and alſo things that provoke Urine : for ſeeing they 
bring with them ro the reins a great abundance of excrements, they cauſe the 
paſſages of the Urine to be ew , and let the paſſing of the tones out of the 
reins. You mult releafe ooſen the reins, and the conduits of the Urine, 
with foments, cataplaſmes and inſeſſions, as is aforeſaid. Alſo the belly muſt 
be yoided with light clyſters, leſt the paſſages of the Urine be ſtopped. After 
that pain is a little releaſed, you may allo apply profitably ro them a cupping- 
glaſſe, ſpecially ſubtilly faſtened to, if inflammation do not ler it: for often- 
times cupping-glaſſes do ſo remove on heaps thoſe ſtones, that they ceaſe the 

ains by and by, that is, the ſtones being carried into the amplitude of the 
bladder. Wherefore in the N faſten the cupping- glaſſe above from 
the rein, and then to the oct about the privy members, overthwartly accor- 
ding to the placing of the conduirs of the Urine. Mortover ſtones being 
broughe from the reins to the bladder, and for their greatneſſe being holden 
ſtill about the neck of the bladder, they do often bring the ſick into ex- 
tremeperil; as well through their pricking pain, as alſo becauſe they will not 
ſuffer the Urine to come out.

rhe furtheſt parts of the yard, or you mult - wi the yard in hot oyl, that hath diſ- 
ſolving vertue in it. Alſo you muſt miniſter much of ſome decoRion made of 
thoſe things that provoke urine, and you muſt bid rhe ſick gather much urine, 
and after ward to put it out, and to expell it diligently,for ſo the ſtone withdrawn 
is wont to fall out. But when you cannot draw him out this way neither, you 
muſt cur the yard above with a little wound, about the bigneſſe of an Akorn 
for it is not good to cut it under the yard; for almoſt alwaies it turneth into a 
Fiftulzs, and afterward the urine cometh out by the cleft. The ſtone being at the 
faſt removed away, you mult preſerve the man, that the reins be no more trou- 
bled with the ſtone. T he greateſt thing to avoid ingendring of the one, is to 
uſe meats of good juyce, eaſie of digeſtion, and moderate. Therefore it is good 
for him to beware of all meats of hard ſubſtance, and which ate hard to be bro- 
ken in pieces with chewing. Alſo let their exerciſes be mean, and let them uſe 
but lire all kinde of Pulſe, and of corn : alſo Cheeſe, Milk, and the meats that 
are made of them. Moreover, black wine, and plenty of ficſh, and generally al! 
things of groſſe juyce, and that be over hot and ſharp. You muſt admoniſh them 
whom the ſtone hath afflicted, that they vomit eften after ſupper, and that they 
drink Wormwood continually. And at cectain times, if bloud ſeem to abound, 
let them cut a vein : or if vicious hnmours be gathered on a heap, let them uſe 
a purging medicine agreeing to their temperament. Alſo theic water through - 
out al their diet, muſt be moſt pure and ſtrained. Alſo let their wine be thin and 
white, and not very old, for that is meet to provoke urin. Alſo they muſt uſe 
as. well meats as medicines. that provoke urine. Therefore they muſt eat daily 
Parſeneps very well ſodden, Fennell, Sium, Peniroyall, and ſuch like.

Moreover, becaule 
cold things do ſnut up and bind, and ſo do ſtop the urine ( which thing chan- 
eing in this evil by it ſelf) it increaſeth it. And laſt of all, becauſe cold things 
do pᷣrohibit and let that the humours cauſing inflammarion-may be diſſolved, 

conſumed and digeſted : therefore medicines meacily hot are rather to be 
ied, which have vertue to ceaſc the pain, to looſen the pipe and paſſage of 
urine, and to diſſolve the inflammation. Alſo let the guts be waſhed 
with ſoſt and eaſie clyſters, and after the dung is come forth, caſt in oyl of Dill, 
er ſuch like thing, to eaſe and ceaſe the pain. It is good to ſeeth Poppy ſhels, 
together with -oyl, and to pour in Goole greaſe, or freſh Hens greaſe ſod- 
den together in the ſame oyl. In moſt vehement pain you muſt pour in 
3j. of pills of Hounds tongue diſſolved in the oyl of Dill : or take Opium with 
Mirrhe and Saffron, and anoint it upon wool, and pur it up into the funda- 
ment. Allo let the ſick ſit in the decoction of Linſeed, Fenugreek, root 
of Aubaa, Daucus ſeed, and ſuch like; and bid the ſick piſſe as he ſitteth in 
the water of the decoction: for the bladder is not ſtrong enough to receive 
and expell out the urine ; therefore the Patient or ſome that be about him, muſt 
thruſt and preſſe the ſhare eaſily and ſoftly, and that muſt not be done out of 
meaſure, leſt that pain ſhould be augmented thereby. Alſo after clyſters and 
inſeſſions, uſe foments by hot water, and apply oyl in Oxe bladders, or other 
veſſels, half full, or little bags, as is ſhewed in the Chapter of the Pleuriſie And 
if for all theſe things the evil ceaſe not, faſten a capping glaſſe with ſcarifi- 
cation to tie grieved places.

E ſay, that menſtruis do redound and overflow in women, when that 
Wu plenty of them do flow out longer then the acccuſtomed time of 
their purgation. T here is no juſt or certain time of their purgation; for ro moſt 
women they flow two or three daies, to many five daies, and to ſome ſeven daies. 
The menſtruis do chance to flow out of meaſure, through great or ſmall veſſels Cauſa. 
opened wide, or broken. Alſo immoderate n er do ingender in women 
ſometime through grievous travell in child birth, which alto do ceaſe often- 
times of themſelves. Oftentimes after abortion they labour of a vehement 
purgation and flux of menſtruis,and ſometime it bringeth them intoa dangerous 

Il If the greater veſſels be broken ar open, the bloud flowerh out guſhing on Signs. 

vows : but if the leſlex be open, it floweth out by little and little, and not in great 
quantity. If ir be cauſed through eating or gnawing, it doth not only flow by 
little and little, but alſo it floweth with very great pain. Moreover when the men- 
ſtruis flow immoderately, there followeth a filthy colour, the feet are puffed 
up with a light ſwelling, the ſtrength of the body is decayed, both the digeſtion 
and appetite of meat is corrupted : and in all points ſuch ſigns as were wont to 
follow immoderate voiding of bloud, either by the Hemorrhoides, or by any 
other flux of bloud, do follow in this diſeaſe. Firſt therefore in the beginning Cnyatis.

etk choler : and ſome is watery, which is of a wheyiſh matter. And i” pure 

. bloud come forth, as in the cutting of a vein, you muſt take good heed, 

that ſome eroſion and gnawing be not ingendred in the womb. By theſe 

Signs. ſignes following the flux is known. The places are continually moiſt with 
the bumours, being divers in colours. The Patient is ill coloured, ſhe ſavou-

the wombe at that time that the purgation of the menſtruis is miniſtred. Allo 
ſometime it comet h through ſome hard abortion, or whenas any bath ha- 

- ed to ſtop ſuddenly a flux of bloud flowing from the wombe. They that 

are vexed with this diſeaſe, when the fit is nigh, there followerh heavineſſe of Siga. 
minde, ſlowneſſe, weakneſſe of the leggs, paleneſſe of face, and a forrow- 

full countenance. But when the ſuffocation and ſtrangling is now prefent, 

there followeth diſpoſition to ſteep, doting, a withholding of the inſtruments 

of the ſenſes, the voice doth wax dumb, and the leggs are drawn up toge- 

ther ; the pulſes are ſmall and weak. Alſo oftentimes they are altogether

When the wombe it ſelf is 
diſeaſed with the quantity or quality of any thing, then menſlruis, or ſeed, 
or other kinde of {ympromes are „ If that which is able to cool the 
whole body do cauſe this diſeaſe, body is ſo vehemently cooled, that both 
breathing and arteries beating cannot be perceived by the ſenſes, Which hu- 
mour, it it be either gtoſſe or ſharp, it cauſeth convulſions or cramps : but 
if it have the nature of melancholy, it cauſeth ſorrow and ſadneſſe, and defe- 
tion of the minde, refrigeration and pain of the ſtomack. This kinde of di- 
ſeaſe 2 in all ſeaſons, but eſpecially in Winter and Autum, and moſt 
commonly young folk, and ſuch as be prone to lechery, and barren, ſpecialiy 
if they be made ſo by medicines, be moſt taken with this diſeaſe. Many do re- 
cover from this _ileaſe, and many again do periſh ſuddenly in the very fit, | 
or at leaſt way within few hours after. That chancerh when the pulles be 
ſwiſt and inordinate, and then do leave off and vaniſh clean away. At the laſt 
How to do a cold humour in little quantity doth bedew and moiſten the skin aloft. In 
in the fit. the fits therefore you muſt binde the extreme parts, and beſides the bindings, 
you muſt rub the legs and all the whole body, and do even as you would re- 
cover one that is ſwounded. And you muſt place the ſick with her neck and 
ſhoulders bending, and riſing upward, and with her thighs and ſhare leaning 
downward.

Wir the matrice falleth out, when it is ſo turned downward that 
Wir ſticketh out ourwardly; and yet the whole matrice rolleth not 
down, being looſened from the bands and ligaments, as many unwiſe folk do 
think; for if it ſhould fall down ſo, it could not be reſtored again. Although 
the womb do fall oat bur ſeldome, yet there be many cauſes of the falling 
out of ir. For a woman falling from a high place, if ſhe fall on her haunc hes, 
the pannicles and films thax the womb, and the members adjoyning, 
do break, and cauſe this diſeaſe. Alſo it chanceth many times that in a (ore tra- 
vell of childe-birch the womb falleth out, becauſe of the drawing out of the 
ſerundine, which the womb that joyneth to it doth follow. Alſo many times 
ir chancerh through negligent and uns\Mifull drawing out of the childe, ſpecial- 
ly if it be dead. Moreover, it chanceth ſomerimes through a ſtripe, or lifting up 
of a weight, or through vehement pertucbation of the minde „as death of 
chi or coming of enemies, or through perillous ſailing, or through ſome 
ſuch like cauſe, all the body being looſened, the womb falleth out.

Poe 40 4 and Arthritis in Latine, be diſeaſes of one kinde : and there- 
fore they differ not but in places diſcaled. For in both of them there is 
weakneſſe of joyars, and an unnarurall humour floweth ro them. And if that 
the flux of the humour do flow to the feet, that is called P 4 in Latine. 
Bur if the humour flow to other jaynts, it is called in Greek Arthritis, in La- 
tine, Articulari morbus, the joynt fickneſſe. Sometime this evil doch ruſh in 
ſuddenly, being wes hy ons throughout all che joints. But for the moſt 
part, the flux is wont to fall inprivity,-and by little and little. For in ſome, 
doth invade che joynt of the great toe, but in ſome the end of the heel 
afflicted. mon in ſome other, the hollow neſſe of the foot is grieved, 


either through of the ſhooe,or ſome ſuch like thing. The Gout taketh 
his begi at the feet, whereupon it taketh the name, and it proceedeth u 
ward by little and little to the knees, and alſo to the joynts of the huckle bones 
and the thighs ; afterward to the hands, every joynt particularly being grie- 
ved. They that are taken extreamly with this diſeaſe, have pain in the 
back bone joynts, and in the joynts of the ribs, and eye lids, and ro ſome 
pain in the throat alſo : neither is there any connexion or knitting of bones, 
hich is free from this evil. This diſcaſe is engendred oro cradicies 
and drunkenneſſe, and of immoderate uſing of lechery, through vehement 


and (wift deambulations and — through long ſtanding, or often ri- 
ac 


ding, by ſuppreſſion and ſtopping cuſtomed excretions and fluxes; and 
thr intermiſſion of familiar exerciſes. Sorrows, cares, watchinęs, and 
other ee of the minde, do not only ingender this evil, but alſo do 
breed hurtfull and corrupt humours. Alſo many times rhe Cholick being 
naughtily cured, is wont to be a cauſe why the joynt ſickneſſe ſhould follow. 
Bur for the molt part, adiſpoſition to this kinde of diſeaſe proceedeth from the 
parents to the children, 7 

raw humours is the cauſe of this diſeaſe. The humours that do abound, and 
do faſten themſelves in the joynts, either be ſanguine, or cholerick, or flegma- 
tick, or melancholious. Alſo ſomerime this evil is ingendred of commix- 
tion of hamours. The outward cauſes may eafily be known by the relling of 
the fick, or them that be about him. The difference of humours you ſhall 
know by the ſigns following. I he humour of bloud, if it be much in quantity,

The age, complection,and tim _ 
of the year that is hot and dry, be apt to cauſe this cholerick flux. And if Signet of 
the humour that flowerh into the joynts be flegmatick, the ſwelling will give 
place to the thruſting of the finger, and ir is looſe and moderate: the colour of flux.

Therefore in fluxes of bloud, letting of bloud is very neceſſary, ſpeci- 
ally in them that abound wich bloud, You muſt cut a vein in the arm be- 
neath, right againſt the leg that is vexed with the flux. And if the right hand

But 
becauſe knobs and hard ſwellings do ingender after ward in the joynts, as well 
becauſe of the groſſeneſſe and earthy hardneſſe of the humour that hath lowed 
thither, as alſo through the uſing of immoderate diſcuflive and drying medi- 
cines, without mixing of ſuch with them as have a mollifying vertue : therefore 
to take thoſe knobs away, you mult uſe thoſe medicines which be declared of us 
before in the Chapter of hardneſs of the ſpleen, But ſpecially very old and ſharp 
ckeeſe, brayed in the decoct ion of very fat and old {wines fleſh, is good to be 
applied. Alſo, for this evil, Figs brayed and laid on are good. Alſo Abhearwile 
ſodden, Oars, Nettles, Briony root, round roots, Dill,Sothernwood, Mayweed, 


Horehound leaves mixed with Pitch, Sulphure and Wine. Alſo you muſt com- 
mix far and greaſes of ſwine, Goats, Calves, and Geeſe. Alſo all marrows and 
other things that have vertue ro mollifie and ſoften. And alſo bathings, after 
the inflammation is ceaſed, are moſt commodious and profitable to all that have 


the Gour. While they wath them, put ſponges wet in Vinegar and Salt mixt 
tog ether round about the diſeaſed places, that they may remain ſafe from hu- 


mours flowing to it. They muſt waſh themſelves, not once only, bur often, in 
an air that is altogether. mean and moderate. But they may ng tarry long in 
hot water. It is beſt therefore that they be ſprinkled and wet with hot water 
poured on them. Alſo it is profitable that all the body be rubbed with dry linnen 
clothes. Moreover, they that be cured of the Gout, ſhall defend themſelves at- 
rerward from ir by this means: Firſt, twice in a ycar, that is, at Spring time and 
Autume, if nothing do let it, let him bloud largely. Alſo about thoſe times, and 
oftner, let him uſe purging medicines. Alſo it is neceſſary for him to eat little 
meat, and to abſtain from fulneſſe. Alſo he muſt uſe meats that be eaſie of di- 
geſtion, and which readily be diſtributed into the members of the body, and be 
without excrements. Let him abſtain altoget her from wine, or let him uſe ir 
very ſcarcely. Let him uſe exetciſes very often, and that before meat: for la- 
bour (as Hippocrates ſaith) mult go before meat. And to conclude, they that 
deſire to be freed from the Gour, let them remember this ſhort and moſt whole- 
ſome precepr of Hippocrates : The way to help and preſerve health is not to be 
filled with meats, and to be unſlothfull in labouring. Alſo let his ſleeps and 


venerious acts be ina mean. As for remedies in this caſe, let Salt — * 
(mall in oyl, and the joynty rubbed therewith, for it helpeth greatly all thoſe 
that will be free from this evil, except they be of a wonderfull dry temperature.

© Moreover, as there be three things Io pgs wirnefſerh ) which do or- 
dain and conſtitute our body, (that is to lay ) things contained, things con- 
taining, and things that flow about violently 3 (that is) the hard and ſound 
members in the body, the humonrs, and the ſpirits or air: ſo alſo there be 
three kindes of {imple Feavers. For if immoderate heat be kindled in the ſpirits Three 
and air of mans body, it is called in Greek, Epbemera, and in Latine Diaris principall 
febris, and in Engliſh it may be called, one day Feaver. This Feaver is like —— of 
to hot ayr or winde, included in a bladder or bottle: for like as the ayre fimple fra- 
heateth the bottle that ir is in, even ſo, the ſpicits of a mans body, being vers.

Tarr Febric in Latine, Ephemera in Greek, in Engliſh, one day fea- 

r 3 it is that which hath one only fit, finiſh ing for the molt part in one 

day, at the moſt, of his own nature. For it endeth after the firſt fir; and doth 
not excecd nor paſſe a naturall day, if it be rightly uſed, and that becauſe of 
the matter wherein it is, that is, the ſpirit or breath, which is eaſily diflolved 
and diſperſed. * Therefore Galen doth moſt worthily call this the moſt Gmple 
feaver, becauſe it is the ſhorteſt and rhe moſt gentle feaver, being nothing 
mali Therefore if any thing in this feaver be committed either by ig- 
norance of the Phyſicians, or through the intemperance of the ſick, or by 
errours of the miniſters and aſſiſtants, whereby it turneth into another kinde 

Carſe of feaver, that doth not chance through the nature of this feaver. Diaria fe- 
Tru is cauſed, whenas the ſpirit or breath is inflamed and heat above nature, 
without any putrifaction or rottenneſſe. And that chanceth many waies : 
ſometime through conſtipation, binding, or thickening of the skinne, which 
„ eee 2574 in the vapours or ſpirits which were wont to flow out 
by the pores, which becauſe they be hot and ſharp, therefore they ingender 
a feayer. Sometime it is cauſed through wearinefle and vehement defariga- 
tion. Alſo through watchings, crudities, and lack of digeſtion, ſadneſſe, fear, 
ire, vehement care of the minde, burning of the Sunne, cold, hunger, drun- 
kenneſſe, and ſwelling of the kernels in the throat, and ſuch like, which can 
heat the ſpirits and — e them. The ſigns whereby Diaries are known, are 
of two ſorts: for ſome ſigns be common to all Dirie: and ſome be proper 
and to each cauſe. The common figns be fix in number, whereof 
the rſt is the pulſe, For all the Diarice, as much as in them is, do change 
the pulſe in greatneſſe, ſwiftneſſe and oſtenneſſe. But it keepeth exquiſitely 
that order, ſottneſſe, and equality, which is according with nature. The ſe- 
cond common fign is the ur ine, which in Diaries is altogether according to 
nature, or doth little turn from a natur all Rate. An urine that accordeth with 
nature, is ſubrufe in colour, mean in ſubſtance, having in it a reſidence white, 
3. light, and equall. Thethird token is the quality of heat, which in all Diarie

Their face is altogether red and ſwollen, 
becauſe of the abundance of heat. And their urine appeareth pale, becauſe 
the choler that ſhould colour the urine is transferred to the bak or impoſtu- 
mation. The cure of all diarie Feavers is brought to paſſe by diet, whoſe 
chief point in all diacies that be ſimple, conſiſt in this, that you miniſter unto 
them meats that ingender good humours, and that be eaſie of digeſtion, 
and apt to be diſtributed about the body, Give unto them that are burnr in 
the Sunne, and to them that be angred, 2 diet which doth cool and moiſt. And 
unto them that are cold, give a diet that nouriſherh leſſe, and that doth heat 
moderately. Againſt warchings or ſadneſſe, ot conſuming with overmuch 
care, uſe a diet that can both moiſten, and provoke ſleep, that it may deli- 
ver them from the drineſſe that thoſe evils have cauſed, and alſo that it may 
recreate and refreſh their ſtrength. They that have a Feaver of wearineſſe, 
you mult allow them to eat as much meat as they can digeſt : for you muſt 
alwaies eſchue e and rawneſſe of the ſtomack. For the ſubſtance of the 
body being diſſolved and diſperſed with labour, muſt be repaired with much 
meat being eaſie of digeſtion. You muſt meaſure the quantity of taking of 
meat, by the Patients ſtrength, age, naturall temperament, and cuſtome of the 
ſick. Moreover, by the time of the year, the region, and ſuch other like. 
But thoſe whoſe een Fa of the body is vecy hot and dry, ſuch you muſt 
feed with meat, by and by at the firſt beginning of the fir. For in them the di- 
arie feaver will change very ſwiftly into an acute and rotten feaver. Chiefly a- 
bove other, they may be fed with a thin diet which have a diary cauſed of a 
botch or impoſtumation; for in them the ſubſtance of the body is not dimi- 
niſhed. Wine that is white and thin is good almoſt for all diarie feavers,thaſg 


for Diaries, yhich be properly named ſo, and do endure but twenty four hours, For 
belides that it helpeth digeſtion, it alſo eee ur ine and ſweat (as Galen 


ſaith.) But you may grant it more antly to the feaverous through watch- 
ings, ſorrow, or care: becauſe great abundance of the ſpirits it Ipent and 
conſumed in them, which wine will eaſily and quickly ime in them again. 
But to thoſe that have headach, whether they have watched, or be feaverous 
by any ether occaſion, they mult refrain from wine, becauſe ir pierceth the 
head quickly, And they that have this feaver ingendred of great anger and 
fury, unleſſe they be altogerher quiet from that perturbation, may, have no 
wine given to them; for the ſpirits and bloud are marvellouſly chafed, and 
boilerh ſore. Alſo you muſt drive from wine tbo'e that be feaverous through 
the ſwelling of botches or kernels in the throat, untill it be looſencd : not, that 
it is ſo unprofitable for the feaver, but that it hindererh the cure of the botch. 
Fot it encreaſerh the flowing ot the humours into the grieved places, and ſo 
cauſeth inflammation, and thereby augmenteth the feaver. You muſt cure all 
ſimple Feavers that be diaries (as Galen witnefleth ) with baths. Therefore 
whoſoever hath this Feaver, in the declination of the firit fit, you muſt bring 
them into a bath: but yet all may not be bathed alike, nor all muſt uſe the 
ſame of a bath. For they that have this Feaver cauſed of botches or 


impo ions, may profitably tarry in the ayr or fume of the bath; be- 


cauſe it both ratifieth and maketh thinne the skinne, and alſo it provoketh 
and 
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enticerh ſweat out of the body: neither doth it hurt thoſe Patients whh 
— would do thoſe that have this feaver ingendred of wearineſſe, 
watchings, cares, and other perturbations of the minde. For ſeeing thi 
dy is dried up altogether by thoſe cauſes, they muſt be kept from the 
the bath, leſt it augment their grief I herefote ſuch may tarry the tor 
in a bath of ſweet water being made hot, that through the moiſture of 
they may recover the humidity that is loſt, and is decayed in them. Aſter- 
ward ſoft hands muſt rub them gently, with plenty of warm oyls, where- 
in there is no manner of reſtriction or binding. For this friction and _— 
doth moiſten, looſen, and ſoften the bard and fleſhy parts, and it di 
and diſperſeth thoſe things which are contained in the pores and conduits of 
the body. They that have this feaver cauſed through burning of the Sunne, 
ou muſt cure them by and by in the beginning, with cooling, and with many 
athings of ſweet water, and only with pouring on a little oyl, without 
friction or rubbing of it, for it raiſeth heat. Things that do cool the head 
being applied to it, be oyls of Roles, and of unripe Olives, and other which be 
CEE in libro primo. Theſe being rſt made cold, and then received with 
Wooll, and holden up aloft, you mult preſſe it with your hand, and let ir 
drop down upon the forepart of the head, and that continually, while 
the feayer doth decline: then afterward bring the fick into a bath. If any 
perſon have this feaver through cold, he muſt alſo be brought to a bath in the 
remiſſion of his fit, and his head muſt be nouriſhed both before and after the 
bathing with oyl of Ircos, and oleum Nardinum, and ſuch like, For they that 
have a feaver through this cauſe, have need of medicines that can heat, and 


remove conſt ipation and binding. They that labour of a Diaria feaver N 2 8 


hunger in the declination of the fir, you muſt bring them ſtraight unto a bath, 
and pouring upon them much ſweet oyl warmed; rubbe them ſoftly, and 
you mult keep them * the water of the warm bath, that thereby the 
drineſſe which hunger hath cauſed inthe body, may be corrected and amen- 
ded by the oyl and the bath. When they be come out of the bath, you muſt 
recreate and refreſh the ſtrength with convenient meats, and then you mult 
bring them again to a bath, and when they come our again . pertur- 
bation with their bathing being ceaſed) you muſt give them hot water to 
drink, and by and by you muſt miniſter juyce of Ptiſan, and ſometime they 
may take Lettuce, and they may eat fiſhes taken out of gravelly places, as be- 
ing light meat, ſodden in a white broth : which, what it was in old time, Galen 
ſheweth in his fourth Book, De ſanitate tuenda. If the feaver Diaria do chance 
through crudity or rawneſſe of the ſtomack, you muſt firſt conſider whether 
the womb be ſoluble, or elſe coſtive. If it be ſoluble, and thole things only 
which be corrupt do ſeem to void forth, then you muſt waſh him, and nou- 
riſh him in the remeſſion of the feaver 3 but not unleſſe firſt you diligently be- 
hold and foreſee all things chancing to the ſtomack. For it ſuch abundant 
emptying hath been already, or doth now continue, ſo t hat the vertue and 
ſtrength of the ſick is wearied, it is better to give him meat, and waſh him 
both together. Bur you mult diligently behold blk thoſe things that be about 
the ſtomack. You mult uſe about the ſick, if the emprying do ay no 

onger, 
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_ irrigations and ſprinklings of the ſtomack wich oyl of Worm wood, 
other chings hich are rehearled before in the third book, in the Chap- 

wea of the ſtomack. Bur thoſe things that be applied to the 
ſtomack, let them be well heat: for thoſe things that be applied bloud-warm 
do diſſolve and looſen the ſtrength of the ſtomack. If the belly be altogethec 
coſt ive, handle and feel the fides, and then the whole body, and conſider whether 
the meat is deſcended into the ſmall guts, or into the Colan. And if the meat 
abide yer Kill in the ſtomaek, let the ſick drink much warm water, or put his 
finger or a feather down into his thtoat, and vomit up all that vexeth or trou- 
bleth him. Then you muſt fomenc and nouriſh his hypochonders and ſides, 
and let him reſt. But when the food is deſcended already into the bowels, you 
muſt bid them lye with their face and ſtomack dewnward, and you muſt nou- 
riſn the belly and provoke ſleep, for that digeſteth eee marvellouſly. After 
lleep to bring out excrements from the womb, you mult put in a ſuppoſitory, 
or caſt an eaſie clyſter to looſen the womb. They which have a feaver cauſed 
through ſwelling of the kernels of the thioat, in them you muſt firſt cure the 
bile or botch that cauſed the inflammation, after that ſort that Galen teachet h 
in his Books De medendi ratione. When the fit declineth, they muſt be waſhed. 
Alſo they muſt be nouriſhed with a thin and ſcarce diet, becaule in them the 
ſubſtance of their body is not loſt. Alſo they muſt be kept from wine for the 
cauſes aforeſaid. And this ſufficerh for the curing of a Diaria feaver, being (0 
called ſmpliciter, without any addition. 


CHAP. III. 
Of a Diarie laſting moe daies. 
HEA is another kinde of Diaries, which is named Diaria plurium dic- 
rum, for no other cauſe but becauſe it extendeth and continueth unto the 
third day. It is atherwiſe called Synochus non putrida. T be ancient Authors 
have called this feaver Diaria, becauſe ir is of the ſame nature that right Dia- 


This feaver is cauſed of thickning or ſtopping of the pores and paſſages of the 
inne. That thickning (as Galen witneſſeth) doth chance either becauſe the 
{mall pores are ſt up, or becauſe they wax narrower, or alſo becauſe 
the body ir ſelf is moderately thickned, which is wont to chance through cold, 
or after a bath, or by a medicine that is very ſharp and reſtrictive, or through 
burning of the Sunne, and other ſuch like which can dry the skinne. This fea- 
ver may be known firſt by touching: for in them that have it, the skin is felt 
harder, and more compact together then ir is wont to be: Secondarily you 
may know this feaver by moving of the heat: for at the touching it ſeemeth 
entle and eaſie; but 3fterward, if you hold ſtill your hand longer, the heat is 
- Thirdly, you may know this feaver by the urine, which is much al- 

tered from his naturall ſubſtance and colour: for the bloud doth not boyl 
very much, neither is there much choler ingendred, whereby the urine ſhould 
be made _ coloured. Fourthly, you may know it by the bigneſſe of the 
body, which kee one ſtate, and doth not fall away, becauſe the thickneſſe 
of the skin doth ler the diſſolving of the vapours and moiſture : and therefore 


allo 
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alſo the eyes are not hollow, nor dry, bur more ſwollen, and f net moiltar 


r 


quall, great, ſu ift, frequent and vehement. 
ver, if you will cure them rightly and truly, you mult let them bloud _ 
muſt draw out ſo much bloud as the ſtrength of the Patient will ſuſfer. A: 

know this for a ſurety, that unleſſe you ule this remedy to thoſe which by na- 
ture have their body unapt to breath our vapours becauſe of abundance, it 
will come to paſſe, that either they ſhall be choaked, or be in danger of often 
ſwounding, unleſle great ſtrength, or much ſweating, or large flux of bloud 
do deliver them from death. The body being emptied by bloud- letting, ſhorr= 
ly afrer miniſter meats and medicines which can cleanſe and ſcoure. The 
meats which can do this in feavers (as Galen witnefleth) be Ptiſan and Mulſz. 
The medicines be Ptiſan and Oxymel, and things ſodden in Muſe, as be Cala- 


mint, Hyſop, Origan, Serpillum,TIreos, and Apum. But all theſe be botter then medicine. 


theyought to be, and therefore they inflame and kindle feavets, as alſo Wine 


doth. Oxymeldoth only ſcour and cleanſe ſtrongly, and doth not inflame and Ooymel, 


kindle feavers, ſo that it doth diſſolve thoſe things that be glutinous, clammy, 
rough and groſſe, and it delivererh the conduns, pores a pang from ob- 
ſtructions and ſtoppings. Obſerve and watch how much of the feaverons 
heat is diminiſhed by this diet. For if the third day in the morning, you ſee 
very little of the feaver left, and if there be no ſigns of rottenneſſe of humours 
in the pulſe, nor crudity of rawneſſe in the urine : if the ſuſpected hour where- 
in the feaver took the Patient the firſt day be afrer noon, you may boldly 
waſh the Pat ient quickly long before fix of the clock, but it is ſufficient if 
you end the waſhing three hours before. Likewiſe if you ſuſpect the tenth 
hour, you may Waſh him the ſeventh hour, for three houres or four is 
ſpace enough between the _— and the fit. When the body bath 
been heat in the bath, being firſt anointed with ſweer oy] warmed, and 
rubbed very moderotely and eaſily, then by and by it muſt be wiped without 
and waſhed. Theſe things following do ſcoure and cleanſe moſt moderately, 
that is, meal of Ermom, and of Barley, and allo of Beans. Moreover, Mul[a, 
which is watery doth the ſame. Stronger things be, Ireor, root of Panex, and 
Ariſtolochia, and Mulſa which is of a mean commixtion 3 bur that Mulſa 
ſcoureth moſt of all that is pure, which is, when there is but a little water mixed 
with Honey, ſo that the melted Honey may eaſily enter into the ſmall pores 
of the skinne. Stronger ſcourers then theſe, be the froth of Salt-perer, the 
Salt- peter it (elf, and then Apbonitrum : Sope is one of them that is able to 
ſcoure moſt of all. Moreover, after a bath, you muſt give the Patient no- 
thing but water which hath had a little Apium ſodden in it, although there be 
three hours ſpace between the bathing and the ſuſpected hours. But if the 
fir doth invade the Patient in the evening, or two hours ſooner then you may 
waſh him in the —— and give him mear, but you muſt give him onely 
juyce of Ptiſan. I hen it the ſuſpected hours bring nothing with them, you 
may waſh him again, if you will, and give him meat, but you muſt have re- 
ſpect to the urine and the pulſe. Bur if there chance any thing in the ſulpe&tcd 


houres, you muſt conferre it with the fat which you had the firſt day, and 
then 


- 
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then you muſt conſider the urine and alſo the pulſes. For all theſe will appear 
to be in a mean temperature when there is left but a little obſtruction. Where- 
fore you ſhall waſh him the fourth day, and give him meat, having reſpect to 
the aforeſaid conſiderations: and you ſhall hope that nothing will be lett the 
fifth day. But if there be great obſtruct ion 3 that feaver is not of the kinde 
of Diary feaver. - 


CHAP. III. 
Of a rotten Feaver called Sy noc hus. 


Noc kus in Greek, is a Feaver, wherein one fit continuing perpetu- 
ally from the beginning to the ending, remaineth many daies, or elſe it is 

a feaver which is without all great mutation untill the end of it. Hereupon it 
is called in Latine continens Febris, and in Engliſh it may be called, a conſtant 
and table Feaver. There be three ſundry differences of theſe conſtant feavers, 
as appeareth before in the expoſition of feavers. This Feaver Synochus putri- 
da, or continent Febris, is cauſed when all the humours do putrifie and rot e- 
qually together within all the veſſels, and ſpecially in the great veflels, which 
be about the arm- holes and the ſhare : which is wont to chance, when a fea- 
yerous heat is retained and kept in of a vehement binding and ſtopping, 
which is within the body. For whatſoever things be hot and moiſt, and may 
hardly breathe or fume out, they putrifie and rot quickly and readily. There- 
fore this kinde of Feaver is not engendred nor kindled in folk that be lean 
and ſlender, not in them that have a thinne and rare ſtate of their body, nor in 
a cold temperament of the body, nor in a cold age: but for the moſt part it 
ingendreth in them which do abound with bloud, and in thoſe that be hot, 
as well by their age and narure, as by exerciſes and diet, and ſpecially ir kind- 
leth in them that be fleſhy, groſſe, and thick bodied, or elſe in them that be 
ſtuffed with hot excrements. They which have this feaver, their pulſe is very 
great, vehement, quick, frequent and equall: the conſtirution or ſubſtance 
of the arteries is neither harder nor ſofter then it ſhould be by nature, but 
the quickneſſe and frequency of it, is according to the greatneſſe of the feaver; 
and theſe ſignes are common with the ſignes of the Diaria plurium dicrum. 
But particularly in this Feaver there be 2 of rottenneſſe, and that as well 
in the urine, as in the pulſe, and by the quality of unkinde heat. T he cure of this 
Feaver muſt be begunne wich letting of bloud : and if vertue and nature be 
ſtrong, and no other notable thing to m—_—_ let it, you muſt draw bloud till 
he do faint and ſwound. For if the Patient be ſtrong, this is the chiefeſt remedy 
for this kinde of Feaver (as Galen ſaich.) For firſt the body is turned into a con- 
trary ſtare, for it is cooled quickly through the fainting and (wounding. As 
for coeling of the body, nothing can be found that is more pleaſant, or more 
profitable, either for the ſick, or for nature. Moreover, in ſuch bodies there 
chanceth of neceſſity looſeneſſe of the belly, or a lask, and oftentimes alſo 
vomiting of choler, which things, moiſture or ſweats do gather from the whole 
body. Therefore you ſhall do beſt by and by in theſe Fcavers, not to mark the 
number of daies paſt, but only to conſider the ſtrength of the Patient. For if that 
he be ſafe and ſtrong, you may ler bloud, not only the ſixt or ſeventh day;bur alſo 
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in the daies following. Bur if you are compelled at any time to cure a Pati- - 108 
ent, to whom not only the remedy of bloud-lerting hath been pretermitted „ 
and k 3 but now alſo either through ignorance of Phyſitians, or _—_ x 
fear of the ſick or his aſſiſtants, in proceſſe of time you are forbidden to 4 
bloud, you muſt come to the miniſtring of cold things. But you muſt diligent- When co 
ly diſcern and conſider before, bow much hurt may chance by it. For if the hurt things 
will be ſmall or none, miniſter very cold drink, as much as the ſick will drink, A be 
and you may be the more bold to do ir, if the Patient hath been uſed to drink miniſtred. 
cold drinks. But if you fear that great diſcommodity would ariſe through it, 

ou ſhall abſtain from it, and uſe other remedies whereby obſtructions may 
: taken away,and abundance ayoided, and that the burning heat of the feaver 
may be cooled and eaſed. The diſcommodities and hurts which do follow cold Diſcomme- 
drink miniſtred immoderately, and out of time be thele : firſt becauſe it ow modities of 
hibiteth and lettet h groſſe and clammy humours to be attenuated and digeſted, cold drink. 
whether they have ingendred obſtruct ions, or r ottenneſſe, or inflammarion, or 
impoſtume,or knobby hardneſſe, or ſuch like effects. As often therefore as a fea- 
ver is kindled of ſuch humours, cold things are not good for their avoiding: but 
to this feaver it bringeth much caſe,becaule it quencheth the feaver that is alrea- 
dy kindled. But yet ſeeing the cauſe of the feaver remaineth ſtill, of neceſſity an 
other feaver muſt be kindled new again, and many times a worſe then that 
which went before, becauſe that the body is thickned through cold. And this 
is one diſcommodity not to be neglected. Another is, that cold things hurt ma- 
ny weak members of the Patient, whether they be weak by natural diſtempe- 
rature, ot by ſome vice that they have gotten So in ſome it hath been found 
that their throat hath been ſo hurt, that they could not ſwallow; in ſome the ſto- 
mack, that they could ſcarce digeſt; in ſome the mouth of the ſtomack, or the, li- 
ver, or the gut Colon, or the lungs, or the midriffe, or the reins, or the bladder, 
or ſome other ſuch like member is ſo ſtricken with cold, that it is made weak 

and unable to do his proper action and office. Many by immoderate drinking 
of it out of time, have by and by been taken with difficulty of breathing and 
with cramp and trembling, and have had hurt in all their ſinews. Therefore to 
be ſhort, in them that have any ſwelling, or fleam, or bloud, or any knobby 
hardnefle, you may not give cold water unto them, nor yet to them that a raw Of cold 
humour doth hurt with obſtruction or rottenneſſe. But if there be no ſuch ſwel- water. 
ling as is aforeſaid, and that you do perceive evident ſignes of digeſtion and 
concoction in the urine, and if there be no member ſo given to a cold tempe- 
ratute that it might take hurt, then you may boldly give cold water. Alſo if the 
ſick have uſed to drink cold water, you may more Þoldly miniſter it: for all 
the members have learned before by expcrience to ſuffet it familiarly without 
hurt. The drinking of cold water is perillous in them that have but little bloud 
and fleſh. Therefore by theſe things before rehearſed, it is evident to all men, 
that the chiefeſt remedies of theſe kindes of feavers called Synochus putrida, be 
theſe two, bloud-lerting, and drinking of cold water: but bloud- letting may be ((ontinens 
uſed ar any time, if the ſtrength of the Patient will ſuffer it, and drinking of cold febris bath 
water mult be uſed when evident ſignes of concoction are ſeen in the urine, two reme- 
when the feaver is greateſt, and when you are compelled to leave bloud- letting dies chiefly. 
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n may You muſt note well the time when you ſhould let bloud, and mark what went 
before, and what followeth. For if crudity and indigeſtion of meats do go be- 
fore, you muſt refrain ſo long time from bloud- letting as will ſuffice as well 
to digeſt the meat, as that the excrements may deſcend down. But if there 
will tollow of neceſſity any flux and emptying, you muſt leave ſo much bloud 
ſtill as will void by that flux. Therefore it ac the time of bloud-letting the 
menſtruis do chance to flow, or alſo that the Homorrhoides do open and burſt 
out, if you beholding the vehemency of the flux, ſhall chink it to be ſuffi- 
cient to purge and empty out that which yoa require without any held, then 

ou ſhall let nature work alone. But if you think it contrary, draw out ſo much 

loud, that thereby under them both conjoyned together, you may bring to 

paſſe your requeit and expectation. Let the diet in theſe feavers be chiefly this 

that ' +" prin h. In thoſe that have been let bloud, miniſter to them two hours 

after bloud- letting, juyce of Ptiſan, and command quiet and reſt. And when 
they are awaked out of (Jeep, minilter again Priſan broth. In this diet the Pa- 
tient muſt per fiſt and continue untill the third day. You muſt note, that in theſe 
> When the fcavers called Synochi, the Patients muſt be fed at ſuch time as hail folk are 
fick ſhould wont to eat, and when they feel moſt eaſe: for ſo they ſhall the eaſilier ſuffer 
be fed. and bear their food. And if they be ſtrong and luſty, and you look for the 
vigour and ſtate of the feaver, ſtraighrway the Patient muſt uſe 2 moſt thin and 

ſcarce diet. But contrariwiſe, if he be weak and feeble, you cannot miniſter a 

thin diet to him without peril. Therefore in giving of meat to the Patient, you 

muſt diligemly foreſce, and ponder his ſtrength and ability. He that deſireth 

to know more of this kinde of feaver, as touching the cure of it, let him reade 


Galen in lib.

Againſt continuall Fea vert. | 
Febris con- CE Bu 3 Coninus in Latine, Synechis in Greek, in Engliſh it is called a con- 
e tinuall fea ver: it is a feaver that leaveth not off altogether between the fits, 
; but it hath a certain ſenſible flaking of heat between the fits. A continuall 
Cauſe: feaver is cauſed, when one only humour doth putriſie and rot within the veſſels. 
| And there be three differences of this feaver, according to the diverſity of the 
Three humour that putriſieth in che veins ; for if choler do purrifie within the veſſels, 
ferences of it ingendreth a continual! Tertian, which the Greeks call Cauſes, in Latine it 
Lontinuzl) is called ardens febris, in Engliſh a burning feaver. If fleam do putrific and rot 
' feavers, withia the veins, it ingendreth a continuall Quotidian: but if melancholy do 
| putriſie within the veins, ir kindleth a continuall Quartane. There is not a 
Signs. more certain ſign of a continuall feaver, then that none of them do come to 
intermiſſion and ſlaking altogether between the fits, untill the feaver be quite 
ended and quenched. Their oc her ſignes are common with the intermiting 
feavers : for an exquiſite burning feaver, or continuall Tertian, bath all the 
other fagns of an exquiſite intermitting Tertian, differing only in this, that ir 
doth not invade begin with vehement cold and ſtiffneſſe, neither doth it 
end in quiet and reſt. Likewiſe a continuall idian bath all the ſigns of an 
exquiſite intermitting Quotidian, but it only h from it, becauſe ic doth

not intermir and ſlake between the fits. In like manner the continuall Quar- 
tanes have their ſignes of intermitting Quartanes, but that they come not to 
uiet and reſt between fits: Seeing it is evident by that which we have faid, _ 
* com inuall feavers be of the kinde of rotten feavers, it is neceſſary for him 
that will cure them commodiouſly and rightly, firſt ro ſtop and let the putriſy - 

ing and rott ing. Therefore two things mult be taken heed of at the firſt, where» Ac 

one is the feaver, another is the rottenneſſe. And in the feaver you muſt alſo dium of 
regard two things, the one, that the portion of the feaver which is now kindled curing 1 
and inflamed, may be cured and quenched : the other is, that the portion of feayers. 
the Feaver which is not yet kindled, may be lerted and ſtopped. Alſo two 1 | 
muſt be conſidered concerning the rottenneſſe: one is, that the rottenneſſe al- 
ready ingendred may be healed : the other is; to ler and ſtop that which is read 
to ingender purrifaction. That which is ready to ingender, is cauſed throug 
perſpiration and breathing out, if it be impedite and letted. So that of this o- 
ther two conſiderations do ſpring: firſt, that the humour which is withholden 
may be purged and emptied out: Secondly, to prohibite and keep in that 
which is to be withholden and kept back: it will be prohibited with thoſe re- 
medies which do heal obſtructions. Again note, that the obſtruct ions which 
are ingendred muſt be cured, and they which are to come, muſt be letted and 
driven back away. You' muſt cure the obſtruction which is already ingen- 
dred by thoſe things that do looſen, deliver, and open obſtructions. And yon 
ſhall drive away and ſtop the obſtructions which are to come, if you bridle and 
ſtop the flux of obſtructive and Ropping humours: whereby it appeareth evi- 
dently, that the laſt thing which we have found in this Compendium of curing, 
maſt be done firſt in the working of the cure. Seeing therefore that (when There be 
we have examined the matter particularly) there be five things in continuall fye things 
feavers,from the which, confiderations in curing be gathered, that is, the fea- ro confidey 
ver, rottenneſſe, perſpiration impedite and letted, obſtruction, and abundance in feavers. 
of obſtructive humours, you mult begin the cure with the laſt conſideration. Curatis. 
T herefore ſeeing that the abundance of hamours that cauſe obſtructions, doth 
require purging and emptying out, in the beginning, if vertue be ſtrong in the 
Patient, and it time of the year, and his age, and other things do agree, you 
. muſt let him bloud. You muſt then ſpecially ler him bloud, when the whole Bloud- ler- 
body ſwelleth more then it was wont to do, or when the veins be ſwollen up, ging. - 
or ſtretched out, for that doth fignifie abundance of bloud. When the multitude 
of humour are voided and emptied out, you mult next come to the curing of 
obſtruct ions, and you muſt miniſter medicines, whereby obſtructions may be 
taken away. But becauſe moſt of thoſe medicines be hot, it is to be feared 
leſt they ould increaſe both their rottenneſſe and alſo the Feaver. Therefore How. ob. 
you muſt ule ro miniſter thoſe —_—_ that can deliver the Patient from ob- ſtructim 
ſtruct ion without heat. What thofe things be, we have declared before in aud be 
the ſecond Chapter of this Book. When thoſe humours that cauſed the obſtru- Healeu. 
Rions, bedivided, cut, and ſcowred, you muſt allay to avoid and empty them 
out by rhe womb or guts, by the Urine, and by ſweats. But ſeeing thoſe things 
which ſhould bring this to paſſe, be hot, of neceſſity the rottenneſſe and the 


Fearer mult be increaſed by them, therefore, as much as we may, we muſt 
2 labour 
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labour to chooſe ſuch a mags doth heat but little, or if we can finde any that 
doth not heat at all (as in this caſe a bath) you muſt uſe that Galen teacheth ix 
kbro tertio de Sanitate tuenda, capite tertio, that a bath can do this. For he laith, 
chat the ſtrength of ſweet waters made hor, if they be temperate, be hot and 
moiſtzbut if they be warmed,they be cold and moiſt. And a little after he ſaith, 
A bath if it be diſcreetly uſed, mollifieth the hard and ſtretched parts, and it 
bringeth forth excrements or moltings, it any ſtick within the skinne. T heſe 
things being done, and thoſe humours being ſcoured out which were com- 
por toget het in the skinne, ſo chat the obſtruct ion and perſpiration impediced 
By i taken away, you mult come to the cure of the rottenneſſe. T heretore at 
fuuriſact i- this time you muſt ficit corroborate and reſtore the ſtrength, whereby it may 
exuperate and overcome the rottenneſie, and be able to digeſt the humours. 
And you ſhall heal che putrifaction and rottenneſſe, if you do void and em- 
ptie out by all means that which is corrupted and puttified. That which is left 
ſtill within, you muſt bring to an exquiſite mean by moderate motions, and 
cool breatbings : and you ſhalt work the emptying out of your humours by 
Gure of the urine, egeſt ions, vomiting and iweats. Laſt of all, you muſt proceed to the cu- 
fequer. ring of the feaver, which mult be done by cooling things. For every feaver, 
inlomuch as it is a feaver, muſt be remedied by cooling and moiſtning things. 
But to know how each of thele things ſhould be rightly done, it is partly re- 

hearſed before, and partly it ſhall follow hereafter. In continuall teavers, whole 

ſtate or vigor of the diſeaſe will come at the fartheſt within ſeven daies, if their 

ſtrength be luſty, and their age agreeing to it, you mult ordain them a very 

Dia. exquiſite and thinne diet. But in the continuall feavers, whoſe vizour, force, and 
ſtate is longer then ſeven daies after the beginning, or if vertue be weak and 
feeble, at the firſt you muſt feed them liderally” when the vigour and ſtare 
draweth near, their diet muſt be more (ſcarce, but in the ſtate . vigour of the 
diſeaſe, you muſt feed them moſt thinly and ſcarcely, After ward again, aug- 
ment his diet, and feed him moſt, increaſing his diet in like caſe as the vigour 
and ſtate of the feaver doth diminiſh, as Hippocrates ſaith in the firſt Section of 


his Aphoriſmes. 
CHAP. VI. 
Of a burning Feaver. 


; RDENS Febri in Latine, Cauſes in Greek, in Engliſh it is called a con- 
eee Ae Tertian or a burning feaver: it is of the kinde of continual! feavers, 
2s is declated in the former Chapter: and it is cauſed when choler purrifieth 

and rotreth within the veins. Therefore ir agreeth with an exquiſite intermit- 
ting Tertian, becaule it is ingendred of the ſame humour that the other is. But 
Difference yet it differeth from it, in that in an intermitting Tertian the choler is car- 
| herween 4 tied all over the body, but in a burning feaver the choler is contained in the 
burning veſſels together with the bloud. Hereupon it cometh that the fits in a burn- 
feaver aud ing feayer do not intermit nor flake : but when the choler in them is ſtirred 
Irrer moſt vehemently, and is driven about by nature waxing ſtrong, then there is 
7 wont to come vehement cold and rigour, and the feaver endeth. Which Hippo- 


armes declarerh 4 Aphoriſ.58. ſaying, He that is taken witha burning feaver, 
| if 
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if ir be vehement cold, and rigout come upon it to him, he is delivered from the 


diſeaſe... A burning feayer is known by theſe ſigns : their tongue that have Signs. 


this feaver is dry, groſſe, rough and black, there is gnawing of the ſtomack, 
incollerable thirk, di 26 alſo many times raving, and.egeſtions of che

womb be liquid and pale: which figns Hippocrates rehearſeth in Libr. 4: Vit. * 


Acuterum. T hey which have this feaver, let them lye in a cold place, and ina Dic. 


ſweet ayr, from whence pure winde cometh. Allo let him lye in a (oft feathers 
bed, which muſt be made often: let the coverings be very thin and clean, 
which mult be cantinually changed, and let his bed be of a great 'widenefle, 
that be may eaſily move his members that be hot to other cold places of the 
bed. And if the ayr be quiet, ſtirre it with a fanne, or ſuch like. You mult give 
him meats that have vertue to cool and motiten, as is, Lettuce, Gourds, Sorrell, 
Priſan broth, and ſuch like. Let his drink be water, wherein a little Cinamon 
hath been ſodden, or Verjuyce. If the fick have uſed it, or if no other thing do 
let it, after meat give him cold water a ſpoonfull or two, or mix Julep ot 
Violets, or ſome Julep of Roſes, or ſuch like with decoRion of Barley. More- 
over, the ſtomack mult be refreſhed with juyce of Roſes: and other cooling 
things mult be uſed, as ſtrew ing of the floor with green Vine leaves, and 
the leaves and flowers of Roſes, water Lillies, and Violets, and by ſprinkling 
and powring often of cold water on the floor up and down. For the cure, in the 
beginning fraightway, you mult cut a vein, it age, time, vertue, and ſtrength do 

ermit it. Hereupon Hippocrates ſaith in bis Aphoriſmes thus: In great burn- 
ing feavers, if bloud be drawn till the heart faint, by and by the {fare of the 
whole body is cooled, and the feaver is quenched. In many alſo a laxe is cau- 
ſed, and ſweats flow forth. Afterward let the breaſt and ſtomack be nouriſhed 
with Dates braied with oyl of Roſes, or of Quinces, or of water-Lillies. Alſo

other cooling medicines be good, as be Vine-buds braied, Endive, Succory, Outward 
Knotgraſſe, Lettuce, Sorrell, Vine-leaves,and ſuch like. Alſo a fine napkin folded medicines. 


together and . in oyl and water made hot, and applied to the breaſt and 
ſtomack, it ceaſeth the burning of feavers marvellouſly. Alſo a handfull of wool 
ſoaked in water and oyl of Roles heat greatly, and being holden up aloft to dr 

upon the breaſt, doth calily quench the vehemency of . burning hear. Tbele 
things muſt be hot, for warm things do diſſolve the ſtrength and vigour of the 
members. Neither ſhall you raſhly alſo commix Vinegar adi vehement 
burning feavers. You may not apply epithemes nor 5 2 cooling medicines 
in the beginning and encreaſing of the fit : for at that time the effect of the bo- 
dy is driven about, and the heat is in the inward members: therefore cold things 
applyed do drive the heat to the innermoſt parts, and be an occaſion of greac- 
er hurt: for fiery heat being oppreſſed and Ropped within, it raiſeth a more 
vehement and burning heat again. Therefore in the force, ſtrength, and vigour 
of the firs, when the heat is already (ſpread over all the body, theſe cold things 
may be well applied: for then the reſidue of the univerſal hear which remain-' 


eth about the inward members may be really quenched. Hereupon the Pati- 


ent will begin to breathe better, and ſhall be troubled with an eaſier thirſt.

They may be quenched by di ink- 

ing of cold water, wherewith very often great burning feavers have been cured 

To when & quite and clean. A bath of ſweet water is good only to them which have 

bath s Aa burning feaver without any ſwelling tending to the nature of an inflamma- 

good. tion or Eryfipelas, but if ſigns of concoQion do appear in the Urine, it is much 

more convenient for the Patient. Let the ſick which in a vehement burning 

feaver deſireth to uſe a cold bath; be young, and of a moderate ſtate of the body, 

as alſo Hippocrates wit neſſeth and moniſherh. Neither let it be done to him in 

Sommer time, and in hot times of the year, and in the vigour and ſtrength of 

the feaver, and let it be one that hath uſed to waſh in cold water in kis health. 

Zut when the feaver waxeth more moderate, and vertue is ſtronger, and if there 

be ſigns of concoction together with it, a bath of ſweet and temperate water is 

ſuſſicient, and doth good. For anointings, oyl of Cammomill dork good, ſpe- 

cially if the weather be cold. But the abundance of matter whereof you ſhould 

make competent remedies againſt burning feavers, you ſhall finde in the Cha- 

prers following.

For as it eth forward and increaſtth, lo alſo the 
rigour and cold increaſeth, and the Patient doth not feel F 0 
feeleth great cold, and as it were to the bone with it. is in a 
Tertian feaver, an exact and perſect order and equality of the pulſes: but yet 
of the fits, the pulſes arc raiſed and provoked ro vehemencie, 
ency, Moreover, in the vigour and force of the feaver, & 
cauſeth thirſt, and h up the Patient, ſo that he caſteth off the clont hes to 
make him bare and naked, and he breat heth largely and often, and he blowerh 
out 28 it were a flame of fre, and iret h to drink cold water. Afterward 
the heat ſpreadeth equally all over the body, fo that the breaſt is no better 
then the extreme parts and members. And when you lay your hand upon him, N 
at the firſt touching you ſhall feel much ghaw ing and bit ing beat, burſting 2 
out as it were With a certain vapour and moiſture : but not long after your 
hand will vanquiſh it, if you hold it ſtill. Moreover, there followeth this 
teaver vomiting of choler, and the belly is laxative, and they piſſe urine that is 
cholerick, ſubruſe, and ſomewhat hollow, and moderately thick. Alſo their 
urine hath by and by a white cloud, or a laudable ſublation in the midſt. If the 
urine be redder, and if inthe firſt fit there do appear neither ſublation in the 
midſt, nor cloud, the feaver will extend and remain (even fits. Moreover, this 
feaver leaverh off till another fit, when the fir harh endured the ſpace of twelve 
hours at the moſt. For this is the longeſt time of a fit in true and pure Tertians. 
But ſometime the fit is ſhorter then the 8 of time, having diffe- 
rence more or leſſe according to the quantity and quality ef choler within, 
or becauſe of the ſtrength of the Patient, or through the preſent affect of the 
Patients body at that preſent time. Therefore we name that an exact and pure 
Tertian feaver which endeth his fit within twelve hours, but that which hath 
a longer fit, is not called an exquifate Tertian, but an extended and ſtretehed $;71, of 
out Tertian. And if the feaver doth invade the Patient daily with vehement ; double 
1 and cold, and with the ſigns aforeſaid of the urine and pulſes, as alſo of Tertian. 
things afore rehearſed, then it is called duplex Tertiane, a double Tertian. 
But as for an exquiſite Tertian, becauſe it is ingendred of pure choler moved 
about, you muſt moiſten it and cool it, as much as you may poffibly by all 
means. For this humour (as Galen witneſſeth) is che hotteſt 2 drieſt among 
all the other that be in the body. Let the fick lie therefore in a cold place, a» 
— a ſweet and pleaſant ayre. A ſo you may not ſuffer many to be in the 
e, beczule they would make it hot with their breath · Ler the floor be 
ſprinkled oft with cold water, and with Roſe water, Violet water, and ſuch 
like.

eA decofi> and moiſten. In the beginning ro quench the boyling of choler, and to miti- 
on to digeſt pare the cholerous heat, let him uſe this decoct ion: Re of flowers of Violets, 
choler. 
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kens and Partrich;Doves, young Sparrows, Feaſant, and ſuch like : but of thoſe 
that have nor ſoft fleſh, let him eat their wings, which are without excrements, 


becauſe of their often exerciſes. Alſo he may eat Cocks ſtones and Sowes 


fleet, for they be without excrements, becauſe they are exerciſed : and their 


brains, ſpecially if they be well ſodden. Alſo if 0 miniſter the fleſh of Piggs 
well ſodden, you ſhall not hurt, for ſo it may the eafilier be conſumed of the 
Romack. Alſo rere Eggs, which be but only hot through, may be ſuffered, ſpe- 
cially the yolks of them: for they be eaſier to digeſt then the whites, and they 


do cool meanly. You may ſuffer him to eat fruits which be not very hard 


ro digeſt 3 as be Cherries, Prunes, Mulberries. He muſt abſtain from Hony, 
becauſe it will eafily turn into choler 3 and from Muſtard, ſalt meats, and all 
ſharp things. Alſo you muſt keep rhe ſick altogether from Wine, untill the 
diſeaſe be digeſted, an let him drink in the mean ſeaſon water wherein a 
little Cinamon hath been ſodden. Or let him uſe to drink this: Re Julep of Vio- 
lets, 3 iiij. water wherein a little Cinamon hath been ſodden, fþ j. commix them 
together, and pow: them out of one veſſell into another often. But when the 
dileaſe beginneth to digeſt, you muſt give him in the beginning a little wine 
that is thin and allayed with water, and give him more liberally of it when the 
end of the diſeaſe is as hand. This is the order ot diet for many, but not of all 
men: for they that are not daintily brought up, but do live hardly, and are ſtrong 
of nature, you muſt ordain for them a thinner diet, that is, let them be content- 
ed with Ptiſan broth untill the judgement of the feaver. As for ſleeping, they 
may not ſleep in their fits, but rather let them watch, that thereby tbe bloud, 
and ſpirirs, and naturall heat may be letted and ſtopped from creeping to the 
inward members, and contrariwiſe may thereby be drawn to the outward 
parts: for otherwiſe the feavers will ſcarce be diſſolved, and they will come very 
{lowly to their ſtate, and fluxes will increaſe and be multiplied : when the fit is 
3 fleep is not hurtfull. The Patient muſt eſchue exerciſes, and all other 
vehement mot ions. Alſo let him refrain perturbations of the minde, ſpecially 
er, fear, ſorrow, and ſuch like. But you may not only uſe the diet before 
preſcribed, but alſo you muſt miniſter medicines to the Patient which can cool

Diatrion ſantalon in powder, 3 iz. of Julep ot Violets as much as 
is ſutficient to'commix them, and make a Moreover, you muſt remove 
f . the 
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the cauſe of the Feaver, which you ſhall do if you empty out the cholerick hu- Vucuationr. 
mour. Therefore you muſt empty out the choler which is crept into the ſtou. 
mack by provoking vomit. By what means you may provoke vomit it is de- Vow!tus- 
clared in the former books. The choler which is carried downward, it is beſt 
to empty it out by a lask of the womb, which alſo is wont to come ſome- 
time of it ſelf in an exquiſite Tertian. Vomiting ſhould be proveked chiefly 
in the beginning of the fit, for at that time nature is wont to thruſt in choler 
thither-: as in the declination and flaking of the fit, nature thruſteth it to the 
neather parts, and to the skin. Therefore at that time you mult caſt in an eaſie 
and ſoft clyſter, that it may both bring out the choler cafily, and that alſo by bis 
gentleneſſe, the ſharpneſſe of the choler, which is wont to vex and gnaw the 

uts, may be ſtopped and broken. Make therefore ſuch a clyſter: N of Mal- ¶ Hſter. 
(ac leaves of purple Violets, Mercury, Endive, and Succory, aua. M. j. ſeed of 
Purſlain, and of Melons, ana. 3 ij · G · ſeeth them all in a ſufficient quantity of 
water, till the third part be conſamed : ſtrain it, and adde to the liquor of that 
decoQion, of the marrow of Caſſia fiſtula newly drawn, 3 j. oyl of Violets, 5 iij. 
common ſalt, 3 j. G. commix them and make a clyſter. Alſo you mult empry 
out choler by provoking Urine, and ſweats, ſpecially if ir be carried thicher by 
nature. This thing you may well do by medicines that provoke urine, but not 
by all ſuch, but by thoſe that can do it without drying. Therefore you muſt Provokers 
provoke Urine with potions, wherein Apium or Dill hath been infuſed or wer. of urine. 
And if ſigns of concoction do appear, then you may miniſter wormwood ſafe- Abſymbis. 
ly, which is a ſpeciall remedy for the ſtomack when ir is vexed with choler, ; 
15 ecially if you take ot the tops of it as much as is (ſufficient, and infuſe it in. 
elicratum, that is, wine and hony fodden together : tor it purgeth choler out 
of the womb and ſtomack by egeſtion, and out of the veins it purgeth it by 
Urine, You ſhall provoke ſweating with this and ſuch like medicines : & roots o provoke 
of Apium, Speraze, and Succory,ana,s {\- of the ſeeds of Parſly, Fennell, Bruſ- ſweat. 
cus, and Loyage, ana. Zij. black Cicers, Z iij. Dill, M. f. ſeeth all in ſuffici- 
ent quantity of water that runneth, unto the third part: then let it be ſtrained 
and make ir ſueet with Sugar, adding to it Oximel eompoſitum, 5 ij. and make 
a potion. Oc beat all the aforeſaid things into powder, and miniſter of it eve- 
ry time, 3 J. or 3 j. G. with Ziij. of Oximel ſimpiex. Theſe medicines which 
provoke ſweat, muſt be miniſtred in the declination of the fir, or on that 
day that the ſick hath not this feaver. For this purpoſe all annointings with 
oyls of Cummomill, Dill, and ſuch like, are not a little profitable. Moreover, Baths of 
hot baths of ſweet and —_— water do profit two waies, both becaule ſweet wa- 
they provoke out ſome of the choler, as alſo becauſe of their qualities, they ters. 
do much good: for ſuch baths do moiſten and cool. Bur baths of ſea-warer, 
ſalt· water, ſalt peter · water, and brimſtone-water, they bring out more choler, 
but they profit much leſſe then potable waters. Therefore it is beſt not to call 
them profitable, ſeeing they do more hurt by drying, then they do good 
by emptying and voiding: for the remedies muſt have contrary qualirics 
tothe humours that have invaded againſt nature: for that doth more good 
then the emptying by any means (as Galen witnefleth ad Glauconem ) by 
the words it is evident, that empty ings and purgings in an exquiſite Tei- 
a tian, 
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tian, do but little pleaſe Galen: ſpecially thoſe empryings that are done by bloud- 
letting, and by a vehement purging medicine; for all ſuch kinde of purging me- 
dicines be of a hot faculty and quality. But ſeeing this feaver is the hotteſt of all 
ot her, therefore ir rather deſireth to be cooled and moiſtned, then to be vehe- 
mently purged. It rather permitteth and requireth emptyings by ot her means, 
and ſpecially when nature laboureth and aſſayeth to drive out the humour. Alſo 
nature muſt be holpen, if of her ſelf ſbe be not able to perform her intent. As 
for a bath, this is the effect and ſcope of it, thereby to have the body wet and 
moiſt ned. Therefore you muſt ſtrew in, neither Salt-petcr,nor Salt, nor Muſtard 
ſeed, but it is good to pour much oyl, being made hot, upon the Patient, and to 
bring him into the bath, and to waſh him. And if he will (wm in it, you may 
ſuffer him to do it as long as he can. And they that are delighted in bathing, if 

ou ſuffer them to waſh twice in a day, you ſhall not do amiſſe. But you muſt 
. this in memory, that ir be done opportunately, and in due time, for if ſigns 
of concoction do now appear, then if you waſh him oftner, you ſhall not erre 
from Galens doctrine. 

C HAP. VIII. 


Againſt the baſtardly T ertian. 


| Baſtardly Tertian is cauſed, when choler is mixed for the moſt part with 
Alen. Hereupon it cometh that all the ſigns of this feaver do not de- 
clare the nature of pure and ſincere choler, as in an exquiſite Tertian they do. 
In this feaver alſo the time of the fits doth exceed twelve hours, neither is this 
judged in ſeven fits, as an exquiſite Tertian is. Moreover, in this baſtardly 
Tertian, the ſigns of concoction do ee more flowly, neither is there 
ſuch great heat in the vigour and ſtare of this feaver as in the exquiſite Ter- 
tian. Beſides all theſe, it doth not end with abundance of ſweat, as an exquiſite 
Tertian doth. Therefore the diet in this feaver muſt not be altogerher cool- 
ing and moiſtning, as it is in an exquiſite Tertian : but let it have ſome power 
and vertue to heat, cut, and divide; for the choler in this feaver is groſſer, 
neither is it ſo hot. They therefore that have this feaver, may profitably 
rake broth of Ptiſan, wherein ſome Pepper is put, and you muſt give them 
a to drink, wherein hath been ſodden, Hylope, Origan, and Spikenard. 
o you mult give them ſoupings and broths eaſie rodigeſt. Moreover, ſee- 
ing the time of the fit is long, and ſo endureth a whole — you may not give 
him meat daily, but each other day: for by this means we ſhall beware 
and take beed that Nature be not called away from her office and work, 
and ſo the diſeaſe ſhould be increaſed: for you muſt only take heed that 
the diſeaſe do not increaſe, and that the firength of the ſick, which muſt ſtrive 
and fight a great while, be nor weakned, debilitate and caſt down. But it is 
hard to keep and fave both, becauſe hunger, look how much ir profiteth 
to the digeſtion of the diſeaſe, ſo much the more it hurteth and debili- 
tateth the ſtrength. And mcars, look how much increaſe the Parients 
ſtrength, ſo much they hinder and let concoction and digeſtion. To con- 
- clude therefore, you muſt uſe hunger to them that be ſtrong and luſty, and 
+ > their diſeaſe bod to digeſt: and you muſt feed them more largely, whoſe 
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ſtrength is debilitate and weak, and their diſcaſe not ſtubborn for to digeſt. 

Let their drink be water, in which a little Cinamon and ſome Hyſope or Potas. 
Origan harh been ſodden. Quiet and reſt is good for them, but exerciles do g 
burt them: for this doth call forth ourwardly nature and naturall heat, which 
ſhould concoct and digeſt crude matter within.

bloud-lerting, not a mean quantity, bur according to the abundance of them, 
But when the diſeaſe will endure long through crudity and lack of digeſtion, 
you muſt draw out but a mean quantity of bloud, that the ſtrength of rhe Pa- 
aient may be kept and endure untill the end of rhe diſeaſe. Alſo you muſt caſt 
into the belly not very eaſie clyſters, that they may bring forth the fluggiſh and 
hurtfull matter, and make them thus: R Mallowes, Mercury, leaves of Vio- 
lets, Origan, and Hyſope, ana. M. j, ſeed of Cardamum, 3 ii;. ſeeth all together Chſter. 
in ſufficient quantity of water, and adde to the liquor of that decoction, Bene · 
Aut A laxative, Hierepicrs, ana. 3 iij. Mel roſarum, 3 vj. oyls of Violets and 
Cammomill ana. 3. f · common Salt, Zij. and make a clyſter. Alſo you mult 
miniſter to the Patient, decoctions made of ſuch things as can cut and divide, 
and alſo provoke Urine without any great heating and drying: as is this: Be 
roots of Apium, Fennell and Succery, ana. 3 J. Endive, Succory, Origan, and 
Hyſope, ana. M. j. Lertuce, M. j.{{. the four common cold ſceds, ana. 3 J. ſeeds 
of Fennell and um, ana. 3 j. .. ſeeth all theſe in two pounds of water untill 
the third part be conſumed: then ftrain it, and make the liquor ſweet with Su- 
gar, and puriſie with whites of Egges the ſtrained liquor. Then adde to it f- 
rapus acetuſus ſimplex, Mel roſarum clarified, Oxymel ſimplex, ana. 3 j. G. and 
make a potion, whereof miniſter daily every morning, 3 iiij. After theſe you ꝙ ug. 
muſt miniſter ſuch medicines as do empty the belly gently, as is, infuſing of

full and profitable to rheſe old and inveterate Feavers, that many (as Galen omitus. 

For 
a feaver which hath continued long, doth ingender and breed many 3 
tick excrements in the ſtomack, which being caſt out by vomiting, the pa- L 
tient is delivered from the feaver. Alſo the les muſt be nouriſhed with hot 

medicines, that thereby the windes and bolning which ſtretc heth them our may 
be diflolyed and diſperſed. Among other this toment is very good: Be flowers Fomentwn, 
of Cammomill, Melilot, and Dill, ana.

Of a Qnuartane Feaver. 
Cauſe Ar exquiſite Quartane is another kinde of the intermitting feavers, which 
; is ingendred only of a melancholy humour, putrifying and rotting wit h- 
Sign. out the veſſels. T his feaver doth not by and by ia the beginning invade the 
Patient with vehement rigour and cold the firſt day, but ir is like to them tha: 
are cold in Winter through vehement froſt: but when the feaver hath con: i- 
nued and proceeded forward and is encreaſcd, then alſo the rigour and cold 
encreaſeth with it, and waxeth greater and ſtronger daily, till the whole diſeaſe 
be come to his full encreaſe and force : and the cold doth not ſeem to the Pa- 
tient as it were pricking and vexing the skinne, as it doth in an exquiſite Ter- 
tian, but there is cauſed vehement cold, and as it would break the bones. 
Their pulſes are very rate and {low in the beginning of the fits, but when the 
feaver is in his full force, or alſo when it is encreaſed, then of neceſſity the pul- 
ſes are ſwift and often: but yet they do keep their naturall ſlowneſſe and rarity, 
5 if you conſider the ſwiftneſſe and frequency coming in the firs. But the mo- 
= ving of the heat, the encreaſing and the vigour and force of this feaver is clean 
. contrary to that in Tertian feavers. For in this feaver the melancholy humour 
is kindled and inflamed by little and little, and as it were a ſtone, or a ſhell, or 
a bone, or ſome ot her ſuch cold and dry body. And when that any flame or 
heat is kindled in it, then in the fir it 3 nothing fumous or Poke, but 
it burneth and conſumeth ir. And therefore there is longer ceaſing and inter- 
Cauſe of miſſion of this humour between the fits, then there is in fleam. And the in- 


termiſſion and ceaſing between the fits ſeemeth to be exquiſite and pure 


without any griet at all: becauſe in this feaver, look how much melancho- 
_— 1 kindled and inflamed, and ſo much in the time of the fir is diſperſed, con- 
u 


med and drawn out clean. Moreover, in a Quartane feaver there follow- 

eth not vomiting up of choler : their urines are thinne, white, and watery, and 

as it were ſtrained from a groſſe matter. Alſo this feaver beginneth ſpecially 

in Autumne, and Harveit, coming after erratick feavers. But you mult be- 

hold both rhe nature of the Patient and his remperament, alſo his diet uſed 

before, his age, the region, and other ſuch like. For if thoſe things be cold 

and dry, then you may look more ſurely that a Quartane feaver will enſue, 

- ſpecially it at any time Quartanes be rife among the people. T hey that have 
ay pon feaver, in the beginning muſt be handled and ordered moderate- 
Curatio. iy and gently, neither may they be vexed with any vehement medicines, or 

| by vehement emptying and purging, for the humour which cauſerh the 
2 | Quarrane is ſtubbcrn to be drawn and handled. Therefore in the begin- 
| *UÞ ning, and before it be digeſted, it will hardly and ſcarcely follow the medicine 
3 | | | that 
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that drawetb it: and that becauſe of his grofleneſſe and coldneſſe, and alſo be- — 9 
cauſe it ſtoppeth the narrow waies by the which it ſhould paſſe out. Yer if 4 
bloud do ſeem to abound much, then you muſt take away that. And if when Bold. let- 
you have ſtricken a veine, the bloud that cometh out doe appear black ting- 

and groſſe, as for the moſt part it doth in diſcaſes of the Spleen, you may 

then boldly draw it out. For great abundance of bloud being drawn our, 

nature will get the upper hand in digeſting the reſt of the humour, and will 

make the feaver ſhorter. You muſt cut the innermoſt vein of the left arm, 

which is called Lienaris vena, the_Spleen vein, or Medians : for this veine ; 2 
emptieth out the melancholy humor, PHIL from the Splecne, which is 1 
wont to be diſeaſed in a Quartane feaver : but if when the veine is ſtricken, the . 
bloud doth appeare thinne, and yellowiſh, you muſt ſtop it by and by: for 

ſuch an humour is not unprofitable in a Quartane, but it correcteth and a- 
mendeth the groſſe and cold humour, as well becauſe of his ſubſtance, as alſo 

with his quality. You muſt ordain for the Patient a very good diet, ſuch an one Piet. 

as is not windy, and ingendreth good juyce. Therefore you muſt keep the 

ſick from (wines fleſh, and from all other meats that be groſſe, tough and 
clammy, and flow of digeſtion. Moreover, let him abſtain from all things 

which do cool and dry the body. He muſt cat birds that live upon moun- 

tains, and do ingender good juyce : for thoſe that do live in fennes and ma- 

riſhes, they be unwholeſome and full of excrements, and do ingender a groſſe 
humour. He muſt uſe fiſhes of gravelly waters, which be (oft and withour 
toughneſſe: bur in this feaver (alt things and Muſtard muſt be miniſtred in 

meats, that they may extenuate, cut, and divide the groſſe and clammy hu- 

mours, and that they may conſume and ſeed up the ſuperfluous humidity and 
moiſture. They mult ule wine that is white, thinne, and meanly hot: for jr, 
that by the thinneneſſe ir doth extenuate the groſſeneſſe of the melancholy hu- 

mour, and by the mean heat that it hach, it heateth the body by little and 

little, which is cooled with the melancholious humour; and ir helpeth digeſtion 

and alſo provoketh urine. They may not alrogether be kept and refrain from 
frictions, deambulat ions, and other accuſtomed exerciſes, that is to ſay, you 

muſt ſufter them to ule exerciſes, but not ſo much as they did in their health. 

Neither may they uſe frictions, deambulations, and other exerciſes of the bo- 

dy ſo often nor ſo vehemently as they did in their health; for that would cauſe 

per ill and . of obſtruct ion. But if exerciſes be uſed moderately; and that 

in the time of intermiſſion between the fits, they will void out excrements, 

and bring other commodity which Galen rehearſeth in lib. ſecundo de Tuenda 

ſanitaze. T hey muſt altogether abſtain from bathing if they can, and be con- 

tent only with frictions and rubbing : for although bathing, becauſe it doth Balucum. 
heat, doth profit, yet becauſe it calleth forth humours outwardly, it bringeth 
perill of obſtruction, ſpecially when the body doth abound with excrements. 
And if the Quartane be ſhort, and not violent, it is not hurt full in the intermi. 
fon between the fits, when the Patients hail daics be, if he uſe his wonted 
exerciſes. As for the belly if it can be by any means, it muſt be kept ſoluble, 
either with his accuſtomed meats, or with medicines mixed with them, or 
with clyſters, fitſt gemle and eaſie, and after ſharper : for you muſt ome 
the 
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. the ſtrength and ſharpgeſſe by little and little; as the matter of the Feaver doth 
concoct and digeſt by litile and little: for at the beginning (as is ſaid before) 

muſt handle and order theſe Feavers gently and catily. You may ſeek ex-

And it the 

fick ſeem now to be inthe vigour and ſtate of the diſeaſe, then he muſt uſe 

' a thinner diet then he did betore or muſt do afterward, and you muſt com- 

mand me quiet and reſt ro the Patient, leſt nature being occupied about di- 

geſt ing ot the matter of the difeaſe, ſhould be called from her office and 

Prot work. Afterward you muſt provide and fore-ſee the intrails, which are wont 
for the in- to be ſwollen and ſtretched out, with viſcous, tough and grofle humours, 
trails, - and allo with abundance of windy ſpirits and vapours, which being diſ- 
I ſolved and empried out, the bowels wax ſoft and arc looſened. Therefore 

u muſt anoint them with rhoſe things which can mollife and looſen, as 
bs oimments which are made of Barley meal, ſeed of Apium, roots of 1reos, 
WHnguentum Rew, and ſuch like. Among other, anoint the left fide with this ointment : 
R of oyl of eck iij. oyl of Zreos, and of ſweet Almonds, ana. 3 jj. ſeeds 

of Apium, and of Cummin,roots of Ireos, ana. j. Wax, as much as is ſuffici- 

ent, make an ointment. After theſe things, you muſt miniſter medicines which 

have vertue and power to provoke Urine, and not before this time: for if you 

miniſter ſach things before the inward members be free from obſtruRions, 

becauſe thoſe medicines be hot, they carry the hnmours down with them, 

Provokers and do increaſe the obſtructions. For to provoke Urine, you muſt miniſter 
of urine. Mulſa, wherein Dill, or Rew, or elſe Apium hath been ſodden. If figns ot 
Puroation concoct ion do appear, then you muſt ſtraight way uſe purging medirines 
of melan- which can purge out melancholy : and you may not purge him once only,

; brought out all at once, ſeeing the body is not able to ſuffer and bear fo ſtrong

doubt they make the ſingle Quartane greater and more vehement: and of a 
double Quartane they make a triple Quartane, or elſe the double one is made 


greater. 
C HAP. X. . 
Of a Duotidian Feaver. 


UerTIDIANA Febrismtermittens, that is, an intermitting Quotidian 
feaver; it is ingendred of PR and rotten fleam being thruſt of na- 
ture by the ſenſible parts of the body. It is called of the Greeks Amphimeri- Cauſe. 
na, becauſe it cauſerh a fit every day. Bur if glafen fleam, which is the coldett 
of all other fleams, do pus ifie by it (cle the one half of ir, that is, if 
whole ſubſtance of it do not putriſie equally, but ſome parts of it do porrifie 
and ſome do not, then it ingendreth a feaver called Epralos febris : in which Eric 
the Patient is feaverous, and vehemenily cold together, and ar one preſent s 
time he feeleth immoderate heat and immoderate cold in all the parts of the / ns 
body together. For part of that humour which is not putriſied nor rotten as 
yer, being ſpread by all the veins, or in the reſt of the body, ingendreth the 
rigour and cold, but the other rotten part of the humour ingendreth the fea- * 
ver. A Quotidian feaver doth not invade the Patient with rigour and vehe- 
ment cold by deut, the fit it day, but in proceſſe of time, it cometh rather 
like a cooling, then like a rigour. I be pulſe when the fir beginneth is inordi- 
nate and uneyuall, flow, little and weak. Neither alſo in the augmenting and 
increaſing ot the Quotidian is there ſwiftueſſe of moving of the pulſes, noc 
reatneſſe, nor vehemency. The heat in this Feaver is nor fo ſharp and ve- 
—— as it is in a Tertian: for it neither burneth them, neither are they 
compelled to make naked their bodies, and to throw off their cloathes, nei- 
ther doth it compell them to bteathe much and often, and to blow out of 
their mouthes as it were a flame, nor to deſire to drink cold water, but it is 
moiſt and ſmoakie, and commixed with much vapour. Alſo it is hardly kind= 
led, and it conſumeth a long time, untill that by increaſing it come tothe force 
and ſtare. Moreover, they that have this feaver do not thirkt, becauſe not one- 
ly the tongue, but alſo the whole body in this feaver is moiſt. The urines in 
Quoridian Feavers either be white, and thinne, and watery : or thick, and 
troubled. 
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troubled. There burſteth out no ſweat at all in the firſt daies, neither is there 

exact and perfect reſt from being feaverous : for the feaver remaineth each 

ime almoſt the ſpace of 18 houres. There chanceth alſo to them vomitin 

of fleam : and thoſe things which are ſent out by egeſtion, are colder, moi- 

ter, cruder, more watery, and more flegmatick. Alſo 2 Quotidian feave: 

doth chiefly vex them that be moiſt and flegmatick of nature. Alſo it chan- 

ceth in a moiſt ſeaſon, ſpecially in Winter that is cold and moiſt, and in old 

folk and children. Hereupon Galen writeth, that he never ſaw a young man 

that was cholerick and dry by nature, taken with this feaver : bur they that be 

moiſt and moſt flegmat ick, having a groſſe ſubſtance of the body, and do live 

an idle life, ſerving their belly, and given to drunkenneſſe, uſing bathing often, 

and ſpecially after meat, they are ſoon taken with this Quotidian feaver. 

” PFiftmra Let the diet in this feaver be altogether extenuating, cutting and dividing, 
tio. Therefore you muſt now ſeek ſuch places, wherein we have declared abun- 
4 dantly what kinde of diet it ſhould be. In the firſt daies, that is, when ſignes ot 
Curatio. Crudity and indigeſtion do yet appear, the fleam muſt be divided and cut, 

and the pores ind paſſages that be ſtopped, muſt be ſcoured and cleanſed. And 

therefore you mult miniſter Oxymel, becauſe ir doth ſcoure mightily, it cutteth 

and divideth the glutinous and clammy humours, and it delivereth the pores 

from obſtruct ions. And you muſt miniſter thoſe things which provoke urine, 

that the fleam (being already extenuated and divided) may the more readily 

paſſe by the conduics, and be emptied our, Therefore it is good to miniſter de- 

coct ion of the root of Apium, Parcely, Ireos, Fennell, and ſuch other like of- 

ren rehearſed before, with firupus acetoſus compofitus, and mel Ryſarum, and ſi- 

rupus E duabus Radicibus, and other that have the vertue and. power to extenu- 

ate, cut, and divide. About the vigour and force of the feaver, you muſt rake 

heed and have regard to the ſtomack, and ſpecially to the mouth of it. There- 

fore you mult prepare thoſe things which being applied outwardly may adde 

ſtrength to the 1 ſuch as be, Maſt ick, Spikenard, Wormwood, and ſuch 

| other like. Therefore before meat, uſe this ointment : & oyls of Maſtick, 
unguemum Wormwood,and Nard, ana. 3 ij. G. Maſtick, Claves, and wood of Aloes, ana. 
J v. Cinamon, J. with Wax as much as is ſufficient, make an ointment, 

where with anoint the region of the tomack. The ſtomack being ſt-engrhen- 

ed, you mult compell vomiting, firſt by miniſtring of Radiſh, then after, meats 

muſt be eaten, for ſo it lifterh up the meats, and cauſcth the eaſier vomit. At- 

ter he muſt uſe medicines that do purge out fleam : for fleam hen ir is digett, 

may conveniently be purged. What medicines thoſe be that can purge out 

fleam, it is evident in our other Books, and this here tuthceth to cure a Quo- 


tidian feaver. 
GHAP. II. 
Of a Feaver Hectick. 


HE: TICA ſebri, is a feaver wherein an unnaturall heat is not only kindled 
I Jin the ſpirits and humours, but now allo it is kindled in the maſſie, ſound 

and fleſhie parts and members. This feaver knoweth no pain, and they that 
- tave it, do think that they have no feaver, neither do they perceive or feel any 


heat, 


midit 
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hear, ſeeing all the members of their body be equally heat (as den decla- 


'reth abundancly in his Book De inaquali imemperie.) The Feaver Hectick is 


and cauſed two waics. 'Firit, for the moſt part, of burning Feavers, 
which have continued ſo long, that in proceſſe of time they conſume the hu- 
moiſture that is contained in the body of the heart: or alſo if it 
reſiſt more abundantly, then thoſe Feavets are not only HeRicks, but allo 
Maraſmodes, that is, conſuming and melting Feavers. For Feavers being ingen- 
dred (the humidity yet remaining ſtill ) when they have caught and occupied 
the body of the heart, hereupon they are ſpecially kindled and inflamed, like 
the flame of a candle with a match. And this is one way of ingendring the 
Feavers Hectick. Another way of ingendring them is this, when they begin of 
themſelves by and by, being ingendred as Diary Feavers be, either of (orrow; 
or anger, or ovecmuch wearineile, together with burning by the heat of the 
Sunne. The Feavers chat be thus ingendred, be not very hard to cute: but ſuch 
Feavers of theſe as be turned into conſuming and waſting, which the Greeks 
do call Maraſmos, through the negligence and ignorance of Phyſitians: if 
thoſe Feavers be in their force and ſtrength, and not as it were beginning ſtill, 
it is not only bard to cure theſe, but it is alſo impoſſible ro remedy them. 
For the nature of them is hot and dry, ſo that the heart is in like cale as the 
ſnuff of a candle when it is very much burnt : for when it is much burnt, it 
will break and diſſolve, and through drineſſe fall aſunder, ſo that although 
you powre abundance of oyl to it, yet you cannot caule a great flame to be 
kindled : for the flame being ſmall and weak, panteth alwaies up and down 
in it, and waxeth continually lefle and leſſe, till it be altogether quenched our. 
Even ſuch is the Feaver which is altogether Maraſmodes, that is, conſuming. 
The Feaver Hectick which rurneth into Maraſmug, or a conſumption, is very 

ready and eaſie to know: ſo before you do conſidec the pulſes and heat by tou- 

ching them, you may ſee the eyes wonderfull hollow, as though they were hid 

in ſome ditches or turrowes : for then all the moiſt ſubſtance of them is ex- 

hauſt and conſumed, ſo that you may ſee the bones of the eye-browes ſtick 

out. Alſo there hangerh on the hairs of the eye-lids, dry gumme and filth, 

and uncleanly affects, as is ſeen in them ſpecially that go a long journey in 
the duſt, when the Sun burneth hot, Alto the vitall flowre in them periſherh, 
and the skin of their fore-head is dry and retched out, and their eye-lids wink 
often, as though they were flcepy 3 but their diſeaſe is not to ſleep, but is ra- 
ther impotency, and debility to watch. Alto the fleſh of their temples is conlu- 
med, ſo that they ſeem hollow places: for what other thing have they but 
skin and bone. For, it you look upon their bare belly, it ſhall appear to 
you, that neither bowell or film is left. The Hypochonders and ſides are 
pulled upward to the breaſt, and if you touch the skinne, it is very dry, which 
it you take hold on with your fingers and pull it up, it is like the hide of a beaſt. 
The pulies be thinne, hard, weak, and often. The heat when you lay your 
hand fuſt on him, doth ſcem weak, bur 2 little after it burſteth out ſharp 
and gnawing more and more, if you hold your hand long upon him. Allo this 
ſhall be a great and undubitate ſign to you: when you do give him meat, the

falr, and 6ihes of gravelly waters, Lettuce, Endive, Succory, Gourds, Spinach, 
Mallows, and ſuch like : Cherries, Pruines, Pomegranates, Melons, Figs, and 
ſuch like. He muſt alſo taſte milk, for that proſiteth him marvelloully, ſo 
that this feaver be not compounded and mixed with another feaver that is in- 
gendred of rottenneſſe of humours. Let his drink be cold water, but ſpecial- 
ly if che ſick have been u'cd to it befo e. Let him drink thereof moderate- 
ly, or let him drink water wherein a little Cinamon hath been ſodden, or 
wine that is watered and thin. Moreover, it is good to them that have this fea- 
ver to eat meat oſten in a day, that by that means they may beware and take 
hced t hat the x eat not great abundance of meat at one meal, which vertue, 
being weak, ſhould not be able to overcome and digeſt. They mult eſchue 
immoderatc moving, and all things that can reſolve and weaken the ſtrengt h.

d there be divers kindes of compound feavers, as is declared in the 
of this Book,” in the explicarion of feavers, yer in this place we 
will on! " ſpeak of that fever which is compounded of an intermitting T er- 
tian, and a continuall Quotidian. And it is called in Greek Hemitritew, _ in 
33 atine 
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Latine Semitertiana, in Engliſh half a Tertian. It is fo called becauſe this who!: 
feaver hath half che nature of the (aid feavers, each of them: by the example 
of this compound feaver, you may learn to cure all other compound feavers. 
Therefore an Hemitrice feaver is cauſed, when putrified Heam is commix«d 
with rotten choler. It is declared before that a Tertian invadeth the Patien- 
with rigour and vchement cold, and a Quot id ian cometh with cooling of the 
excream par:s. T heretore the feaver which is compounded of them both cauſeth 


| horrour and ſhaking for cold, which is leſſe then the rigour of a Tertian, and 


reater and more vehement then the cooling of a Quotidian: ſo that ir is a mean 
NT them both. It is inzendred two ſundry waies : for either two fits arc 
joyned together by and by at the beginning, and do invade the Patient together 
both at once, or elſe cach of them cometli ſeparate from the other. Therefore 
when the Tertian doth exceed the other, it cauſeth a more herrrible feaver, and 
allo it hath much tigour and vehement cold in the augmenting of the fir, an! 
there is preſent greater heat and mere burning, and choler is driven out citler by 
vomiting,or by egeil ion, or it breatheth out a moiſt vapour: but when the Quo- 
tidian exceedeth the Tertian, then cold is in the extream parts, and but a little 
Making, and neither burning nor thirſt doth vex him. But when the intermit- 
ting Tertian, and the continuail Quoridian be equal, and of like force and great- 
neſſe, the fit doth come with horror and ſhaking for cold. And when the Quo- 
tidian is cf greateſt force, the pulſes and horror wax leſſe and gentler : but if the 
Tertian prevail, by and by the pulſes and horrour increale and wax greater. 
Note therefore when a feaver is ingendred of an intermitting Tertian and a 
continuall Quotidian,being equall, of like force, greatneſſe, and itrenzth, then it 
is called an exquiſite Hemitritæus ague: but if one feaver do exceed the other, 
then it is called an unpure Hemitrice. You may underſtand by the former Cha- 
pters, how this ſeaver thould be cured. For ſeeing an exquiſite Hemittice ſeaver 
is ingendred of two feavers equally commixed, that is, a Tertian and a Quoti- 
dian, yon mult alſo uſe a cure convenient and agreeing equally to a Tertian and 
a Quoridian. Bur in an unpure Hemitrice, when there is moſt of choler, or moſt 
of fleam, you mult allo vary and change the cure according to the humour and 
ſcaver that aboundeth. For if choler have the upper hand, you muſt chicfly uſe 
the remedics which we have dectared in the cure of the Tertian: but if fleam 
abound molt, uſe the things molt that be declared in the cure of the Quoti- 
dian. To conclude, you mutt moſt cover the cure of that which hath molt need, 
and doth moſt abound ; but {o, that you do not altogether negle the other. 
T herefore we need not in this place 1chearſe the remedies whereby this feaver 
ſhould be deſtroyed and cured, ſeeing every man may learn the cure of them 
more Lee according to the diverhity and nature of the humours, out of the 
Chapters of curing of the Tertian and Quotidian. Therefore if any man do 
firſt learn to know exactly and perfectly the curing of ſimple feavers, he ſhall 
alſo know how to cure compound feavers without any more labour: for the 
cures of {imple feavers being known and conſidered, it is moſt ready to any man 
to cure compound feavers : lo that here we ſhall not need to write ſeverally of the 
curing of compound feavers.

here of it: bur it ſhall be ſufficient, if we do briefly declare the ſigns, 
and curing of it, as we have done in other diſeaſes before. There be two eſpe - ¶ auſa. 
ciall cauſes of the Peſtilence, as Galen writeth in lib. 1. De 3 7 
e other be hu- 2. 
mours gathered through naughty and een of the body, which humours . 
be ready to purrific and rot when a man taketh any light occaſion to Kindle a 
feayer of the corrupted ayr. Therefore the chiefeſt cauſe why men are infected 
with the Peſtilence, is breathing in of ayr, without which no breathing thin 
doth prolong their life. For it beginnerh for the moſt part of breathing in 
ayr which is corrupted of a purifying and rotten evaporation. The beginni 
of corrupted ayr, and of the rotten eyaporation, is either a multirude of d 
bodies not burned or buried, as it chanceth in wars: or the evaporation of zy/hereof 
ſome pools, fennes or mariſhes in Summer time. It chanceth allo ſometime rortenneſsc 
to come before immoderate heat of the ayr : when the temperature of the þegininerp. 
ayr is changed from his naturall ſtare ro immoderate heat and moiſture, of 
neceſſity the Peſtilence muſt follow. Hereupon Galen ſaith, that of all tempe- 
raments of the ayr, the worſt is that which is bot and moiſt. Alſo oftentimes Nota 
(as is aforeſaid ) naughty and corrupt diet ingendreth humours in the body 
that be eaſie and ready to putriſie and rot, and ſo is the cauſe why ſuch bodies are 
infected with the Peſtilence. And then truly they ſpecially have the Peſtilence, 
which uſe a naughty and corrupt diet, and ſo be full of all kindes of ſuperflui- 
ties. Therefore it need not ſeem marvellous, if ſometime ſome one among ma- 
ny ( which yer doth very ſeldom chance) be infected with this diſeaſe, the ayr 
yet not being peſtilent and corrupt. For they that keep a good and healthfull 
diet, and be without ſuperfluities in their bodies, they take no hurt at all, or 
elſe very little hurt, although they be in the corrupt and peſtilent ayr: and may 
eaſily return and be brought to their naturall habit and ſtate. Hereby it is 
eaſie to anſwer them that ask, how it chanceth that all men are not taken 
equally with the Peſtilence, . ſeeing every one js conſtrained to breathe in the 
ſtilent ayr ? The firſt cauſe why ſome remain unhurt, is becauſe they be not 
full of ſuperfluous humidity and moiſture, but do uſe moderate diet and exer- 
ciſes, and have their body eaſie to breathe out vapours. Another cauſe is, be- 


cauſe all mens bodies be nat ot like diſpoſition and effect. For diſpoſitions of 
mens bodies are of many ſundry forms: for ſome bodies are quickly over- 


come and infected, and do molt readily ſufter any cauſe : bur ſome again be 


inſuperable, and cannot be overcome, nor will at all ſuffer the infection, or 


elſe very hardly. > And therefore the greateſt portion of ingendring of diſeaſes, 
is the diſpoſition of the body of him that fuffereth the diſeaſe. For elſe all men 


that tarried long in the burning heat of the Sunne, or that uſed overmuch mo- 


ving, or that were loaden with wine, or inflamed with anger, or affected with 


ſadneſſe, ſhould fall into a teaver.

For there is no other means to avoid the peſtilent ayr, becauſe, whether we ned 
will or no, we muſt draw in ſuch ayr, unleſſe we get us away into ſome other 
Mace, where the ayr is not corrupted nor infected, but pure and good. Which

Adverbs, Cits, longe, and terd?, in the time of the Peſtilence, 
do more pleaſure and profit then three ſhops very well furniſhed. Therefore 
they that may conveniently for their buſi neſſe fly away, ler them not ſuffer 


themſelves to be keen by any means to tarry in the * ayr: which 


if they do, they ſhall fooliſhly put themſelves in danger of peſtilent death. But 

if you may nor fly for urgent buſineſſe and juſt cauſes, then let your firſt care 

be, that the houſe in which you muſt carry, be without all kinde of ſtink, and 

kept clean from all filthineſſe and ſluttiſhneſſe. Let the windows of it be 

cloſe ſhut, ſpecially in cloudy and rainy daies, that the peſtilent ait enter not 

in. But if you will open them, ſee that they open upon the Eaſt or North quar- 

ter, and do it when the Sunne is riſen above the earth ſome hours. You muſt 

come abroad but ſeldome, and not except the element be clear and bright: 

neither come then, unleſſe you have firſt taken ſome medicine which is able to 

you from the infection.

Hoſe Tumours which have their being beſides nature, the 
later ſort both of Phyſitians and Chirurgians, and not they 
only, but almoſt the uniform conſent of old Writers, have 
comprehended under this name Apoſtema : whereas indeed Apoſtemæ. 
Apoſtems, both by Galen and other Grecians, hath been re- 
1 pured but as one kinde of thoſe ſwelling tumours which com- 
monly are ſaidto chance beſides nature, which the Latines have very fitly ter- 
med Abſceſſus, and the crew of younger Phyſitians do call it Exitura, deriving Alſceſſus. 
the originall of the word from the interpreter of Auen: of the which, as 
alſo of all other k indes we will intrea: particularly in his ſeverall Chapter. Al- 
though, indeed, it hath pleaſed ſome of the later ſort to make Apoſtema as rhe 
ſpecies or differentia of thoſe tumours beſides nature, appointing it to be di- 
vers from that which they call Exitura, and alſo from that other kinde Pu- 
ſtulz : for under the name of Apoſtemes, they will conclude and place thoſe 
tumors only which being lifred up into a great bigneſſe, do fetch their pro- 
creation from the influence of natural] humours (as they term them,) where- 
upon they call them vers »«Apoftemats. Therefore when Apoſtemata is taken for 
the genus, comprehending under it all the rumours beſides nature, by Avicen The com- 
and his followers, it is thus commonly defined, An Apoſteme is a diſeaſe mon defini- 
compounded of three kindes of maladies, all aggregated in one bigneſſe. tion of A- 
Which definition they do affirm to be eſſentiall, conſiſting (as they (ay) of ge- poſtema.

This definition they have extorted out of Galen his words, which he ſer not 
down as an exquiſite definition, but as an ordinary affertion. You may faſhion 
Secindes, (if you pleaſe) many ſuch definitions, as this for one. An Apoſteme is an 
Tertis, increment exceeding naturall conſtitution. Or this: An Apoſteme is a tumor, 
in the which the parts have departed from their naturall Rate and habit in 
quantity and bigneſſe.

In which places he declareth, 
that the varicty of all ſwellings which are above nature, doth ariſe of the na- 
ture of that which floweth : tor when (faith he) a flatuous matter hath more 
free acceſſe, then alſo the tumours are made more flatuous, but they are more 
like unto Pblegmonc when as bloud aboundeth : as likewiſe Ewſppelas, when 
choler hath his courſe : and they allo be more vexed with Oedema, when 
fleam or rheume deſcending from the head doth reign. Alſo they be grieved 
with the diſeaſe Schirrhoſis, when either a thick or too cold humour is ſetled 
in ſome part thereof. Therefore (as Galen ſaith) all tumours do chance be- 
ſides nature, which proceed either of humours, or of a flatuous and windy 
ſpirit, which is gathered ſometime under the skinne, ſometime under the thinne 
- that cover the bones, ſometime in the belly, ſometime in the intrails, 
oftentimes in the midſt of theſe, and of the Peritonæum. The Greeks call it 
Emphyſema, and Aviceu termeth it a windy Apoſtema. If ſuch ſwellings hap- 
pen of humours, then they are either hot, or cold, or mingled together. Ho: 
rumours come of the beſt bloud, that is ro lay, which is perfectly ruddy, and 
of a mean ſoundneſſe and moderate quality: and then the Greeks call ir 
Phlegmone, the Latines Inflammatio : or they proceed of yellow choler, or of 
burning and thinne bloud, or elſe of thoſe things which be hotter then bloud 
or choler. They term this evil Eryfipelas, but theſe name it Sacer iguis. But 
cold ſwellings are provokgd either through thin fleam, and then the Greeks 
call it Oedema, but our Phyſicians term it Laxus tumor, the interpreter of A- 
vicen, Undimia : or allo it is cauſed through the humor aches or through 
thick cold, and clammy fleam. They call this Schirron, the Latines, Duri- 
ties, the Arabians, Sephirus. And ſwellings ſometimes do chance by reaſon of 
a late N away ſuperfluous bloud, as hereafter it ſhall be declared. Tumors 


, are ſaid to be mingled,when ſuch kinde of humours are tempered together: and 


if one maſtereth the other, the name is given to the ſwelling from that hu- 
mour which exceedeth in the mixture: as in bloud-ruling choler, we will call 
Phlegmone the principall to be Eryfipelatodes: and allo becauſe melancholy 
governeth, Eryfepelas is ſaid to be Phlegmonodes. Now of other mixtures, there 
is the like interpretation, both of Schirrus Phlezmonoſus with Phlegmone Schir- 
rhaſa, and of Oedema Phlegmonoſum with Phlegmone Oedematoſa. And after 
this example you ſhall name the other tumours, although there chance com- 
mixtion of three or four humours rogether at once. Moreover, if the hu- 
mours be of like force, and equally incorporate, ſo that the one cannot over- 
come the. other, then we will name the rumours by the coupling together ot 
thoſe humours which they ſt irre or raiſe up. As it bloud be equally mingled 
with choler, that evil may be called, by reaſon of their joyning rogether, 
Phlegmone and Eryfipelas, or (as Galen hath it) it may be tearmed a mean <

the kindes or ſpecies of phyma, but of Aetius phigothlum: alſo they be called Do- i cẽ, 
thiens, which Celſus calleth Furunculi, felons. Likewiſe Gangrena of ſome mem- Pblegmone. 
ber, »ixpwors, that is to ſay, mortificat ion, but not abſolute, and alſo Sphaſelus, 
which is called of the Latines, Syderatio, and of eAwicen,»Aſcachilos. Carbunculus Eryfipets- * 
alſo is called of the Greeks «Anthrax, whereof Avicen writeth in the Chapter De loſi tumores 
pruna & igne Perfico. But unto Eryfepelas are referred Herpetes, which in kinde 
be two manner of waies, that is to {ay,Miliares and E xedentes, biting and gnaw- 
ing, which the Greeks do call $9794 or. He which expoundeth Avicen hath cal- 
led both the kindes Formic. e, but he being deceived with the likeneſs of the name 
hath mixed them in the ſame Chapter by great ove: fight, with thoſe Ferruce 
which the Greeks call Myrmecie, the Latines Formice. Ceiſus ſeemerh to have 
comprehended thoſe Heypetes under the name of ignis ſacer : but the Chirurgi- 
ans of later times have numbred them among the cholerick puſtules, as they 
term them. There cometh alſo of choler almoſt all thole diſeaſes called ot 
rhe Greeks Phiyctæua, and therefore they belong unto Eryfipelas, whereof A- 
vicen doth intreat in his Chap. De veſicæ inflammationibus. Unto the tumours 
cauſed of fleam, that is to ſay, unto ædemata, are referred certain tumours com- A-dcmares 
prehended of the Greeks under the name Apoſtema, which be called of Avicen, rumores- 
Nodi, of Haly Abbas, Selas, and dubeleta phlegmatica, of the Latines abſceſſus : 
whereof there be divers kinds,according tothe divers matters contained in them. 
Moreover in Galen there be three kinds of »Abſceſſus chancing very often, w here- 
of every one hath borrowed his proper name of the Greeks : thoſe be Atheroma- 
ta, Stratomat s, Melicerides, which indeed be called after the likeneſſe of bodies 
contained in them, as we will declare hereafter more at large. There is alſo a kind 
of ¶Apoſtema, that is, of abſceſſus, wherein are other things contained which do 
repre

cnt not only the properties of humouis, bur alſo of certain ſound bodies: 
but rheſe((aith Galen) chance very ſeldome, and of theſe we will alſo ſpeak here- 
after when we ſhall ſpeak of abſceſſions. But now unto the ſaid kindes of Ab- Certain

Alſo unto alc- 
ma is referred in Galen that kinde of Hydrops, which is named of the Greeks, 
gmatica, and hypoſarce. But the ſwellings or tumors which pertain un- 

to choler, and which he comprehended under the ſaid Schirrus, ate Cancri, 
which of the Grecks be called Carnici, and Carcinomata: Not wichſtanding 
Celſus maketh a difference between Cancer, and Carcinoma, that he might ay 
that ir did come and procceed by little and little of thoſe things which do chance 
outwardly, and that it is ingendred within ( ſome member being corrupted ) 
The ſame Celſus divided Cancer into many parts or kindes, that is to (ay, into 
Eryfpelas, G angrena and ulcus nigrum : of this kinde alſo is Elephants, or Ele- 
phantia, or Elephaxtiaſis, called of the common ſort of Phyſitians Lepra, and of 
4 ſome, ſancti Lari morbus. Therefore the name of Lepra ſignifieth with Avicen 
+ - and with the unlearned company a molt grievous and deadly diſeaſe, when yer 
; with Gal. Paul. Aegineta, and with other Grecians it is counted but a light grief 
not muchdiffering from that which we call Scabres, which is called of the lame 

writets Pſvra. Among this hard ſwelling kinde of tumors, are accounted the 

Ferruce diſeaſes called in the Latine tongue of the interpreter of Avicen, Verrucæ, which 
be ſwellings like unto little hillocks appearing in the skin, whereof they have 

Porra. this name, being called of the common for; Porra. To this kinde alſo may be 
Myrme referred Myrmecia, as it one ſhould call them Formiculæ, and Acrocordoncs, which 
ciæ. of our countrymen are termed # enfules verrucæ, and Clauus alſo, which in form 
Acrochor- is like to a hard round pillar called of the Greeks &, of Avicen they are cal- 
dones. led Aluiſmar, Thymon, or Thymon, repreſenting the knobby tops of the hearb 
Time. Avicen ſeemeth allo to have given it this name Tuſium, or (as another 
tranſlation hath it) Tarſecum. Allo among the divers kindes of Verrucæ, there be 
evils called of Avicen, (vruua, lo called, . — they being very long, are tu. 
ned again crooked like unto horns. In like caſe alſo there be Calli which the 
Greeks call 3%, theſe are ingendred by means of the kin being obdurazed 
and hardned through much labour. Unto choler alſo there ſeemeth to pertain 
Pracunculi. this evil, which the Grecians call Pracomion, the Latins, Dracanculus : according 
| to the lively ſimilitudo or likeneſs of that name, Avicen calleth it Vena medent, 
Haly eAbbas, Venæ ſanioſe. Whereof Paulus Aegincta intreateth, cap. ultimo lib. 

4. This diſeaſe is not very rife with us. Beſides theſe tumours which we now 

have rehearſed, there chanceth ot her alſo, affecting oftentimes the ſuperficial! 

Puſtule. parts of the body, that is to ſay, certain (mall appearings, which they call Puſtulæ 
and Bathor. Which although they differ both among themſelves, and alſo from 
thoſe tumours which we have above recited, yet they are cauſed of the ſame 
humors, of the which alſo they ate now called great tumours. Therefore they 


that ſuch little rumours (which truly a Chirurg ion ought not to be ignorant of) 
might appear moſt manifeſt, and eaſie to be conceived of every man, I have 
thought it expedient, and a thing worthy the labour, to ſet down in this place 
the names of them, both in Greek and Latine, and alſo their barbarous title, 
with a certain rude deſcription thereof, as we have already done in the grea- 
ter. Therefore, that we may enter into the matter it ſelf, there are of the 
_ Linde of puſtules or puſhes, Lepra, fo called of the Greeks, and retaining 
the 


only ſeem to differ from them in reſpect of their greatneſſe and ſmalneſſe. Bur

ſtanding they differ in this, becauſe Lepra doth conſume the skinne with Lepra. 
manifelt ſcales ſome what deep, as it were in a circle: bur Pſara doth 5 Pſara. 
hurt the out ward part with divers forms, and doch unlooſe a certain ſcurte 
of the body. Hitherto alſo doth pertain that light infection of the skinne 
called of the Greeks Lychene, of the Latines Tmpetizo, in Engliſh the Ring- Lychene- 
worm, and commonly of {ome (as Manardas reporterh ) they be called N 
latice. This chanceth by reaſon of the mingled putrifaQtion of wilde bloud 
being thinne and ſharp, with other that be thick: and 'very often and eaſily 
ir doth turn it ſelf (Galen aſſirming the fame) into the aforeſaid evils, that 
is to ſay, into Lepra and Scabies, which they call Pra. Yet there are ſome 
which think, that that which the Greeks call Lepra, is called of Celſus, Im- 
petigo. But truly (ſeeing he doth write ſpecially of Impetigo, appointing four py, 
kindes thereof, Libro quinto ſue medicine, it is evidently apparent, that he ue, of 
meant ſome other thing by this word Impetigo, then Lychene amongſt the [mpetige. 
Greeks, ſeeing that truly we neyer reade in any Greek Author, that there 
were ſo many kinds of Lychene ever agreed of or acknowledged. Therefore if 
we will with Galen ſpeak properly, Lepra and Lychene or Impetigo, cannot be 
one and the ſame evil: otherwiſe the ſame ſhould be changed into it ſelf. That 
I may therefore draw the whole matter into few words : when the skinne is 
lightly infected, with an only roughneſſe and itching, that is called in Greek 
Lychene, but in Latine Inpetigo. Bur when the grief waxeth worle, it chan- 
eth the name together with the form. But if Lychene doth cauſe manifeſt 
ales, and doth pierce the skinne ſomewhar deeply; ir is properly called 
Lepra. But if it be ſtretched out onely by the ourward Superficies, and doth x era. 
cauſe branny or ſcalie bodies, it is called Pſwre of the Greeks, of us it is called pfara 
properly Scabres. Although this word Scabies doth extend very farre com $4bjes, 
monly alſo among the Phyſitians of late time, who do name all the evil of 
the skin to be S$cebies. Bur they ſpeak very improperly : for the pure and true 
Scabies, ſo called of the Lat ines, is without all doubt that diſeaſe which is cal- 
led of the Greeks Pſwrs, of Avicen alſo Albars and Morphea, clean contrary 
to the opinion of ſome. For that which is ſaid of him and almoſt of all the 
Phyſitians of Africk to be Albara, is named of the Greeks and of Celſaa al- 
ſoLeuce. But amongſt them it is called Morphea, among the Greeks Alphon, Albara. 
in which diſeaſe the whole fleſh is not affected, but only the externall parts of Leuce. 

* rhe body, even as though (as Galen faith) it were fer about with certain 
ſcales.” But theſe Ah (as it is in Galen) in their kinde are of two ſorts, that 
is to ſay, white, which come of fleam : and black, which procced from a 7 
melancholick humour. Bur theſe things we have ſpoken of being led by the io ſorts. 
conlequence of things. For neither Leuce nor Alphi themſelves are accounted of 
amongſt the rumours beſides nature, but rather among the evils of the skinne. 

Which things although they hurt very little, yet becauſe they do diſhoneſt 
and bring ſhame, they are wont to be 1 molt part à greater 1

TP do hurt, but yet they be ſecret. Both theſe evils, that is to ſay, Luce and eAlphy, 
m Celſus hath nded under the name of Vitiligo (making three kindes 
thereof) although other Students of Phyſick, turning Greek intoLatine,do con- 

| vert Lexcein all places into Vitiligo, which would more aptly agree, if ic were 
put wich this Epithete or addition, as to ſay, Alba vitiligo. Vitiligo therefore, if we 
Vill comprehend it under any certain head or kinde, is a filthy colour of the skin, 
proceeding of an evil habit of {ome part of the body, which could not well 

receive any nouriſhment to ir (elf. For this evil chanceth through the de- 

fault of che nouriſhing faculty, whereof ſome do conftirute two kindes, the 

*. one which doth infect the skinne only with certain markes, which do cleave 
faſt unto it like unto little ſcales; the other which goeth in ſomew hat deeper, ſo 

that it toncherh the very fleſh, and colougeth t he hairs : for in it there ariſcth 

gray hairs, like unto a certain kinde of moflineſſe,: this is gathered together of 

viſcous and glutinative fleam : but both of them do defile and ſtain, eicher with 

their white, or eſpecially with their black colour. The firſt pecies, which is aloft 

and fuperficiall, whether it be white or black, it is called ot the G-ecks, Alphis, 

by the ſame name, as before, becauſe it changeth the colour of the s!:.nne, for 
eie, ( whereof SN is derived) fignifierh amongſt the ancient Greeks to 
change. Avicencalleth it Aſorphea. But tht ot her kinde, which we have decla- 
red to pierce ſomewhat deeper, is called of the Greeks, and of Celſus allo 
Leuce, and of the reſt of the Lat ines alli vitiligo, of Avicen, Albara. Haly Abbas 

only among the Arabians calleth ir Lepra, a Aby diſeaſe Which is hard to be 

: cured, yer he doch not declare it to be pernicious and deadly, who bath not ac- 
OSS counted ir altogether as alight thing (as the Greeks affirm it) and little differing 
* 528 from a ſcab: neither (as Auicen thought) pernicious and grievous, but only 
ill cre- lothſome and filthy. Whereby we may conjecture, that little credit is to be 
Ad v0 be attributed to words or names, unleſſe the matter be throughly diſcovered. 
* For one and the ſelf- ſame word by variety of Authors, bath entorced to up- 
rds er hold many diverſe and different ſigniſications, as in their Commentaries 
name. doth every where appear. But we have ſpoken by the way of the evils and 
defedat ions of the skinne,. only that the confuſion of things might be eſchu- 

ed, which happeneth by words miſ-underſtood. Therefore omitting theſe 

things, we will return unto our purpoſe, and with as much brevity as we can, 

we will diſparch the diſcourſe of the refidue of ſwelling ſo:es, among which, 
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. bdbeſides thoſe which we have rehearſed and touched already, are reckoned by 
Youth, the Greeks, Fouthi, Epimctidet, Hidros, Pfidraces, Exaubemaa, Celß papule, and 
2 | Pliny mentagra. Foruhi are little ſwellings, and thoſe hard, which ariſe in the 
3 outward skinne, and Superficies of the — (as Paulus and Galen chought) pre- 
ceeding from a groſſe humour, Which are either reſolved, or elie ripincd by 
a little matter which ſpr inget h with it. The Latines call them Vari : Gau ma- 
x keth mention libro quinto De medicam. ſecundum locos, of an eflet, which he 
1 callerh Fontheſus affect us, which he ſaith is the foundation and beginning of 
18 Clepbamiaſt, under the which diſeaſe he ſeemeth to comprehend the third and 
. 8 fourth kinde of that which Celſas nameth Imperigo. Epinyides, (as Celſua 
- © fuppoſcth) are Peſtilent puſhes, either of pale colour, or of à black co- 
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lour, or of a white hew, not exceeding the bigneſſe of a bean, ariſing either 
in the legs or in the feet. About them there is alwaics a very vehement inflam- © 
mation, and when they are opened, there is found a very thick and clammy ex- 
ulceration within. His colour is like unto his humor * but the grief greatly ſur- 
h the bigneſle of the (ore, which in quantity ſurmounteth not a b 
hey borrowed their title from the night, either ( as C xlſus thought) becauſe hy they 
that in the night time they pr icked and moleſted more grievouſly, or becauſe he called 
they molt commonly ariſe in the night. Pliny termeth them blewiſh puſhes, diſ- Epinyct᷑i- 
quiet ing eſpecially in the night tim. The Arabians call them Eſſere, Sere, or des. 
Sarre, which words explain the forenamed nature of che (ore. Thoſe which are 
called of the Greeks H7drea, the Lat ines term Sudamina, and Pliny, Papulæ ſudo Sudamius 
rum. Avicen, Planta noct is, and Almanſorus, and Alhaſaphum : whereby it com- Plaws 
eth to paſſe, that Epinyf#i doth much differ from Avicen his Planta nofis, al- not. 
though the Greek word Epryyis dot h draw his originall from the night. But | 
theſe Sudamina, as Galen ſaith, lib. 4. Aph. Aphor. 2 1. are reckoned amonꝑſt thoſe 
k inde of puſhes or whelks, which ſticking in the very ſuperficies of the body, do 
prick and ſhoot, not unlike to our common ulcers; and they come (as their 
name doth declare) by many bilious weats, which bite the skinne, and make 
it to itch and prick like ulcers. But this affect is common to boyes and young 
men, and to thoſe which are cholerick, and in the time of heat: but it is ſo eaſie 
to be cured, that of it ſelf (without any aid) it will heal, ripening with a white 
top · But Avicen thinks, that theſe deludations, by their deſcription, agree ta- 
ther with Celſus his Exanthemata, chen with Galen his Sudamina. But he who will 
obſerve the nature of the words, will think that Avicen his deſudations may well Peſudati- 
be the Greeks Hidra, which the Latines call Sudamina. But we muſt not follow ner. 
the names lo much among the Barbarian and Arabian Writers, but the genuine , Auicene. 
and ſincere r e of the things chemſelves. Pſydraces or Pſydraica, are Phydraces. 
uſhes which abiding in the very uttermoſt part of the skin, are reſembled to 
ladders excited by fire, which are called PhlyFene. Theſe riſe ſpecially in the 
head Pf acion is not truly read in Gelſus for Pſydracion. T hoſe puſhes which 
grow in the skinne, firſt coming by thick humours ſtuffed in the skinne, 
and are commonly called Morbik and Variole of Galen, becauſe they (well, qyorbilz. 
and wax big, as it were he bud of a flower, they are called Exawhemata, but pyriole. 
of Hippocrates ( becauic they do break our of themſelves) they are termed granhe. 
Efymaiz For d-, whereof Exanthema is derived, ſigniſieth a flower, and „tz. 
zahl ( whereof Efhymacomerh ) fignifeth to burſt out. Pliny calleth ſuch. E xþy mare. 
puſhes,whelks, and the eruptions of flegme. Bur theſe ate of two kindes: for 
ſome of them are ſteep, and ſome go out into breadth. Thoſe which are ſtcep, 
do grow of a more thinne and hot humour, and excite itch : bur thoſe 
which are broad, do flow, and proceed from a more cold and thick hu- 
mour, and do not a whit procure itch The firſt ſort, of the common Phy- 
fitians are known by the name Morbili: the ſecond by this name Variolæ. 
But the Frenchmen prepoſterouſly abuſing the names, have called the low 
and broad kinde Rubeole, but the higher fort Variole Hippocrates lib. 3. Epi. 
doth divide theie kindes of puſhes into little and great Efymatg; in calling 
the ſteeper kinde Magni berpetes, either becauſe ( as Galen faith”) they oc» 
I 3 3 cupic 
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cupie a great place, or elſe becauſe they happen with a vehement enawine. 
For indeed theſe ſometimes appear great in height onely, ſometimes boch 


in height and breadth. Cornelius Celſus lib g. medicinæ ſuæ, in his Treatiſe ot Im- 


petige, rem embrech two kindes of whelkes : the one ſomewhat ſmall, which 


if it be daily rubbed with taſting ſpittle, it waxeth whole : the other ſome- 
what greatcr, wherein the skinne is made more ſharp, and is exulccrate, and 


groweth very vehemently, and looketh red, and is hardly cured. H- ſaith 


that this is termed of the Greeks ela, in Latine fera. But in both theſe ł indes 
he confeſſeth that chere is lefle impediment and corruption then in Impetigo; 
ſo that he afhrm-th, that evil, whole cure is hard, except it be taken away, 
doth change and turn into Impetigo. The Frenchmen (if I may judge thete— 
of) do call both theſe kindes, bur ſpecially the firſt, Dartræ. For that evil be- 

ineth to be very round, and after the {ame manner iv cometh (as it were) 
into a circle, and creepeth ſlowly. Which whelks or puſhes do agrce in all 
things to be thoſe which are (aid of Celſus to be of the fir it kinde. Som: do 
— <r affirm, that theſe wheiks ſo named of Celſus, do nothing differ 
from Lychene among the Grecians, or the Impetigo among tlic Latines, And 
we have read, that that onely author among the Latines hath turned Lychene 
into Papulæ. Mentagra a Latine word uſed of Plime, wherein he ſeemed in 
the begining lib. 16. to have 8 meant another thing trom Impctigo, 
and that it was farre away a worle evil then that which the Greeks compre - 
hend under the name of Lychene, although in his Phyſick he hath interpreted 
ſometime Lychene among the Greeks, ro be Impetigo, and the like diſeaſe 
called Mentagra, he termeth alſo in the ſame place Lychene. Furthermore, the 
ſame Plinie reporteth, that this evil crept fit it inte Italy in the raign of Ti- 
berius Ceſar, which grief in all the time before was unknown to all Europe, 
much leſſe unto Italy. It was of ſo great filthineſſe and corruption, that any 
death was to be preferred or wiſhed before it; and alſo of ſo great infection, 
that by the ſwift paſſage thereof, onely by kifling one another it infected the 
people, but chiefly thoſe that were governours and rulers among them. This 
evil began almoſt at the chin, for that it did chiefly affect and annoy, where- 
upon it took this name Mentagra. This perhaps is that ſcab, which certain 
ot the Frenchmen call mala dartra. Galen allo ſcemeth to acknowledge this 


= diſeaſe: for in his firſt book de medigam: compoſ: ſecundum locos, he remem- 


breth a moſt vile kinde of Impetigo of the chin, which ( as be rehearſeth out of 


Crito) provoketh r. it afflictetth allo the Patients, and bringeth them into 


no (mall danger. For ſomet imes (ſaith he) it runneth over the whole face, and 
goeth up to the very eyes, and it cauſeth the greateſt deformity of the body 
almoſt that can be: which deſcription of Impetigo, doth conſent in all things 
with the Mentagra of Plinie. But they do greatly erre, which do think that 
this moſt contagious Lychene, called of Plinie Mentagra, is that diſeaſe which 
at this day commonly {ome do call Gallicum malum, ſome Neapolitanum, o- 
therſome nor bearing any hate or injury to their countries, do call it Fenercum. 
For this infect ion was altogether unknown to the ancient Phyſitians, and alſo 
of the former age: and firit of all it crept into Neapolis in the year after the 


- incaraation of Chriſt, 1493. at whichtimc Charles the eight, the moſt invin- 


cible 
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cible King of Fraxce did overcome and win the Alpes, : #bovr allo to in- 
vade traly, although not long before, it had ſptead it felf abroad through the , 
countries of Spain, as ſome report. Wherefore having as it were the original and 
beginning from thence, it began to be called Hip auica lurt, the Spaniſh peſti- 
lence: which plague being ſent upon the earth as it were by the juſt revengement 
of God (as we may think) for their filthy and abominable whoredome forbidden 
| of God, hath corrupted and overthrown wirh the contagion thereof a great part 
of humane kinde. For the ſame ſickneſſe the Magiſtrates and Officers taſted of, 
the priſoners and captives felt, the heads of their countries ſuſtained, and the 
common people alſo were infected wit hall: ſo ſwift was the paſſage thereof from 
oge to another: and now alſo it ſtrayeth and wandereth through the countries 
of France, Spain, Italy, and all Europe, to the great annoyance of rhe people. There 
are alſo certain puſhes beſides theſe, rehearſed even now out of Avicen lib. 4. cal» 
led Glandoſa, which do ſeem to differ nothing from the diſeaſe called Ganglion, Puftule 
but in reſpect only of the leſſer or the greater. There is mention alſo 50 by glandoſa. 
the ſame ¶Avicen, lib. 3. of certain whelks, which he calleth in the fame place bo- 
thores juncturarum: and in lib. 4 he calleth them almatim,which becauſe he ſhew - | 
eth that they be black, and reſembling ereen corn, they mult doubtleſſe be thoſe 
which the Greeks call Terminthi, which a little before we accoumed among the 
ſpecies of Phyma. Theſe ¶ xiſus ſeemeth to compare unto vari, which be ſpots in nini 
the face 3 who alſo judgeth them to be called of rhe Greeks helcodes, that is, Kice- . 
roſe, full of ſcabs or ſores. Theſe white and milky puſhes, ſo called of Rafis and Puſtule 
S$erapion, and of Avicen, levis bothor, if their deſcriptions be throughly conſider- 40g. 
ed, they will ſeem to pertain unto the whelks called of the Greeks Ionthi, which 
we in Latine have named vari ; although the ſelf ſame remedies which Avicen 
hath fer down for them, be rauz hn of Dioſcorides for the diſeaſe ephelide, that is to 
ſay, for the roughneſſe and ſwartneſſe of the face, being cauſed by the heat of 
the Sun. H itherto we have intreated of the differences of tumors above nature, 
which chiefly have their reſidence outward{y above the body. Now let us pro- 


ceed to declare rhe cauſes of them. 


CHAP. IIL 
Of the canſes of tumors above nature, appearing univerſally 
on the out ſide of the body. 

Here are two cauſes of tumors chancing beſides nature, agreed of among The cauſes 
the latter ſort of Phyſicians and Chirurgions: that is to ſay, generall and of Tumors 
ſpell cauſes.

the ſive vertue, or by reaſon of the naturall knitting together, that it hath 
wich the retentive member, or becauſe of the ſtraitneſle of the particular porcs : 
but ſome part receiveth the flux, becauſe it is either painfull, ot hot, or ſome- 
what weak, or ſeldome, and baſe, or ſetled in the neather room. Furthermore 
by means of the humour, there is a defluxion or flow ing down into ſome part 
ol the body, becauſe it is in abundance ſuper fluous, of nature troubleſome, and 


ol ſubſtance thin. But the ſpace or place is a cauſe of the flux, by reaſon of the 


largenels of the paſſages, as of the veins, arteries and pores. But of congeſtion, 
( which is the other generall cauſe of tumors which chance above nature) there 
are aſſigned two cauſes, that is to (ay, the fault of the vertue nutritive, and 
the imbecillity of the vectue expulſive. By which things we gather, that hot 
tumors happen for the molt part through the defluxion of humours, but cold 
tumors are rather ee by their congeſtion, But after what manner a 
hot flux exc iteth the tumour, Galen doth declare plainly and wittily, in that 
lirtle book which be intituled, Inequili intemperies, writing after this man- 
ner: A hot deſcending of a flux ( iaith he) as ſoon as it hath once placed it 
ſelf in the muſcle, firſt the greater arteries and veins are filled and ra. 
out, then by their means the leſſer are diſtended, and ſo it proceedeth un- 
till it cometh to the leaſt of all. In them, when a flux is ſtrongly compact 
together, and can no longer be containued, part thereof iſſueth out through the 
extreme parts of them, and part is ſt ained out through the holes of the tu- 
nicles, and is ſpeedily ſent forth; and then thoſe void places are filled with the 
flux, which are between the beſt and chiefeſt bodies. Thus all things pro- 
ceeding of the humour, do wax hot in every place, and allo are ſtill powred 
forth. And theſe are the fanews, the bindings or ligaments, the fall films, 
the very fleſh, and belides theſe, the arteries and veins, which truly being the 

rincipall, are diverſly and many waies afflicted above the reſt. Far inward- 

by reaſon of the flux they are both made hor, and alſo are ſtretched out, and 
torn and pulled aſunder. And outwardly alſo, they are not only made hot, 
but alſo are ſuppreſſed and made heavy. But the other parts of the body, 
ſome truly are only made hot or kept down, and ſome are affected with 
both. And this diſcaſe is called Phlegmone. H it herto Galen. Therefore in ſuch 
kinde of tumours chancing beſides nature, which are cauſed of the flowing of 
humours, ſomething already ( at the leaſt way at the beginning, and before the 
ftux did begin to ſtrive ) is made and ingendred, and ſomething is yet to come, 
and teſteth in the generation. That which doth happen as yet, is the mater 
which went before, which as yet abideth in the flux: but that which is ingen- 
dred already, is the joyned matter, which hath already flowed, and is compact 


in the aggrieved place. Hereupon therefore there muſt be uſed a diligent care 


of rhe Phyſician in ſuch kindes of Phlegmone which as yet remain in genera- 
tion ( 3s in all other tumors alſo and diſeaſes which are yet in beginning, nc i- 
ther yet have obtained perfection) as Galen, lib. 13. meth. med. doth declare 
them to be known and perceived, both by that which foreſeeth, and that which 
cureth : but theſe things pertain to another kinde of ſtudy. But it is convenient 
that we ſet down the ſpeciall cauſes of tumors which are above nature, to

Bur the internall hath his being 
within the body, and doth preſently procreate the malady, as are humours at- 
feed beſides nature. But they do conſtantly affirm, that he never ſo mach as 
dreamed of that, which they term cauſa conjunfa, whenas according to his o- 


roi every affect which letteth and hindereth the actions and duties of the 
y, is a malady it (elf, and not the cauſe of a malady; and that conjunct᷑a 
Cauſa, which eAvicen and his ſect have invented, according to theic own de-

CHAP. II 
Of the ſigns of Tumors beſides nature generally appearing, 
together with the jndgements thereof. 


Umors beſide nature, being reſiant in the extremeſt parts of the body General! 
(the examining and ſpeculation whereat doch appertain to the Chirur- gn of t- 
ion) being ſurveyed by the judgement of the ſenſes, and the affected parts mors above 
— touched and felt with che hands, are eaſily deſcried and known. For nature. 
in every part ot che body, there appearet h a certain kinde of increaſing exceed- 
ing the naturall ſtate, and diſtending above the meaſure of nature, that part 
which it affe cteth, and it letteth the duties or act ions thereot, becauſe eit her 
{ome humour, or ſome ſuch ſubſtance proceeding of the humour, ot which 
do (avour ſomew hat of the nature of the bumour, or a vaporous ſpitit hath 
excited it, there alſo mutt needs happen a tumor beſides nature. But the tu- 
mors which they call true Apoſtemes, are diſcerned by their twelling, by their 
pain, and by their heat, being ſtrerebed out more or leſle. But they are not 
counted to be true Apoſtemes indeed, which we have termed puſtule and Al. 
ſceſſus, beſides that tumor: which malady the G:ecianscall cacoeihia, and alto in 
the greater or leſler ſequeſtration, determiuata. But the ſigns of every parti - Particular 
cular A ene and ot their matter whereof they be ingendred, ſhall be de- Vg, 
clared in their due place, in that which followeth. In the meantime we will 
handle the ſimple differences of thoſe tumors which are above nature by the

But truly thoſe tumors beſides 

nature, which they terme not true Apoſtemes,are very often found ſincere and 

pure. Bur we will handle the cures of fimple and ſincere tumors in thoſe things 

which follow, by the which the remedies alſo of compound and intricate tu- 

mors ſhall manifeſtly appear. For I think it good to diſcourſe of all the kindes 

of rumors, and alſo to diſpoſe aright that which ſhall ſeem ſuperfluous. For 

if a man ſhall know all the ſimple tumors, and learn after what manner they 

be compounded together, he ſhall be furniſhed ſufficiently to exerciſe him- 

ſelf particularly in the reſt. But now let us ſee other opinions and judgements 

generally concerning the tumors themſelves. Periods, paroxiſmi, and the criſes 

of tumors beſides nature, do follow the humours of the analozie whereof they 

be contlated or ingendred (Guido affirming the ſame ) which analogie, we 

here declare to be a property or proportion, a nature or a likeneſſe of ſub- 

ſtance, which they call forma fpecifica & occulta, a ſpeciall and hidden form.

theſe conſiderations, if you will declare the beſt method of curing, you ſhall 
finde in all thoſe rumours before- mentioned, when the cure is to be ended by 
the help of Chirurgery, and when by the force of medicines. But truly the 
ſtudy of Chirurgery in thoſe chiefly which now we do intrear of, that is, in 
thoſe tumours which are altozerber above nature, doth tend to the killing and 
deſtroying ot them, and doth wholly declare after what ſort they may be ta- 
ken away.

to content 2 reaſonable Phyſician, and one which is exerciſed in this kinde of 
ſtudy. Bur becauſe we have taken in hand to write theſe things for the practiti- 
oners of Chyrurgery, and not for the learned only, it ſhall not be amiſſe, neither 
any thing from our purpoſe, if after this generall and compendious method, 
we let down more particularly thole things which not anly the ancient Phy- 
Gcians, but alſo the later ſart of Chyrurgians have left bekinde them in wri- 
ting. Therefore above the generall rule, as they term it, the Chyrurgians of our Four inten- 
age are wont to reduce the order of curing Ph , unto four branches or tenttout in 
particular intentions: that is to ſay, imo a juſt obſervation of a good diet, the cure of 
2. the topping of flux, or the turniag away of the matter which went before, Phlegmone

Some to this 
end do apply horſe-leeches, and they do epen a little the veins that be next the 
ſore zibutithoſe deep and often ſections or ſcarifications are much more effectu- 
all ro eure that evill. But becauſe of the greatneſſe of the Canker, we uſe great 
ſe&ions; or oſten inciſions (which we call ſcarifications) the one, when the evil 
is more rotten, the other when it only beg inneth ro tot. For the greater the evil 


is, the greater remedy it requireth (as every man may know.) But when you Ager ſea-

But in E ſipelas ædematoſum, or 
ſcirrhoſum, you muſt ule a purgat ion which hath a mingled and manifold force, 
that is, which can purge, partly choler, partly fleam, or melancholy humour.

then thoſe puſhes which are commonly called Varislæ. For theſe (as »Avicen Variol. t. 
writeth ) proceed of bloud, but the other are cauſed rhrongh the admixtion of Papularum 
choler and bloud. But if any man do long or defire to know what name the an-rruptiones. 
cient Phyſicians did bequeath unto theſe puſtulous ulcers, we have declared Ecthymata. 
that in Latin they are called of Phny, Papulz, and ſometime pituite eruptiones, Herpetum 
flegmatick eruptions, but in Greck of Hippocrates lib.

CHAP. XIX. 


The judgement and cure of Verruce: 


ANTS all theſe evils eAcrochordon and Thymion are oftentimes (as Acrochor- 
Celſus reporteth See and do heal of themſelves, and the leſſer they dene 
be, the ſooner they be ended. But Myrmecia and claui do ſcarce at any time Thymiom 
ceaſe without curing. If Acrochordon be cut off, it leaveth no root behinde Lib. 5. | 
ir, and therefore it groweth not again. But where Thymion and clauus be Myrmevide: | 
cut off, there ariſeth up underneath a little round root, which deſcendeth Claui. Wo 
down ſomewhat deep into the fleſh, and there abiding, it doth cauſe 1 
the aforeſaid evils to grow againe. Ohrmecia dee hold faſt with very 
broad rootes, and therefore rhey cannot be cur. off without great ulce- 
ig ration. It is profitable to cut off ( lauus, and then ſprinkle it over with-hot 
J water; for ſo it doth wax ſoft and tender without any mote ado: and ii 
it doth bleed, it oftentimes dieth and ccaſeth. It is alſo taken away, by 
cleanſing it round about, and by laying on it Roſin mixed with the bearen pow- 
der of Lapis molaris. But the other kindes (as the ſame Celfus athrmeth) mult 
be cured with hot medicines. Now the fitteſt remedy for the other evils, is

Other ſome 
to extinguiſh theſe diſcaſes, do make a Liniment of the ruſt of braſſe, (which 
of the late Phyſicians is called Viride æris, & flos aris) of brimſt one, and of the 
diſtilled water of Vine branches, And this is the only method of curing, which 
they are 3 to ue in racing out of Verrucæ, that is, by gnawing and ſcal- 
ding medicines. But this one thing is moſt diligenty to be obſerved in admi- 
niſtring ſuch kinde of medicines, which Ceiſus doth admonjſh us of in his fift 
Book : namely, that thoſe parts which are about the evils, onght to be co- 
vered wich leaves, leſt they alſo be exulcerate; for which cauſe ſome do a- 
noint the places about the diſeaſes, with ointment of Bolearmoniack, with 
Terra fizillata, with Roſe water and Vinegar.

The other way unnaturall fleam 
iscauſed through admixtion, that is, whenas ſome other humour doth hap- 
pen to come unto it extraordinarily, as for example, either bloud, or choler, or 
melancholy. If bloud be commixed wich fleam, it is lweet: if choler be min- 
therewith, it is cauſed to be ſalt: if melancholy, it is ſowr and ſharp. 
here are thetefore eight kindes of naturall phlegm after the opinion of 
Avicen, Haly Abbas appointeth four only. But Galen ( ſaith Galen) ſeem- 
eth to aſſign unto it only two kindes, that is, ſalt and lowr, although in his 
ſecond book of the differences of feavers, and in his ſecond book, De locis aj- 
fectis, and in many other places alſo he maketh mention of the fleam called 
Vitreum, which ofcentimes doth joyn it ſelf with fowr fleam, by reaſon of 
that affinity and acquaintance that it hath with ir. By theſe things therefore 
is gathered, that of fleam there are ingendred eight ſpecies or differences of 
rumours beſides nature. For firſt of phlegm that is naturall, cometh a true and 
alawfull Oedem a. Secondly, of unnaturall fleam, by reaſon of admixtion, there 
proceed three other differences or tumours, becaule that three other humours 
may be commixed therewith ; and theſe be they, Oedema phlegmonides, Ocdema 
677 des, and Ocdema ſcirrbo des. Thicdly, of unnaturall fleam, through 
the alteration of his natural! ſubſtance, there ariſe four differences of tumors. 
For firſt of windy and vapourous phlegm doth come that tumour, which of 
the Latines 9 called Inflatio, but commonly among the Phyſicians 
it is termed Apoſtema ventoſum, a windy Apoſteme. Secondly, of wateriſh 
fleam there proceedeth a wateriſh Apoſteme. Thirdly, of raw, thick, and groſſe 


-fleam, there are engendred thoſe rumours which ſome do call Leves nodi, and 


there are alſo ingendred flegmatick abſceſſions, which they doe commonly 
call Exituræ pblegmaticæ. But theſe are called of the interpreter of eAvicen, Du- 
belet figida, of which ſort are theſe, Steatomata, Atheromata, and Melicerides : 
Ganglia alſo, which be called of eAvicen, Glandulz, and other of that kind which 
tal be ſpaken of in that which followeth. Now of hard or rather of indurated 
and (as I may ſay ) of caked fleam, there do ariſe all thoſe hard knots, which

but of the Latines Abſceſſms. Bur the marks and tokens of the ending and fi- 


niſhing of theſe kindes ot tumours are handled before in our generall diſcourſe , 


of tumours. Theſc œdematous tumours are rather excited in the winter time, 
then at other ſeaſons, for then very much fleam is gathered rogether in mens 
bodies. Theſe tumours alſo do greatly and very often trouble old men, and 
them which be given to gluttony.

decline unto. heat and drineſſe, with a certain attenuation or diminiſhing. 
T herefore chuſe and prepare a thin and dry ayr. Let him take for his drink 
wine that is fined, and clean from dregs, clear, white, or ſomewhat red, which 
they call Clarer wine, which in his kinde mult be excellent good, and allayed a 
little with water. Let his bread be very well baked, and well handled. Let him 
eat the fleſn of ſheep,or the fleſh of the birds of mountains and of the plains, 
and thoſe rather roſted then ſodden.

But now ſeeing theſe three things, vix the moiſt matter, 
the imbecillity of the naturall heat, and the thicknefle of the pores of the bo- 
dy, do concurre together to the generation of Inflatio, (as hath already been 

1 declared) the order therefore ot the cure thereof ſhall be this; firſt, to ſtreng- 
Inftations then the ſubſtance of the heat, to extenuate the vapour and flatuous matter, 
curatio-· and to prevent or open the thickneſſe of the pores of the body (wherein this 
vaporous ſpirit gathered now together, is contained.) Now we make perfect 

and finiſh the two later things, thar is, the rarifying of the thick body, and the

You muſt uſe hot and dry things, and thoſe reme- 
dies alſo which can attenuate and diflolve windineſſe, as is bread made of 
Barley with a little Salt and Cummin-ſeed. Let the Patients fink be ſmall . 
Ale or Beer. Let him ule the decoction of Cicers mixed with Onions. Let 
him take Apium hortenſæ (which is commonly called Petreſclinum, er K. 
Calamint, Rev, Cummin. Let the fleſh which he catcth on, be rather roſted 
then ſodden, and eſpecially the fleſh of birds ( as hach been ſaid in the former 
Chapter.) Bur now, that you may diſpatch the ſecond intention, you malt gecunda 
ſtrengthen and corroborate the vertue concoctive with ſome ſweet and odori- item io. 
ferous ſavours, and by confections, and electuaries appointed for this pur- 
pole, as be thele, Diacumiuum, Dia;alaminthe, Aromaticum roſarum, and this 
decoction follow ing, which they call Drageta: R of Anniſe, of Fennell, Cor- 9, xc: s 
nus, Das, Commin, of Laurell berries beaten together, ana. $ j. of Liquo- belpeth PTY 
rice, Galingale, white Ginger, ana.

. ly binde. But if the medicine containeth no aſtriction, it encreaſeth ſometime 
Phlegmone, and eſpecially in thoſe bodies which are plethorick nud full- ot 
humours. Being mindefull therefore of theſe three indications already de- 
clared ( that is, of concoction, digeſtion, and moderate aſtriction) in the mui- 
cles which are inflated by means of ſome bruiſe or ſtripe, when great pain 
doth afflict, you ſhall the rather uſe.a more mitigating medicine, and you 
ſhall greatly reſiſt pain, by uſing more Oyl and Wine, whoſe force I know 
to be mighty, whenas pain together with the inflation doth ſpeedily ha- 
ſten to an end. And truly the time is the ſhorter, if you miniſter thoſe things 
which have a ſtrong and mighty eſtect, as are. theſe, Lye and Vinegar, and 
next after them Wine hath a mighty operation. As often therefore as you 
minde not to aſſwage pain, you ſhall caſt into the mixture, a greater quan- 
tity of Lye and Vinegar. Again, when you inten to repell and drive Tak, 
you muſt put in mare of Wine then of other things, which Wine ſhalt be 
more effectuall for this purpoſe if it be black and ſharp. Bur if you pleaſe to 
digeſt, you ſhall miniſter the greater quantity of Lye. Bur if you ſhall mingle 
Vinezar with them, the mixture ſhall be profitable both waies, becaule that 
Pro lixi- Vinegar hath a double and mingled faculty. But when the muſcle is not pain- 
vio Aphro- ed, you may lawfully for want of Lye uſe *Aphonitrum, but it muſt not be 
nitrum. gxavelly, but rather fomie..

call a loofe tumour, which is without pain. But if wateriſh excrements do Seroſum 
abound, they are wont to bring the Dropſie (which they call Aſcites) which if i remen- 
they ſhall couch themſelves in one only member, they do raiſe in it Phyctæ- n.

1 8 AN 114 ſo called of the Grecians, Cherades, that is, Strume, which they 
tio abſceſ- allo call Screfule, Bronchocele, which they name Becum, and Hernia gut- 
ſun pitui- turis, Melicerides, Steatomata, and Atheromata ; alſo Teſtudo, Taha, Nada, or 

Napta, which names given to tumours, were invented of the late Phyſicians, 
and are not any ap oa. among ancient writers. T hoſe tumours allo which A- 
vicen calleth Fugille, and Nodi, and Yulgaris Bubo, together with many other 
tumours of that kinde, in what part ſoever of the body they do grow, they have 
their generation of fleam, and for that cauſe are juſtly referred unto phleg- 
matick tumours. But although certain of the above- named Abſceſſions do 
degenerate into a ſtony hardneſſe, and into ſchirrhous diſeaſes, yet the root 
and the original a de, of them for the moſt part is fleam, ( as Aviccn de- 
clareth) yet we will not deny, but that ſome other humour may ſometime be 
commixed with fleam, whereof ſuch kinde of Abſceſſions do come, and ſo 
there do grow up thoſe Abſceſſions which are both compound and of another 
Simplicis kinde. Bur our intent is to ſpeak here of {imple Abſceſſions only, by whoſe 


ſunt regu- proportion or analogy the knowledge of compound tumours ſhall appear

This Glanduls (ſaith he) is 
every where ſoft, one alone, moveable and difſevered from the other parts ly- 
ing about it, oftentimes growing in the clean and pure parts of the body. 
But Glandula in Avicen doth breed either in the hand, or in the foot, or in 
ſome other place joyned to the finews and cords of the body, and theſe Glan- 
dul he would not have deſtroyed, leſt the ſick thereby ſhould fall into Spaſ- 
mos; the cramp- They do happen alſo in the palm of the hand, and in the 
forchead, as Avicen ſaith, who alſo calleth them ſometime Glauduloſa Apo- 
Avicens flemata, ſometime Nod! : for he doth entreat of thoſe evils very raſhly in divers 
Glandule Chapters, as in his Chapter de Nodis, even unto the end, and in his Treatiſc 
are all one de. Glandulis. Therefore Avicess Glandulz do ſeem to be divers from Guido 
with Gan- bis Glandule, and Ganglia among the Grecians to be all one with Avicen 
. bis Glandule, which thing Paulus his words next following do plainly tell ific :

veſſels of the body that lie under chem: yet ſometime (although ſeldome) they 


are cauſed by means of the fleſh of the ſame places, which through a certain 


kinde of affinity is turned into the nature of Strumæ, and is encreaſed by the ad- 
dition of matter ( as it pleaſed Leonidas.) The Latines call them Strumæ, but 
the Greeks (hæradet, either truly becauſe of the ſtones called Cherades growing 
in the ſea, or elſe becauſe of thoſe beaſts called Sows, that bring forth a 
great company of pigges at once (for thele evils do riſe up many together)

mata, eAtheromata, and Melicerides, Lupia (ſaith Guido) is ſoft and round like 
unto a Hop, and chiefly chuſeth his place in hard and dry places of the body, as 
in the eyc-lids, and in other finewy members; the Frenchmen call it commonly 
une Loupe. Therefore if the deſcription and cure of ir, (which ſhall be afterward 
handled ) be conferred with the deſcription and cure of Ganglium amongſt 
the Greeks, the diſeaſes will appear not much different or unlike : bur they 
do greatly erre which do make this evill called Lupia, to be all one with that 


diſcale called Lupas. For Lupus is a malignant ulcer quickly conſuming the nea- Lupas mor- 


ther parts, bur ſpecially annoying the thighs and legs, and it is very hungty like bus.

place, growing eſpecially about the finewy place of the body. Bur Avicen 
in a certain place, defineth Nodi to be dubeleta frigida, and he compareth this 
name with Steatomats, which are called adipoſi, and adopini Nodi, fat kernels :

Meliceris and Atheroma, are moſt incident to mens bodies, and Galen maketh 
mention of them in very many places, we think it convenient (having here got- 
ten ſo fit opportunity) to treat of them plainly, to declare their nature, and 
their marks, whereby they may be known, and in what things alſo they do

ces and other things like unto ſmall pieces of Brimitone : oftentimes, there 
are found in them certain things like unto the chewed bones of a Henne, and 
like unto hairs wound up together. This tumor Atheroma, appeareth in form 
and . very long, and lomewhat elevated in height, which being preſſed 
with the fingers, by reaſon of clammiſhnefle and thicknefle of the humour, 
doth flowly yeeld or go back, and the fingers being removed, it doth ſlowly 
alſo return again. And Mekeerſs is a tumour which is void of pain alſo, but 
et it is round, wherein the humour which is alſo included in ſome finewy tuni- 
cle (which they call Cyftis ) is found ſomewhat thinne, repreſenting the ſub- 
ſtance of hony, whereupon {ome of the Latines do call it Mellifavium, a honey- 
comb. Meliceris therefore doth differ from Atheroma in faſhion,and in ſubſtance 
of the humour, for both the form is more round, and the ſubſtance of the hu. 
mour more {lender. This hony tumour therefore is further extended then Athe- 
rene, and by preſſing it with the fingers, it doth ſpeedily give place, and when 
angers are removed, it doth with the like celerity return to the former 
But Steatome is a rumour alſo beſides nature, all of one colour, and very 
gentle to be handled 3 in the beginning truly it is very ſmall, but in proceſſe 
of time, ir encreaſeth and becometh more copious, wherein is contained a 
hnmour very like unto tallow, which is alſo comprehended under the films 
of the body. This is diſtinguiſhed from Meliceris, and from eAtheroma, by rea- 
ſon of the hardneſſe thereof, for it is both full and plentifull, and it doth ſo 
reſiſt touching, that ir will in no wiſe yeeld to the thruſting of the fingers.

But 
rencet / there are now found out very many titles given to theſe kindes of phlegmatick 
ck abſceſſions. But we ought not greatly to Rand upon the names of them, ſo that 
ce ont. we know and underſtand the only differences of them, becauſe it falleth ſo out, 
that according to the diverſity of their names, their cures and judgement do 
vary. Therefore of ſuch kindes of abſceſſions, ſome truly are included within 
a certain Skin or tunicle (which they call £ytix) and ſome ate deeply planted 
in the fleſh, ſome have a ſlender foundation, or ſmal! root, and ſome again 
are very large and broad. Alto ſome are eaſie to be reſolved, and ſome are 
farre otherwiſe : ſome great and ſome little. Some alſo do come unto ſuppu- 
ration, and ſome do not. To conclude, ſome tumours are ſcalie, fiſtulous and 
cankerous, but ſome do admit or ſuffer none of theſe things. The cauſes ot

But the mark whereby we may know whether they be covered with 
Note 4b any veil or not, is this; there is moveableneſſe and inconſtancy of the film 
ſceſſus ve- or skin called Cyſts, which the ancient Phyſicians have named Tunica, and 
lamento there is a ſeparation of the skinne : but when they be ſurely fixed, that is, abi- 
incluſs. ding in one place, and do cleave faſt to the fleſh, it is an evident token that 
they ate garded about with no film or tunicle at all.

*Arnaldus hath noted in a certain place. T hoſe remedies therefore, which are 
ourwardly applyed to them, do profit little or nothing. Bur theſe diſeaſes (as

they procure Feavers alſo, neither do they at any time ripen eaſily, and they 
are cuted either with ſome hot inſtrument, or with medicines, and often- 
times they doe riſe up again beſides their ſcarres, and a long time after they 
require medicines again: and moreover it ſo cometh to-paſſe that they re- 
main in the fleſh a long ſeaſon. The inciſion and corrofiving of ſuch tumors 
is greatly to be feared about the belly, the neck, and the joynts, by reaſon of the 
＋ 5 and knitting together of the veins, the arteries, and the ſinews, and 
alſo of the inter nall capacity, In the inciſion alſo of great Glandule, it beho- 
verh greatly to eſchue that vein which lyeth at the root of them, and doth- 
bring nouriſhment uno them. For oftentimes it bringeth great profußon of 
bloud, whereupon there enſueth ſtraightway no ſmail danger. Thele evils called 
Strume, do greatly differ among themſelves, both in greatneſſe, nature, place, 
beginning, multirude, and joyning together of the vetlels (as A tius hath ga- 
5 thered out of Leonidas.) Therefore line Strumæ are ſooner and more eaſie |

Therefore 
if they will follow the counſell of Avicen, let them eſchue all thoſe meats 
which are of a groſſe juyce, the drinking alſo of cold things, roo much ſaticiy 
and immoderate fullneſſe, and thoſe things alſo which procure vomit and 
abhorring of meats. But they mult abide as much hunger as can be. They 
mutt chictly procure a good digeſtion, and avoid a moilt houſe, that is cither 
ſituated in low valleys,or in Fens, or frequented with corrupted waters. Let his 
Aque alu- drink be wine that is excellent, and of the beſt, or elle let it be water of Allium, 
minoſæ vis. or of Brimſtone: for ſuch kinde of mincrall waters, eſpecially thoſe which do

Arie. vehemently theſe ſoft and little abſceſſions (which Avicen doth cal 
Glandule, and the new Phyſicians Lupie) you do lay on a plate of lead made 
fir for the tumour, and binde it very ſtrongly in the middeſt, leſt it ſlide from the 
Lupiæ cui place: for this doth digeſt theſe kindes of tumours. Firſt therefore let Lupiæ 
ratio, ſoftly rubbed with the hand untill it wax ſomewhat hot, untill it be atter 
a ſort ſofter then it (elf. Afterward let the affected member be ſurely laid 
hold on with the hands, and let it be ſo often, and ſo vehemently ſtricken, with 
the bortome of a ſaucer, or with ſome other ſolid thing, that it may be 
diſſevered, and that the inward Gyſ/tis thereof (which is the film wherein it 
| is included) may be rent and broken, and ſo the matter therein contained 
Lanins may be diſperſed: which thing being done, apply the plate of lead upon the 
 plambes. place, and let it be bound very ſtrongly with a (wathing band that hath two 
ends, neither let it be removed for the ſpace of nine or tea daies, but let the 
plate be of that greatneſſe ( as it was ſaid of late) that it may anſwer to the 
proportion of Lupiæ. But there are ſome which before the application [of 
any plate of lead do miniſter this ointment, made of burnt lead, of the bark 
of the Elder- tree, or of the Figge- tree, with oyl and vinegar. Other do firſt uſe 
an Emplaiſter made of Aloes, Acatia, Mirrhe, Olibawum, Sarcocolla, putting to 
eam them a little vinegar, or the white of an egg, as much as ſhall ſeem ſutficient to 
RSE. commix with the reſt. Henricus was wont to lay upon them lirtle flakes (as he 
and many other Chirurgians ot that ſect do call them) made of flax, dipped 
| in the white liquor of an eg,with ſalt and alume Z uccharinum unthicked. More- 
Gangly over Philagrius almoſt after the ſame manner was wont to cure Glaxglia (as it 
curdtio ex is in ¶ tias) which diſcaſes are tumors unequall (as we (aid before) ſpeaking 
Philagrio. after this ſort. We deny ( ſaith he) the labour of the Chirurgians, that is, 
| bloud-letring in Ganglia, GR if they chance in the hands, or in the feet, 
bur we muſt cure them only by medicines. For we anoint them by the fire 
with Ammoniack, which muſt be made pliant to the thickneſſe of an Emplai- 
ſer : afterward we apply a plate of lead equal for the tumour 3 and leſt it ſhould 
ide away from the we bind it to the middeſt with ſtraight bands. But a 
few daics after, when we know that Ganglium is mollified, we take away the 
bands, and ( not ſaying any thing to the ſick) while the place is yet hot, we 
Lupie & faſten the thumbe of our right hand upon Ganglium, and laying faſt hold on 
genglion - -the member with our other four fingers we violently, break it, and ſo Fan- 
1 all one glium is preſcntly diſſolved.

hang upon womens ſpindles to make them turn round, which was more lum plum- 
large and ample for the diſeaſe. For truly,ſaith he, with the weight thereof, it hcum. 
doth more ſpeedily diflolve the evil. Therefore in the cure of Ganglia, it is 
far better to uſe ſuch mollifying and diſcuſſing medicines, then the diligence 
of the Chyrurgian (with exciſion of the tumours,) eſpecially when they do 
grow inthe legges, or in the arms, or in the principall parts of the body. 

For it is to be feared, that if they be cut off, the member is made lame and 
unperte&t. Bur thoſe diſeaſes which do occupy the head or the forehead, may 
ſafely be cured with the hand, that is, may be cut off or pulled up by the 
roots. Therefore divide the outward skinne with a penknife, and then (if the Gaxglio- 
tumours be ſmall) lay hold on the foundation of them with a pair of pinſers, un per 
or ſome ſuch like inſtrument, and cut them off from the root. But if they CHrurgias 
be great, thruſt them through with a hook, and lift them up and wind them cis.

Pau- 
lus alſo was wont notably to diſcuſſe Strumæ with unſlaked lime, ſteeped 

in hony, or inthe filthineſſe of mens bodies that doth arife either in exer- 

ciſing themielves, or in Barthes, or elſe in oyl, or Sows greaſe. The like 

vertue, ſaith e tius, hath tbe filthineſſe of exerciſing places (craped from the 

walls, which muſt be well beaten together and ſpread upon a linnen cloth, 

and applycd afrer rhe manner of an Emplaiſter.

( as the veins and arteries) put them ſoftly and eaſily aſide. After theſe things 
diſtend and ſtretch out the ſides of the ſection, or the edges of the divided skin 
with pinſers, or with other ſuch inſtruments, and pluck out the films within, 
either with your fingers, or with ſome other inſtrumen: appointed for that 
purpoſe, and ſo by little and little pick out Strume, where it appearerh bare and 

£lded from the tunicles. Bur it Strumæ ſhall be wound about the veſſels, you 
mult handle the cure With great attention, leſt through negligence there fol- 
loweth a copious profuſion of blod. Therefore in diſpatching this cure draw 
one only fide of the ſection at once with the pinſers, and ſo by little and little 
ſeparate it with the point of a penknife, from the other parts thereunto ad- 
joyning : and when you have drawn and looſed the connexion on the one (ide, 
doe the like allo on the other fide, and then cut out the whole foundation or 
ground-work, becauſe of the finews and veſſels lying underneath. But in 
thoſe Strumæ which doe chance about the arm-holes, and about the privy 
members, you muſt make an overthwart incifion, by reaſon of the doubling 
of the skin.

other ſuperfluous medicines ) you muſt cut it up quite even by the very root, 
for ſo the labour of the Chyrurgian ſhall be quickly ended, the ulcer made plain 


and equal with the other parts, and the cure ſhortly diſpatched.

You muſt alſo eſcheyy 
anger, wrath, ſadneſle, watchings, heavineſſe, carefullneſſe, and immoderate 
exerciſe. Quietneſſe and tranquillity of minde, with mirth and gladneſſe is 
e to be deſired : and you mult diligently endeavour every day to empty 
the belly. Hitherto concerning the firſt ſcope. 2. Now that we may accomplith 
that which our ſecond intention doth propound, let us ſome what conſider the 
recepr of »Avicen, who willeth us to evacuate the whole body both by bloud- 
etting, if too black and groſſe bloud ſhall appear, and alſo by ſome purging 
medicine, which can expell melancholy, as are thoſe which follow out of Me- 
ſua, Epithymum, Sene, Polypody, Fumus terræ, which of the Græcians is called 
Capnos, or Capnios, (of the Latines Fumaria) Lupulus, and the herb called Vo- 
lubilis. Alſo Caſſia fiſtula, Mirobolani Indi, Lapis laxuli, which the Greeks call 
Cyaneus, the Romans, Cæruleus, Diacene, Diacathalicon, Hiera, Riuphi : all which 
things do purge forth melancholick humours. Bur theſe things which 3 
unto Phyſick, do exceed the bounds of Chyrurgians. Omitting therefore the 
profeſſors of the art of Phyſick, we will haſten to the third ſcope, which we 
ſhall very ſpeedily diſpatch, if we labour to empty out all that matter, which 
unnaturally is compacted in the aggrieved member. Which truly is the gene- 
rall and principall indication of all tumours which conſiſt above nature: in 
which that leeky matter (as we have ſaid before) is not yet engendred. But 
this is the only and proper way to evacuate them, about the which the Chy- 
rurgians ought to be very circumſpect, and attentive. For truly the matter of 
ſuck kinde of tumours, is naturally ſo malignant and ſtubborn, that it will 
turn into a ſtony hardneſſe if it be raſhly reſolved. Again, if it be mollified 
more then is requiſite, it is greatly to be feared that it will putrifie and corrupt, 
and that Scirrbus will degenerate into ({ncer, We muſt therefore in this caſe 
follow the counſell of Galen and Paulus (who wrote of this thing long be- 
fore Avicen) namely, that in ſuch Scirrhous affects, we muſt nog apply any 
vehement, hot, and drying medicine, neither any thing elſe which hath the 
power only to mollific and moiſten. For that rumour which hath a ſuperflu- 
ous humour, it doth nothing at all diſſolve: but that which hath a ſmall flux, 
it doth more dry up then need requireth. Hereupon Avicen doth well admonith 
us, to apply to theſe indurated rumours by turns, ſometime mollifying, and 
ſometime digeſting remedies. But becauſe that order was very tedious and 
hard to be done, it pleaſed Galen to uſe for the cure of thoſe evils, ſuch me- 
dicines as had a mixed and double faculty; which device was more ſafe, and 
leſſe dangerous. For by this means we ſhall both molliſie and digeſt the in- 
durate and hard ſubſtance all at one time: yet in the beginning we muſt com- 
mix ſomething with them which can moderately repreſſe. For this purpole 
Avicen hath ſet down many kindes of remenies, which becauſe they are rather 
appointed for theſe Scirrhi which proceed of Phlegmone and Er ſipelus, when

| rained in the member. For the only way of evacuation (as Galen hath noted 
lib. 14. Method. med.) is this, even to cleanſe and draw out that corruption which 
ſtubbornly doth cleave unto the humour. But if any man ſhall aflay to make 
evacuation by thoſe medicines which do vehemently draw and digeſt, neither 
ſhall mollific and ſoften with any drying and moiſtening remedies, the cure 
ſhall ſeem to him within very few daies _ to have prevailed 3 for Scir- 
rhas will manifeſtly appear to be diminiſhed, but that which remaineth of 
the diſeaſe will be incurable. For truly when the whole ſubſtance which is 
very thin in the tumour, is digeſted or diſperſed, then that which remainerh 
behinde, is turned into a certain ſtony concretion. For this cauſe therefore 
there is no medicine that doth vehemently heat or dry up, meer and conveni- 
ent for theſe hard and ſcirrhous affects, bur ſuch remedies only which can

but thoſe Cancres which have their conſtitution in the inward parts of the 
body, do not deſire any ſuch kinde of cure, as the ancient Hippocrates, ſimp! 
the Prince of Phyſicians, hath taught us very well in the Aphoriſme followin?, 
ſaying that it is not good to cure all inward Cancres : for when they are cured, 
they do ſoon periſh again, but when they are not cured, they remain! : 
long time. For experience bath taught us, as Galen witneſſeth in his commen- 
tary upon this Aphoriſme, that they which enterpriſe the cure of theſe Cancres 
either by ſection or uſt ion, do rather increaſe their fury then abate it, whereby 
they ſhortly deſtroy thoſe men whom this evil hath attached. T boſe Cancres 
therefore are onely curable which do ſtick in the outward part of the body, 
and which are exulcerate, and ſo do weary the ſick, that they willingly defirc 
the diligence of rhe Chyrurgian : and theſe tumours alſo do conſiſt in thoſc 
What Can- parts, Which a man may cut and ſear off by the roots. Now when I name 
ere muſt be the roots of Cancer, I mean, as Galen affirmeth, thoſe veines which are 
rooted out, full of melancholick bloud, and which every way are extended toward the 
and what places lying about the tumour. But of an unulcerate Cancre there often pro- 
uot. ceedeth an ulcerate tumour, when as in proceſſe of time the humour doth 
putrifie, and the diſeaſe is couched in the veſſels of the body, or elſe when 
An cxulce- it is ſtirred and made worſe by medicines unadviledly miniſtred.

It ſhall 
there foi e be ſufficient to hinder the increaſing of unulcerate Cancres, which as 
that yet do occupy the outward parts of the body, eſpecially thoſe which be great 
things do and inveterate, withdrawing our skill from any perfect cure, which thing Hip- 
foretell ex- pocrates alſo admoniſhed us of in his former Aphoriſme. For thoſe tumours 
u ceratien. which do weary the ſick without exulceration, Galen alſo hath called them 
Curatio ſecret and inward Cancres, wherein both their vehement heat and their great 
cancri non pulſe or beating, do threaten or foretell exulceration ro enſue.

Ther. forth nor repreſſe, but rather doe make them more obſtinate and more hard 
| to be diſſolved and diſcuſſed. Therefore to cure theſe Cancers but yet beg in- 
ning, you mult ule medicines of a mean and moderate ſtrength, which nei- 
ther for their imbecillity can be vanquiſhed, nor for the vehemency can 
mightily thicken the bloud. Furthermore, you mult apply (as it is ſaid) ſuch 
medicines as are gentle, and which do not gnaw or bite: becauſe the malignity 
of the evill through ſuch vehement medicines is ſtitred and provoked, and made 
more fierce and lavage (as we commonly term it.) But when the matter 
whereof theſe Cancres do come, is for the moſt part groſſe, and thick, and diſ- 
obedient to reſolution, and partner alſo with many other vicious humours, We 
ſhall deal ſufficiently in this caſe ( eſpecially when we fear the danger of Chy- 
rurgery, and that the evili cannot otherwiſe be cured ) it we by the uſe of the 
\ former remedies, which are made of, þurnt and waſhed metals (as yu coun- 
ſelleth) ſhall ſtop and hinder their growing and encreaſing, eſpecially if they be 

Succi Se- great tumors: or elſe after the opinion of Auicen, if we ſeek to defend them from 
lani Dia- ulceration. For the which intention, Galen lib. 2. ad Glaucon. dot h greatly com- 
donpholy- mend the juyce of Nightſhade, and that medicine which is made of Pomphoty- 
ges. gor, or that which conſiſteth of Chalcites commonly called Diapalm . Therefore 
Diapbeni- Therdoricus allo for the ſame purpoſe, appointed the ointment named Diapom- 
9 dia- pholygos, which is made of oyl of Roſes, of white Wax, ana. S V. of the juyce of 
palms. u n red Pomegranates, and of Nightſhade, ana.F iv. of Ceruſe waſhed, 3 ij. of lead 
burnt and waſhed, of 2 which is commonly called Tuthia, ana. 3 j. 

Driapom-. of Frankinſence, 3 5j. Galex alſo reporteth libro primo de compoſitione pharina- 
ges corum ſecundum locos, which Book is intituled of the ancient interpreters 
ci.

cancrous diſpoſitions, eſpecially that which is burnt and waſhed, all men may Faulus 

ſufficiently know, which have had ſome experienee thereof, and which have lib. 4. ex 

RNudioully petuſed thoſe things which Galen libro nono de fumplicium medica- eArchigene- 

mentorum facultate, doth wrice of lead, which he himſelf calleth in Greek 

Molybdos. Fer this cancrous diſeaſe Paulus and eAvicen do greatly commend 

the Emplaiſter made of Sca-Crabs, eſpecially if ir be mingled with an equall 

quantity of tha ſcourings of braſſe. Take therefore of Sea-Crabbs burned, 

and of the offall of brafle an even portion, beat them to flower, and ftrew them 

upon the tumour, of elle lay on the aſhes of the Crabbs with a ſear- cloath 

or cerote. But the fame Avicen willeth to pluck up theſe little cancres hard 

by the roots, or elle to cut them off, and then to wring and cruſh out the 

thick bloud on every fide, and afterward (ear the place with ſome hot in- 

ſtrument. For this doth diſſipate the relicts of the matter, and conſumerh | 

them, it ſtrengthneth the member and ſtoppeth the flux of bloud. Galen Lib. 14. 

alſo before Avicen his time, n > allow that Cancres might ſometime be cured Met. med. 

by Chirurgery. But truly although Galen and Avicen do permit this ma- 

nuall cure by Chyrurgery, yet to avoid the danger of immoderate flux of Chirurgery 

bloud and of ulceration, yea and of the life of che (ck; omitting thoſe things, not raſhly 

we ought to follow the preſcript rule of curing, which is only accompliſhed to be uſed 

by gentle and milde medicines, as a more ſafe way and leſſe troubleſome, and incaxcres. 

to content our ſelves with that only method: becauſe that if ſuch a canct ous 

tumour which is grown to a mighty bigneſſe, ſhould be cet round about in 

thaſe places which are joyned to the whole parts, the danger of immode- 

rate profuſion of blond would ſtraight follow, by reaſon of the greatneſſe of 

the veſſell and wideneſſe of the arteries, which parts (ſaith Galen) ifg you Lib. 5. 

ſhould rake and binde them with cords, the other membe s by reaſon of 

their near acquaintance would be troubled and greatly grieved, Motcover 

Celſus ſaith, that although carcinomata be cut off, and brought to a ſcarre, yet 

they will return again, and give occaſion of deatk. But if you intend to [care Capita cu 

off the roots of this evill, yet truly you cannot do this neither without hurt- ratconis 

ing of the next parts, eſpecially if you make exuſtion near unto the princi- Cancri non 

members. Great Cancres therefore, and thoſe which are inveterate muſt ulceratre 

neither raſhly be burned with any inſtrument, nor cut off wich a penknife, but 

rather handled gently and mildly (as we have ſaid before.) For many men not 

by the applying of any forcible or vehement medicine to take away this evill, 

but by the only miniſtring of eaſie and gentle remedies, which can, as it were 

pleaſe ot hr, bave ſo hindred the tumours, that they could not attain un- 

to any perfect age or ripeneſſe. Now followeth the ſumme of the cure of Car- 
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cer nonulceraw; which is yet in beginning, and doth occupy the outward pa- 
of the body, briefly in theſe words. 1. Irm, in a ane. qd is bur = 
ly begun, and which conſrſteth of no very thick humour, nor cauſeth the veins 
te ſwell greatly, purge out the melancholick bymour which cauſeth this evi u 
niverſally throughout the whole body. 2. If age and ſtiength do ſuffer ir. cu. 4 
yein in the elbow, and draw out as much blond as need requireth. 3. After- 
ward miniſter to the fick ſuch medicines as can purge melancholy down?: 
in the beginning let them be gentle and eaſie, but afterward ſomewhat vehe- 
ment, encreaſing their force by liule and little. 4. If the purging of men- 
ſtruis in women before fifty years of age, or if hemorrhoids both in them 
and in men be ſuppreſſed, that bloud aboundeth not at times now and then, 
you bag wee them by all means poſſible. 5. In the mean time appoin: 
unro the ſick a thin diet which can ingender good juyce and cauſe ne melan- 
cholik bloud. 6. If you cannot avoid it, but that a geoſſe and melancholicus 
humour be gathered together in the veins, you muſt evacuate the ſame by turns, 
both with ſumple and compound medicines. But theſe former Aphoriſmes dc: 
pertain unto the Phyſician : now we will declare the duty of a Chyrurgian. 
7. Apply unto the affected member both before purging, and in the very time 
of purging; ſuch medicines as can repell and drive back, bur when the body 15 
univerſally purged, then ule digeſtive remedics, but let them be ſuch as are of a 
moderate ſtrength and of a gentle nature. 8. Therefore miniſter to the aggric- 
ved place juyce of Nigheſhade, or the medicine made of Pompholzgos, or that 
which conſiſteth of Caicites, commonly called Dyapaima, and other remedies of 
that ſort. 9. Bur if by the art of Chirurgery you dare enterpriſe the cure of Can- 
cer you muſt firſt (taking the Phyſicians counſel] ) purge forth the melancho- 

lick humour, and then cut the corrupted tumour clean off, and ſuffer a 
good quantity of bloud to come forth, and wring rhe thick bloud 
' out of the adjoyned parts, and afterward cure the diſeaſe 
hes the manner of other Ulcers, 
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CHAP. I. 
Of the diverſe names of the grief which I minde to ſpeak of, 
and where it had beginning. 


Aving promiſed to write of all the infirmities in mans body, 
and ſpying many faults in the firſt print and in the ſecond, I 
will perform my promiſe, and amend the faults eſcaped in 

all the books, for the benefit of my countrey : and being pre- 

vented by the Printer, this Book was left out, wherein is 
contained a grievous pain and trouble, which doth reign in 
| all the world at this day, in great fury and raging manner : 
inſomuch that ir ſpareth none of whardegree or calling ſoever they be of (if th 
ſeek for it) be they Kings, Lords, or Ladies, it ſearcheth them. This grief hat 
gorten many names, and ſo many as come to my memory I will rehearſe, and 
where they were farſt begotten. Eirſt, the Spaniards borrowed it of the Indians, 

and brought it home in ſtead of their gold, and afterward Charles the eighth K. 

of France, who was 2 man of great power, and delighted much in ſhedding of 

bloud, ſparing neither man, woman, nor childe ; inſomuch that he ſpoiled a 

great part of 7taly, and ſubdued the Dukedome of Millan, withigreat hurt, ruine 

and ſpoil te all che Commen- wealth of F lerence:and at the laſt he came toRgome 
and Nples with his whole hoſt, ſpoiling all as he went with great cruelty : and 
for his hire, this diſeaſe firft ro it lelf plentifully among his people, 
and (pecially becauſe his ſouldiers were much given to Venery, The French: 
men at that ſiege got the buttons of A{gpler (as we term them) which doth 
much annoy them at this day. But the firſt finding of this grievous ſickneſſe, 
was brought into Spain by Columbus at his coming home, ſo that all Chriſten- 
dome may curſe that King and Columba. This grief at the firſt was ſo extreme, 
cruell, and ſo mercileſſe, that it moleſted thoſe which were infected there i h, 
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even the Head, eyes, noſe, palat of the mouth, skin, fleſh, bones, ligaments. 3 
all the inward parts of their bodies. Then columbus travelled — — eee 
with him little gold, but all his men were well infected with this grief: inſo- 
much that the Phyſicians in thoſe daies did not know What to make of the 
= nor how to help the people. So for want of knowledge many were ſpoiled. 
frer (as I rold you before of the fiege of 1 the Spaniards for friendſhip 
they bear to the Frenchmen, ſent to them of their curti zans infected with this 
grief, minding to let them have ſome of their jewels, which they brought out 
of the Indian countrey. The Frenchmen (net knowing their kinde hearts) fell 
in love with them, and (being raviſhed with their beauty) dealt with them to 
their great coſt and trouble to this day. Now to the variety of the names. Fiſt, 
the Italians call it Sorbus Gallicns, and ſome call it Variolam Gallicam, becaule 
it firſt appeared amongſt the Frenchmen at the ſiege before- named. The French 
call is Scabiem or Morbum Italicum, becauſe they had the victory, and for tha: 
they had this ſicknes. And they alſo call it Scabiem Hiſpanicam, becauſe the Spa- 
niards firſt brought it out of the Indies. The Germans call ir Memum, why 
they ſhould ſo term it I know not well, unleſs Menium do ſignifie the privy parts 
infected with this diſeaſe. Some of them call it alſo Scabiem Hiſpanicam. In 
5 they name ir Morbum Neapelitanum : the cauſe I told you before. They 
of Naples call ir alſo Patnyſa paradneptur, that is, the proper name at home in 
India. Some interpret it Violemtum mor5um, or thus, a great foul and vehement 
diſeaſe. Other ſome call ic Pendenlagra, becauſe it firſt infecteth the privy parts 
both of men and women: and we in our countrey call it the French diſeaſe. 
But how ſoever it be called ir skilleth not, ſo that we know how to help it, which 

I minde to declare hereafter by Gods grace. 
CHAP. II. 
Of the 1 

B Ur firſt I mean to declare the ſigns how you ſhall know thoſe that are 
infected wich this grief, and then the nature of this French diſeaſe ; as by 
the effects following it may appear; and after the cauſe thereof is ſhewed to 
be nothing elſe but that contagion, it reſteth that we now ſay ſomewhat of the 
figns, whereby you may underſtand and perceive thoſe which arc infe&cd 
with this diſeaſe : and becauſe ſigns do proceed and are taken either of the 
nature of the effects, or of the cauſes of the fickneſſe, or alſo of ſome ſymp: 0- 
mates or cenſequents thereof: and becauſe it chiefly beginneth in the Liver, 
and cannot be looked into, let us not look for any ſign as Analogia mort: : 
for all ſigns that can give certain teſtimony and ſhew thereof, are contain- 
ed under the affects, and conſequently of the diſeaſe. Of theſe there be two 
ſorts, ſome are Sympromates, and ſome be Morbi, or aſfects of natule. Sympto- 
mata be theſe, falling of hairs, ach in the head and members, and (mall infecti- 
on of the skin. Thoſe which I call Qtarbi, be more ſore and vehement ulcers, 
tumors of the ſhins, and other parts of the body, with puſtules, Cc. which fol- 
low this diſeaſe, even as the ſhadow.waiteth upon the Sun. But becauſe long di- 
ſeaſes have rheir times, to wic. beg inning, encreaſe, ſtate and declination, and this 
French diſeaſe is one kinde of long diſeaſe, great reaſon there is why it ſhould 
haye his diſtin& times, and according to the diyerfity of thoſe cones 
x ppen- 
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happenerh divers Sympromate. For one kinde of ſymptomates happen at the 
r of this diſeaſe: another kinde to the ſtate or vigour, &. And there- 
fore I wi 


divide all ſymptomates into two ſorts, to wit, thoſe that fellow and 


perly belong unto this grief, beginning at thoſe which follow the ſamg he- 
ing inveterate and confirmed; and thele next enſuing be of the firſt ſorr. 
Straightwaies after a yong man is infected: he feeleth in himſelf a certain laſt. 
tude or wearinefle come upon all his members without any outward occaſion, as 
walking, or moving, &c. which foreſhewerh this cruell diſeaſe, and happeneth 
unco them which are moſt ſtrong and luſty before. There is perceived alſo a 
lumpiſh heavineſſe in the whole body, a dulneſs, faintnes, litherneſs, or ſlow» 
nes to move im all the members. The occaſion of this is the infect ion of the 
naturall ſpirirs, which are the immediate inſtruments of the faculty 5 a 
and giving livelinefle to the whole body: by whole infection, the body waxet 
more heavy and wearitome then it was before, Moreover, there is a certain 
pain or ach, which wandreth throughout all the body and parts thereof. After 
this laſſitude of the body, the head aketh : and again by and by ir leaveth the 
Head and goeth into the ſhoulders, and from the one ſhoulder into the other. 
Out of the ſhoulder ir fleeteth unto the legs, the one of them or the other, and 
in like ſort may it be ſaid of all other members. The cauſe of this is a certain 
vapour which beginneth to riſe up from the Liver. The evil humour of this at- 
fe& is not yer begotten : but by reaſon of that fervent heat of the Liver cauſed 
by infection there is ingendred a certain ſmall vapour, whereof do grow theſe 
wandring or fleeting pains. Thirdly, when the diſeaſe hath begun, and hath a 
little prevailed, the colour of the face is changed; you ſhall ſee the moſt beau- 
tifull, lively, and clean complexion of the skin, in three or four daies ſpace change 
it into a much worſe courle then before, and What manner of motion this is, I 
cannot tell. But certes their face diftereth nor a little from that ir was before, the 
colour is altered, the lively ſpirit in the eyes be changed, the mouth, lips, and 
cheeks ſometimes are changed from their natural comelines. And mark you this 
(which may much further your judgement and knowledge ther in) there is under 
the eyes a wan-coloured or blewiſh circle, ſuch as appeareth in women when 
they have their natural purgation,or before it. Noting and finding theſe things 
in him, conſider with your (ſeit whether be paſſed mcature in drinking, in wat- 
ching, or ſleeping, or have vexed his minde with care, and if ir happen not 
through one of theſe, then may you judge he is taken with this diſeaſe, Fourth- 
ly, there is wont to break out a notable hear in the palms of the hands, and the 
ſoles of the feet, yea even in the Winter time. This appeareth through vaporous 
ſpirits, raking their beginning of the Liver, which being infected, the face alſo 
is aſtected, and the extreme parts or uttermoſt members are ſore diſtempered 
with heat. Fifthly, you may adde a drowſineſſe, or a diſpoſition to ſleep of- 
tentimes interrupted : And this is cauſed through a turbulent vapour, which 
is encreaſed through the inſection and heat. Sixrhly, you may adde heavineſle, 
and ſadneſſe of the minde : for though a pleaſant and merry nature ſhou'd 
be infected with this diſcaſe, yer he ſhall raightway be ſad, and given to 
penſiveneſſe, and even groan there with. This infection encreaſing, burneth 


the blond, ( which ſendeth up troublous and noiſome vapours unto the — 
and 


ern. 
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77. and ſeat of the minde. Seyenthly, the Patient ſometime hath a Feaver, becaube- 
As of the heat which is about the diſtempered parts 3 but this ſeldome chanceth - 
S þ. . Thecighth is the appearance of ſome purified matter, and this is Signon Pa. 
con, a fign to diſcover the malady. Therefore as oftentimes as you 
ſee this purified matter, yer ſmall in quantity about the privy place, and 
know no occaſion to have gone before, you may pronounce it to be the French 
diſeaſe. And what is the reaſon ? This caries or matter cannot happen bur of 
two cauſes : either becauſe the corruption of the womans matrice hath eaten 
 andgnawnrhe fine skin of the yard; or elſe becauſe the contagion is commu- 
nicared and imparted unto the Liver by the naturall ſpirits, and the Liver ex- 
pelleth thoſe infected ſpirits and ſanious matter unto the privy parts. Of this 
caries how it maybe known when it cometh of Morbus Galicus, and when it 
9. is cauſed otherwiſe, I will ſpeak afrerwards. In the ninth place ſucceede: h Bu- 
bo, and that not great, as thus: A young man had to do with a woman, atter 
which act there came upon him an heavineſle of his members, and a ſadneſs of 
the minde, and after two or three daies there appeareth Bubo parum, that is to 
fay, a ſmall rumour in the arm-holes or ſhare, which is painfull, not grown to 
any greatneſſe: this fignifieth that the diſeaſe is yet gentle, and in the begin- 
| ning, but the cauſe of this is che greatneſſe by the purging places of the Liver, 
3 and therefore the Liver disburdeneth himſelf by ſending the diſeaſe unto them, 
10. and heceof cometh Bubo. The latter ſign of this diſeaſe at the beginning is Ge- 
norrhoia G allica, which bewrayeth unto us the nature of this Proteus. After the 
firſt coming of this diſeaſe, for the ſpace of forty years, there was not joyned 
with it deflaviam capillorum : but the nature of this diſeaſe is to be changeable 
and divers, for Gonorrhoia Gallica bath not been (een above theſe 3 5. years. 
T herefore we a for new and ſtrange Symptomates, I pray God they be 
light and eaſie to be holpen. Now how this Gallica Gonorrhois is to be diſcerned 
from that which is not Gallica, I will er declare, to avoid ted iouſneſſe in 
this place. The cauſe of this Gonorrhotg is . ee irituum, weakening and 
ſubverting of the ſpirits which rule the naturall faculties or vertues of the teſti- 
cles and tick veſſels, by reaſon whereof the ſtrength of thoſe parts is diſ- 
ſolved : ſo that they cannot keep their ſeed but it continually droppeth forth. 
But now let us ſpeak of theſe ſigns which are 1 to the diſeaſe in his 
prog or co ion: and firſt of hard puſtules in the whole body, and the 
grievous and deformed in the head and beard, ſometime with ſanious mat- 
3 ter, ſometime without it. And know you, the diſeaſe cannot be above the age of 
P fave or fix moneths at rhe moſt when theſe ſymptomates appear. And it the di- 
3 ſeaſe beginneth in the Winter, ir ſball e dogma his cruſts in the beginning 

of Summer : if it begin in the Spring time, hi 


s cruſts appear in Autumn, &c. 


CHAP. III. 
2 Of the canſes of the breaking out of Puſtulcs. 
4 1: A Ni the chief cauſes of this breaking our of puſtules are theſe : Firſt, be- 
o. Acuc the matter infefted is ſent chither from the Liver. Secondly, becauſe 


the parts infected do por digeſt and expell (by way of tranſpiration) his excre- 


ments 


either be callous at the beginning, or become callons afterward : andr 
as often as you ſee the caries in the privy parts healed, and that there remain 
Calli or hardne ſſe about the place where it was, be you aſſured that rhis is Gall 
cus Morbus o nfirmed. Therefore Lwiſh that you remember this, when you rake 
in hand the cure; for thoſe hardneſſes be moſt manifeſt and certain ſigns of this 
diſeaſe confirmed. I he fourth is hanging down of the wurla, the muta hanging 
down in the further part of rhe mouth, and if ir do ſo much moiſture comer 
to the mouth by reaion whereof happeneth raucedo vocn, a great hoarſeneſſe of 
the voice. Therefore open their mouth, when you ſhall hear them ſpeak thus 
hoarily, and you ſhall. perceive the ula full of moiſture, and (if the Patient 
have no cararrhe ) fay that it is Morbus Gallicas confirmed, The cauſe of the 
Hume&arion or moiſt nes of the woula, is the natu all ſpirits infected and chan- 
ged, which is carried with the bloud of the veins throughout the whole body, 
and becauſe it is ſo infected and weakned, therefore the funct ion thereof is 
weak and feeblc in the ſtomack, and maketh evill digeſtion. Therefore the ſame 
ſtomack aboundeth wich fleam in the brain, and it doth nor his function. I bere- 
fore in the brain there is ingendred Mucus, t hat is, a sxinned cold moiſture in 
the veins, by reaſon of the weaknes ct the ſpirits, ingendred of Hegmarick bloud, 
with unnaturall humouts. If they be afterward by acceſſe of heat aduſt, rhe di- 
ſeaſe becometh very grievous and vchement. No marvell therefore, if this abun- 
dance of moiſt humours fall tothe wils, and be preſſed down with moifture : 
and if rhe bloud be r, then the skals break forth in the skin, the roots of 
the Hairs be conſumed, ſo that they fall : it exulcerateth the mouth, the palat, 
and the noſe, & periſhet h the ſcaip of the brain, and is the occaſion of many 
other Sympromates- The cauſe of hoarſeneſſe of the voice, is humidity and ex- 
crements which do top and let the waies of the voice. Fifthly, you may adde 
the rumours of the glandules in the further part of the mouth; and when you 
ſee this, be you our of doubt, that the infection of the diſeaſe is now confirm- 
ed. For the inſected matter is how ſent unto the head, which is expelled by 
his emunRory places, that is, glandules. And ſixthly, adde rhereumo the cot- 
ruption of che palate of the mouth, and of the teeth: and when you ſce theſe, 
look not to any greater ſigns of the confirmation of this evill. In the ſeventh 
place I put outragious and continual pain, making the Patient even to cry out: 
this beginneth at the two and twentieth bour of the artificiall day, and conti- 
"FE nueth not fully untill midnight; and theſe moſt orgueilous and extreme pains 
=. are cauſed of a very moiſt and malign vapour, which riſeth up from the Liver, 
from the excrements be acquired and gathered by evil nourrſhment in every 
p part, and eſpecially above the perioftion, that is, the rims which cover the bones 
of every part. And in the eighth place, I remember corruption of the bones 
in the Head and in the arms, betore there appear any ulcer. How you may 
know the bones to be corrupted, the skinne remaining whole and ſound, I 
will hereafter ſhew. In the ninth place you may adde tumours athcromatous, 
that is, rumours which yeeld a _ ſlimy matter. Theſe of ſome writers are 


called Bumbats or Gummats, by a ſimilitude taken of trees. For in Morbo * 
0 
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ments, and therefore they remain ip ir till, and grow unto cruſts, The third 
ſign of this diſeaſe confirmed, is callous ulcers about the privy parts, Which 
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lic tumours do grow like the gums which iſſue out of trees, and this hapneth ci 
ther becauſc the 22 5 not well nouriſhed, and heapeth up adi zeltel 


1 — elſe becauſe the Liver communicateth and ſendeth unto it infe- 


ter. We may adde here in the renth and laſt place, malign ulcers in all 
the parts of the which ulcerate the whole skin, head, and all parts, through

Of the cure of Morbus Gallicus. 


Ow after we have declared the names, nature, cauſes, and ſigns of this af- 

1 Vfe&,ir remainech that we proceed and declare allo the cure. And underſtand 
you that the waies of curing thereof are manifold and divers, becauſe the nature 
thereof is not comprehended in any method of curing, but was alwaies opened 
by the experiments of Empericks, for Hap and Hardy have given us medicines 
ainſt this diſeaſe. And becauſe divers medicines have been found out by 

c therefore there be divers waies of curing this affect, of the which one is 
light and eaſie, that is, great moving and exe: ciſe of the body, which is in young 
men, ſtrong and luſty, able to enduxe ſwear, either in wraſtling, leaping, dart- 
ing, dancing, or playing at tennis, or ſuch like, hat h been a ſufficient remedy 
for this evill in the beginning. For by it the heat ſo groweth, and the excre- 
ments thereby be ſo abundagrly expelled, that the ſpirirs be renewed and made 
more pure and apt to overcome the infection: and therefore it is not to be mar- 
velled, if by this means the Liver ſometimes purgeth himſelf, when the diſeaſe 
bath taken no deep root in him. Why doth Febris putrida ceaſe and take an end 
without medicine? Becauſe perdy, it is not in the ſound parts of the body. But 
in Febris hect ica the Patients are healed by medicines alwaies which cool and 
moiſten, becauſe the affect conſiſteth in the ſound parts. Semblable, in Morbo 
Jallico, when the diſeaſe is in the beginning, and not confirmed or fi xed in the 
inward parts, it. is poſſible that the ſpirits may be reſtored of themſelves, for t his 
affect is in the ſpirirs. Therefore to return to our purpoſe, ſome indeed by pro- 
curing a great ſweat have been cured, but this was in the beginning of the di- 
ſeaſe, in very firong bodies, and yet it hath not had in all ſuch ſucceſſe neither. 


CHAP. V.

Haw: thus farre proceeded in this matter, we will now come unto the firſt” 


ſcope propoſed, I mean evacuation of the matter preſent in ſub#antia,where- 


with is joyned fervor, out of the which groweth a hot diltemper and excremen- 


tuous matter; firſt therefore naturall, and that whenſoever you go about to cure 
this diſeaſe: for the very Empericks do that ever at the beginning of their cure. 


And becauſe the preſent humours may offegd either in quantity, or in quality, 


or in both, you ought to uſe diligent conſideration therein. For if they offend 
in quantity only, firſt, we muſt give him a lenitive medicine, either of Caſſia, 
or Grup Ro. ſol. and after that open a vein, that the ebullition of bloud in the 
liver may ſo be tempered and afſwaged. Secondly, abate and diminiſh the mat- 
ter, which requirerh firſt to be altered by medicines, and afterwards to be ex- 
pelled. Thirdly, foraſmuch as the diſeaſe happeneth by contagion, which con- 
tagion infecteth the liver, unto the which as their fountain all the humours 
have their recourſe, it behoveth revulſion to be made from the inward parts un- 
to the outward, as in bloud- letting it is. I omit the greatneſſe of the diſeaſe, 
which alſo indicateth Phlebotomy: but the three fel only we take as indi- 
cations of bloud- letting, and the vein that is to be opened is Hepatira, in the 
right arm, becaule ir is direct unto the parts affected. Bur underſtand that 
ſometime we may not ule this evacuation, becauſe in the beginning of the di- 
ſeaſe (for the molt part) the Patient is wont to have Bubones, which Bubones 
becaule they come from the Liver, expelling the ſuperfluous or unnaturall mat- 
ter unto his emunctuory place, if we ſhould cut the vein, the Patient having 
them upon him, we might haply thereby divert and turn back the matter again 
unto the liver, to the danger of the Patient. So that in this caſe it is determined 
among learned men, that a vein ought not to be opened, leſt the matter (as I (aid 
before) ſnould be drawn again unto the Liver, and the diſeaſe made more dange- 


ous and painfull.

A Frer the Patient hath been let bloud, as his ſtrength may permit, the time 
Ani ſerveth to prepare his humours : and foraſmuch as in the beginning of 
he diſeaſe, there is nor alwaies the ſame mixture of humours that is in the end, 
in which there is pituita and exuſta materia, this pituita ought to be prepared, firſt

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CHAP. VIII. | 
Of the certain and true medicine for the diſeaſe. 


JN the cure of this diſeaſe, after evacuation is made, the Nate and remperature 
5 of the inward parts by convenient means alteted, the body prepared by the me- 
7 -dicines before ſufficiently, and purged, and afterward confirmed, and comforted 
again as before we have declared: if we ſee the diſeaſe continue Rill, and not 

k po eeldl to all this miniſtration, we ought then to come unto that which maketh the 
3 true and certain alteration of the inward parts, and that of it ſelf hath a known 
vertue, both to alter and reſtore the Liver to his naturall eſtate : and this is the 

| decoQtion of Lignum Gaaicum,otherwile called Liguum Indicum,and Lignum Sau- 
. dum, which medicine was found out by chance, and confirmed by great experi- 
= ence to cure this diſeaſe, the Patient obſerving a very ſlender diet, and drinking 
| the decoct ion, in which there is a vertue to attenuate, and power to overcome this 


diſcaſe. 
CHAP. IX. 
What ſort of that wood is to be choſen as beſt for this purpoſe. 


Ow ſithence it is determined that for this purpoſe to uſe this wood is beſt, 
Vir is neceſſary to ſhew alſo the manner of uſing this wood, concerning 
which you ought to obſerve theſe things. Firſt, What manner wood, and what 
manner rinde is to be choſen for the belt. Secondly the preparation. Thirdly the 
way of giving it. Fourthly, the order of diet to be uſed in miniſtring it. Firſt, 
concerning the election or choiſe of the wood, I (ay it is not to be doubted, 
alwaics to chooſe that which is of moſt vertue, and that is Lignum Sanctum, 
which is yellowiſh and fat, having no blackneſſe in it: and if we cannot have 
this, let us uſe Guaicum, whereof there is more plenty. Moreover, in both 
kindes of this wood the mean ſort is beſt : we may have it of a tree that is old, 
or of a young tree, or of a tree of middle age. I call that the mean ſort, which 

| is not altogether black, nor for the greater part white, neither ſlender, nor 
groſſe. I chooſe this dle ſort, becauſe it hath more unctuoſity and oyliſh- 
neſſe in it then the other which is grown unto age. For if the ſame unctuoſity 
doth more abound in the younger wood, it is more inconco@ and excremen- 
tous. Moreover, we ought to chooſe that which is beſt in reſpe& of the diſeaſe, 
to Wir, ina convemed Js the moſt vertufull and efficacious, as is L_ 
Sauſſum of middle age: bur if the diſeaſe be not ſo greatly confirmed, but light 
and cake, we may ule that which of a more weaker operation, both in genere 
and ſpecie. Furthermore, regard muſt be had alſo of the Patient his age, 
for in an old body, the old plant is moſt convenient: for one that is young, and 
iddle ſort is to be choſen. . Fifthly, in chooſing this wood, we 


ought to uſe the horter, ſharper, and bitter kinde, which we may judge 
our ſenſes: in the — has. hes which is lefſe harp, and leaſt of all 
1 bitter, either of an old or young tree; And the marks whereby we may dil- 
cem che belt from the other, of the wood of the old tree, which hath in

you have raped it, and the ſupei ficies remaineth not equall and ſound, it is of

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Ie great quantity of blackneſs, are theſe : ir is very bigge, and bath & groſſe and 
thick rinde, which ſo cleaverh unto the wood, that beneath it can with «knife 
be ſeparated, For as often as you ſee the rinde to come eaſily from the Woogg, 
it hath been moiſtned with (alt water, and is of the worſt ſort.

The ghird ſign to chooſe this wood by, is, if in raping it appeareth & 
oyliſh, ſo that the duſt thereof doch ſomewhat gliſter. Fourthly, you may taſte 
of that you have raped in your mouth, and if it biteth the tongue forthwirh, 
and afterward yeeldeth a bitterneſſe, it is good. Fittly, take and rape it, and if 
there appeareih in the ſubſtance thereof manifeſt pores and (mall holes after 


the worle ſort : and if you make your decoction thereof, it is clear, and nei- 
ther bitter nor ſharp in taſt. Sixthly, it ought to be choſen very ponderous and 
heavy. Seventhly, ſee that it be ſuch as hath not the whitiſh colour inclining 
to dimmedneſſe, neither having the veins of the white part black, but gree- 4 
niſh, and of dimme pale colour: for if it be otherwiſe, it is a token of corru 4 
tion. The laſt proof of this wood is, to boyl the rapings thereof, and if che | 
decoction be thick, very bitter, and ſharp, it is good. The ſigns of good- | 
neſle in the rinde are theſe : Firſt, that ir be taken of a tree which is old, or of 4 
middle age, for that which comerh of a (mall bough is naught 3 and we know 

when it cometh of a middle age or old tree, for i hath great pieces, and large 

cavities. Secondly it is required, that the riade be very thick. Thitdly, that 

it be very hard. Fourthly, that on the inſide it ſeemeth as it were black, ſprink- 

led with an aſhie colour: and this is the colour of the moſt excellent bark. 

If withall in breaking it appeareth black but not like unto Ebenzs, be ye (are 

it is of the beſt ſort. 


CHAP. X. 
Of the decoction of Guaicum. 


T He wood being thus raped, we come to his boyling, which we call decc» 
ction. And touching that, we ſhall note that the common ute is, for eve- 
ry ounce of raped wood, to addea pound of water. Bur truth it is, if we deal 
with a ladde or ſtripling of tender years, of hot complexion, and that in 
Summer ſeaſon, we mult uſe for every ounce of the wood, to take one pound 
and a half of water. But the common cuſtome is (as I ſaid) for every ounce 
of the ſaid wood, to take one pound of water. Therefore in making the deco- 
ction we are wont to take one pound of the raped wood, and twelve pounds of 


then we take Lignum, Z vj. of waters, vj. Alſo in the Winter time we take of 
the wogd raped, j. . ot water eighteen pounds. It the middle ſeaions or 
times betwixt both theſe one pound of the wood, and twelve pounds ot waters 
But you muſt take and macerate or iniuſe the wood twelve hours bethre, or 
lometimes more, {amerimes leſſe while.

= a, more thicker. Therefore hardly let it be infuſed in water which 

is made even ſeething hot. Moreover, I wiſh that you ſtoppe your pot very 

cloſely, and ſer it in a place amongſt Branne, covering it up even unto the mid- 

dle part in the ſaid Branne : for by this means it long time retaineth his heat. 

| es this, encompaſſe it round about with linnen clothes, that it may be 
ectly macerated, and the decoction have his requiſite ſtrength, and to be 

led in a veſſell of ſtone, or of earth well glaſed within; thoſe veſſels of 
glaſſe are beſt of all, And note you furthermore, that this decoct ion may be 
made two divers waies, to wit, by dry fire, or in Balnco Marie, which is the 
more excellent Way: for the decoction will be farre better, and work better 
effect, and ſooner. Alſo choole your veſſell having as ſmall a mouth as may be, 
and boyl your liquor therein, the top being cloſe ſtopped, and keep it in boyl- 
ing contigually : let it boyl till halt be waſted, as the common ule is: ſome 
will boyl it till three parts be conſumed, to have it dry more. This is the rule 
for boyling this decoRion, which when it is boyled, ſometime is ſuffered to 
cool before ir be trained, and ſome ſtrain it whiles it is yet boyling hot, that 
the wood make not the decoQion thick or 2 with his ſubſtance. I think 
it no matter whether it be cleanſed hot or cold, and this is the making ot this 
firſt decoct ion. The ſpume or froth thereof muſt be gathered for that purpoſe, 
which hereafter I will declare. The ſecond decoction is made in this wiſe : we 
take the ſame good (Without macerating it any more) and boyl it again in 
the ſame quantity of water (as cuſtom is) that it boyl unto the conſumption 
of the third part: ſo that of twelve pounds, after boyling there remain eight. 
But in the ſecond decoction we uſe to increaſe the quantity of this water: for 
ſometime we adde eighteen pounds of water, ſometime fifteen, and this we 
are accuſtomed to do when we have a Patient that is given to drink much. 
Secondly, we increaſe the dofss of the water, if it be in che Summer ſeaſon, for 
then the Patients are compelled to drink between dinnet and ſupper. And this 
is to be drunk at dinner and ſupper, or (if need be) at any time of the day. Ne- 
vert heleſſe ye ſhall underſtand, ſome Phyſicians do give the firſt decoction even 
at dinner and ſupper alſo, and ſo they make but one decoction only; but this uſe 
is but rare, and when they will dry vehemently. One thing I muſt adde, which is 
this, that in lean and weak perſons we ule to prepare this wood to be given with 
the broth of Veal,of a Chicken, or a bird, ſo that the broth be not fat. It is boil- 
ed after the manner aforeſaid : and this I N neceſſary to let you under- 


ſtand. Thus much may ſuffice the fimple for making of theſe decoctions. 
CHAP. XI. 
Of making the compound decoctions of this wood. 


'F: His Suaicum is boiled not only ſingle and by it (elf (as I have ſhewed 
before) bur alſo diverſe other things in boilios are mixed and compoun- 


* 
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ded there with diverſly. Firſt I will declare unto you thoſe decoctions which 
be made of this wood moſt ſingly; afterwards others, which becauſe x 
have more things added unto them, are called compound decocti 
this wood. The moſt ſimple or ſingle decoction is made of the rinde of the 
wood, and pure water only. And this fample decoction the beſt Phyſicians do 
ule, when they will make the decoct ion ſtrong. The form of making ir is this, 
We take the ſame quantity of the wood Guarcum, and the fome of water which 
is declared in the Chapter before, and we add unto the (ſame the bark or rind of 
Guacum, which hat h no determinate quantities; for ſometimes we put 2, ſome- 
time 3, ſometime 4 ounces unto one pound of the wood, and for half an 
ounce of the rind we add 4 pounds of water: as for example, admit the quan- 
tity of the wood be 1 1B, the quantity of the rind, 3 ij. the quantity of water 
ſhall de 16 pounds. But when'we will have the medicine of great operation and 
ſtrength, we take of the wood 2 pound, of the rind, 3 vj. ot water, fs 18 3 we 
beat the rind into groſſe powder, and after ward ſteep̃ it in the water 24 hours, 
then boyl we it to the conſumption of the 3 part, in ſuch wiſe as is ſaid of the 
Gmple decoct ion. In certain places they prepare and make this decoction with 
wine: the, form of preparing ir is this: Be Guaici 1 pound, corticis ejus half a 
ound, watet Iþ 18. ler thele'be infuſed toget het according to art, afterward 
Foy them to the conſumption of 2 or 3; parts, ſo that 6 pounds only of the 
ecoction do remain.

Of things to be corrected, or Symptomates to be 
Mag oppugned in this cure. 


Ertain accidents alio in this cure are to be corrected and holpen, among 
the which, one is a certain loathing of the ſtomack, or diſpoſit ion to vo- 
mit, called of the Latines Nauſea. T his coming wave palat, letteth him 


to receive his potion. This is reſiſted and helped by mixing pleaſant things 
with the decoct ion, as is ſome pleaſant Julep. to be mixed with the decoction 
according to the humour y hich is the cauſe thereof, ome having a hot Romack 
do abborre it ;; therefore let him uſe in the decoct ion cold waters, as Cichory,and ? 
ſuch like, to make it more thin. Some canno: eat their bisker, in which caſe 
we permit unto them good common bread, made of the beſt flour of the beſt 
Wheat. Moreover ſharp and grievous pains are wont to happen unte the Pa- 
tients after the fourth day, or the eight day of theit begun diet, untill the fif- 
teenth day be paſt; which we endeavour to qualifie and ligten two waies. Firſt 
by perſwadiog with the Patient to ſuſtain them patiently, telling him it is the - 
nature of working of the wood, and that they will ſoon be at an end, to his 
© great commodity and much comfort. Secondly, by foment ing the parts, and 
anointing them, whereof 1 will ſpeak more at large, hen I treat de Doloribus. » 
Another inconvenience that followeth this cure, is coſtiveneſs, and the Patient 
cometh into laſſitude or wearinefle : this is holpen by clyſters given every 
thind day. Again, ſome do abhor clyſters unto ſuch we give once in the day of 
the ſirupe cum duabus radic ibus, or, mellis roſacci. And if it be ſuch a per ſon as will 
not be cored. by common met rofaccum, then in Read thercof we add unto the 
ſuupe rof ſoluti, 5 j. Seme uſe to give pils of Aloes, but mel roſ in my judgement 
is beſt. Alſo orhawhiles it happeneth that the Patient fainteth or (wounderths 
and this happeneth after four and twenty dajes, through: the ſlenderneſſe of. 
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che diet · Then grant him a large diet, as an egge every day, morning and even= 2 
ing, or lmnother thing — 8 the cauſe of this -- 
their falntnes and ſounding cometh, for that they are not nouriſhed, or þecauſi C 
they rake le ofthe biker, in which caſe ( 351 aid) we help chem wi 13 
ing he of ale, or an egge rere.

CHAP. XIX. 
of Excrement. 


Ow am I come to that part of my Treatiſe, wherein I have to ſpeak of 
Excrements. And concerning this matter, Grit you ſhall underſtand, there 
be two kindes of Excrements, which are to be regarded and conſidered of. The 
one is Excrementum ſiccum, that is to ſay, the ordure, whereof I have ſpoken. 
The other kinde of excrements whereby the body is purged, being of three 
ſorts, is avoided ſomerime by urine, ſometime by ſwear, ſometime by purging 
medicines. Although (in this caſe) it be not neceflary that the matter be pur- 

ed, but that the inward affected part be altered, yer evacuation is by 
the way of urine : very good ir were indeed, but no Phyficians have attempted 
that way. For (be it never ſo good) they have thought it inconvenient ro lend 
ſuch hot matter unto the reins, eſpecially if the Patienz have Gonorrhois : for 
then aſſuredly the diſcaſe ſhall be exaſperated, and more hurt then commodi- 
ty will thereupon enſue. To drive forth by ſweat, Phyſicians do their diligence, 

or a large ſweat difſolveth the matter of that diſeaſe. Some therefore do fur- 
ther and provoke this ſweating after the moſt ſimple and common way, that 
is, by covering the Patient well with clothes, covering the Patients head, by 
laying him in a hot bed, and giving him his decoct ion warm to drink (the 
head of the Patient being covered, 1 doubt whether that will do hurt or nay.) 1 
can commend it in ſuch Patients as have not the head very hot and ſweating 
already : alſo ſuch as have puſtules, and do fear the ſhedding of their hair. O- 
thers take bread hot out of the oven, and apply it to the back and ſides of the 
Patient, that by the moiſt heat thereof they might the more eaſily (wear. I like 
not this device, for the bread is infected thereby, and therefore this is not good. 
Some uſe to lay a warm brick ſprinkled with wine or verjuyce, and wrapped 
up in clothes, and this is a good commendable way, obſerving yet this rule for 
the uſe thereof, that you omit irin ſuch perſons as have Rbagades in'thcir feet: 
in ſuch you. mult lay no brick to their ſeet in any wiſe. The laſt way of voiding 
excrements, is to repell them by the ogs. And the Guaicum potion is wont 
ga b 3 ſome- 
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ſometime to work that effect, but ſometime it doth not. The moſt Part of 
Phyſicians do ( in this caſe ) commend eyacuation made with convenicn: di- 
Kance'of time by purgative medicines :' wherefore it very great evacuation be 
by {ycats, let them every eight day be purged 3 if they ſweat not plenteou- 
y, then purge them oſtner, every third or fourth day, in the name of God: and 
the ns Which we in this caſe do uſe, beaccording to the humos which 
do moſt abound, as ſometime with pils, with Sena, Epith ma, Hermodactylis: and 
ſometime with Electuaries, as antes Hamech, Diacatholicon, and ſuch other like, 
as you may finde plenty in the firſt and ſecond books, it you look carefully in 
them for medicines for the purpoſe which you would have avoided. 


CHAP. XX. 
Of Dict te be 6bſerved in this Cure. 


Ow are we come to [peak of the diet to be uſed while this decoction is 
in taking. This diet is ordained alwaies flender touching the quantity, 
and drying: and it conſiſteth in bisker,which we give unto the patient firſt and 
before other things, to the intent the meat taken after it might the leſſe moi- 
Ken, ( and ſo it helpeth much to the cure of the tumours which belong to this 
diſeaſe) and alſo becauſe this bisket bread tarrieth longer in eating, and yet the 
ients appetite is ſomew hat ſtayed: and it the ſtomack be very weak, permit 
Pim to eat common bread of the very beſt. His meat mult be roſted, and ex- 
cellent. good, Chickens, Rabbets, Mutton, Partriches, and ſuch like. And 
when be doth purge, let his meat be boyled that day : once, twiſe, or thriſe 
in the week let Yi have to his ſupper bread and great Raiſins, as you like his 
ſtrength. Some do miniſter Corants, which I commend. But when the excre- 
ments of the body are daily avoided by abundance of ſweat, fo that we may 
hope the Patient ſhall that way be perfectly purged, then I think beſt to give no 
purging medicines 3 for nature her (elf expelleth them to the skinne, to te eva- 
cuated that way by ſweat, whoſe work ſhould by purgat ive medicines partly be 
hindred. If his ſweat be not ſutficient, then it is beſt to uſe purging, of what 
kinde you thinł beſt ( as before.) For his ordinary drink at meals and other 
times, let him uſe the ſecond decoction, whereof let him take as much as he 
will. But do not you beleeve, the more they drink the ſooner they ſhall be cu- 
red of this diſeaſe. And if they cannot drink the ſecond decoction, we mult 
ſuffer them to take ſome ale or beer, but let it not be very ſtrong in any caſe. 
The time of the diet being expired, we ought forthwith to obſerve whether the 
liver be too hot yea or no: it it be ſo, then preſcribe a medicine to qualifie the 
diſtemper, as thus. Take conſerves of Roſes, of Borage or of Violets, or fuch , 
like, whereof you may finde plenty in our former books.

But 
in the cure of tor bus Gallicus, I will not uſe it again; for I have proved it 
three or four times; and could yet never bring any thing to good perfection: to 
finiſh their cures they take two pounds theredf. |

He decoction is made in this wiſe : we take this root, and cut it in thinne 

pieces, afrerward we take 3 ij. thereof, and xij. P of clear water: 
we heat the water, and infuſe the China in it, for a whole nights ſpace, or four 
and twenty hours. Afterwards we ſet it to the fire, and hoil ic to the con- 
ſumption of half, ſo that ſix pounds and no more remain. We make but one 
decoction, which forthwith we cleanſe, and ſpread out the laid thinne pieces 
upon a table, that they may be dried in che ſhadow, becaule they are reſerved to 
uſe again. The decoct ion is kept warm in a por, ſet either upon the embers ar 
the hot coals, for if it remaineth not lukewarm, it waxcth ſowr. But obſerve 
that the decoction be made in a veſſell with a vety narrow mouth: and the oy 
ſame ſtopped exactly with cork, while it is in boyling. Of this decoftion we _ 
we give in manner of a ſyrup in the morning, Z x. or xij. in the evening as S; 
much. The ſtomack liketh well thereof, for it i5 à pleaſant drink: ſometime 
we permit the Patient to drin wine if he have been accuſtomed to wine, or 
elle to common ale at his meat, if he be weak, or elſe not. Their diet is eom- Piet. 
mon bread of the belt, and fleſh both ſodden and roſted in moderate quantity. 
No purging medicine is to be given before the end thereof, and ſo the decocti- 
on is daily made: for of two pound (which, as I told you in the end of the laſt 
Chapter, is the full os of the toot) we take daily two ounces, and ſo the whole 
aſteth twelve daies. Afterward we take again of the ſame root dried, and bail 
_ of the ſame every day, ⁊ iv. and ſo it laſteth ſix daies more, till the ſpace 
of 18. daies be finiſhed. Now if we will miniſter it longer, if need be, we do 
as before. 

CHAP. XXIII. 


Of the election of China. 


E you will chuſe the beſt China, take that which is rough in colour and pon» 
derous, not worm · eaten, nor corrupted.

CHAP. X XIIII. 


Of another manner of making of the decoftion with Salſa and

| ] Have alwaies obſerved and followed this rule: I take of Salſa periglia, 3 ili 
of water x pintes. I cut the galſa 4 (9a into ſmall parts: afterwards fl, 
k in hot water, by the ſpace of four and twenty hours. When it is infuſed, ir 
is boyled to the conſumpt ion of the one balf, afterward it is ſtrained, and this 
decoction kept for the ſyrupe. Then we take the ſame Salſa again, and put 
therero of warer fifteen pints, and without any more infuſion, we boil it unto 
the conſumption of the third part : and this decoct ion is good to be drunk at 
dinner and ſupper. Truth it is, I ſometime make the decoRion with wine, in 
this wiſe : The firſt decoction being made (as I have before declared) I take 
of water fifteen s or pintes, and the ſame quantity of Salſa, and boil 
them together till half the liquor be waſted ; then before I take the veſſell 
from the fire, I put thereto of white wine, not ſtrong, but pleaſant in drink- 
ing, one quart, and after it bath boyled alittle, I cleanſe it out: and this 
wine I uſe ro put unto it when I ſee the Patient not muck infected, and ſo he 
may walk abroad if it pleaſe the Patient ; or elſe when his ſtomack is much 
cebled. Moreover, ſometime 1 uſe to mix the wood, and ſometime the 
rinde, and then I take of Salſa, F iij. of the Guiack wood as much, and ſome- 
time of his rinde, 3 ij. ( but nor both at once, very ſeldome.) Sometime I uſe 
the one and ſomerime the other, after this form: N Salſa, ⁊ iiij. ligni Guai- 
ci, J iij. G. or elſeof the rinde, 3 0 to which I put of water thirteen pints, 
let them boil together till halt be waſted. Again to make their drink 
for dinner and ſupper, I take of water eighteen pintes, and boil it to the 
conſumption of the third ugh when I uſe the bark, I take even the ſame 
quantity of water, although there be of ir but F ij. Now when it chanceth 
me to have a Patient very delicate, and therefore will not give him theſe de- 
coctions, in this caſe I boyl the Salſs in thirteen pints of water, unto the 
conſumption of half: and when ir is thus boyled, I have a veſſell either of 
the raped Guaicim, or the powder of the rinde, which I beſt like of, and 
into it I cleanſe the decoRion of Salſe, as hot as is poſſible; and ſo it is infu- 
ſed for thirteen hours, and then I ſtrain it, and thus I prepare this ſyrupe. 
Ar dinner and ſupper, 1 give only the ſecond decoction of Salſa. The rea- 
fon why I thus admix them, is becauſe the decoct ion of Salſa doth little of- 
fend the ſtomack, bur ſomerime it moveth the belly, therefote I mix Guia- 
ex therewith. Another cauſe why I mix them, is to eradicate the diſeaſe, 
wherefore Sal is needfull. Thirdly, when 1 have one that hath had this

CHAP. XXV. 
Of other faculties or vertues which this Salſa hath. 


Ba. you ſhall underſtand, that this Salſa doth not cure and put away this 
Morbum Gallicum only, but the ſame is good for many other affects, as 
in a Catarrhe or diſtillation from the head, ring ſharp and ſalt, in Cancres 
not ulcerate, and in tumours which are hard to be teſolved : and I have found 
by mine own experience, that it yeeldeth good effect in the cure of 5 crofule, 
commonly called the Kings evill. 1 migille it in this vile · fox the ſpace of 
forty daĩes, I take of the powder of Salſa; and the powder of Nuſcus, called of 
foome Bruſchm, of both a like portion, and every day I give of this powder, 
3 j. with white wine, or ale, as I ſee cauſe, and it cometh well to paiic there» 
by, ſometimes purging the body as I ſee cauſe, and iet the Pa: ĩent go abroad 
at his Sung, have proved this powder in the rumour of the ipleen, but L 
adde therero the juſt quantity of Tanariſem, which maketh it the better.

Whercfore, I have alwaies held it the beſt (as much 
and Loy, to ſhun this way of curing, ſoraſmuch as in ſome ic is extreme- 
ly ey dangerous, as in lean perlons, ſuch as have a hot and dry tem-

Moreover, it 
rnicious utto chem which at any time have ſpitted bloud: furthermore ſuch 
as bave Peripneumonia, it they uſe ſuffumigations, it coſts them theit 
ives . To be ſhort, all ſuch as are troubled with Dyſenteyia, or any other kinde 
of flux, ought to forbear theſe ſuffumigations. I my ſelf never uſed them, but 
in one caſe or two at the moſt, and mar vell you not thereat, for I utterly mi- 
like of them. But I will ſpeak a little of ſuffumigations, they have in them 
theſt faculties, and ſtrengths: Firſt, they open all the conduits of the body: 
fox their nature is ſuch, that immediarly they pierce the body, in piercing they 
alter it, they mundiſie or ſcour the inward parts, and firſt the heart. And the 
brain it ſelf is altered, for by the lungs it is communicated unto the heart, by 
the noſtrils unto the brain, as by the veins the ſame is alſo communicated unto 
the liver. And this appeareth by experience 3 for Suſimenta alwaies looſen the 
belly, and bring excrements unto the bowels, even as a purgation, therefore i: 
myſt needs be that they pierce or penetrate, 


CHAP. XXVII. 
Of the manner of perfuming of the whole body. 


Irſt, there is none ſo ignorant or fooliſh an Emperick, bur he purgeth the 
body before the uſe of theſe Suffumigations, by one, two or three purga- 
tions, with reſpe& of the humour abounding, the habit of the body, and the 
ſickneſſe. And if the diſeaſe be confirmed and invererate, the purgations 
ought to be ſtrong, which rules of evacuation you may finde before in their 
convenient place, where we treated of putging the body, both in the begin- 
ning and the ending. And firſt to begin this work with him, even about that 
hour that the Sun riſeth, they give the Patient a couple of tere eggs, and ſtraight 
after he hath eaten them, a ſop of bread infuſed in Malmſey, then they let 
him drink a little quantity. Laſtly, after all theſe, they let him take 3 J. of 
Saccharum roſ. and lye ſtill after that a quarter of an hour, In the mean time 
they prepare a little chamber which they make very hot, and therein they 
make a pavilion or tent, which is made of a thick and cloſe cloth; Rhin the 
which they ſet à por full of burning coals, and the Patient himſelf alſo ſit- 
teth naked under this tent on a little ſcar for the purpoſe. And they have their 
—_ ready at hand, which by little and little they ſftrew upon the coals, and 
the Imoak thereof being cloſely kept in, flieth about the tent, drying and 
drawing out of the body. And when that which they have already caſt upon 
the coals faileth, and is gone, they ſtrew on more, and that diverſe times, and 
there they let the Patient continue (if he can) the ſpace of a whole hour, or 
half an hour, as he can abide it. But let them alwaics take heed, ſo long 
as he is under the pavilion, that they talk with him and ask of him how he 
fareth; for ſometime they [wound and fall don within the tent, which is ve- 
ry dangerous: and if he anſwereth very faintly, take him out in all the uaſte 
Jou can, then wrap him in a warm linnen ſheer, and lay him in bed, and 
there covering him with clothes, let him continue there two hours r

When any man will 
purge the body, it behoveth to make it flowing. Truly Hippocrazes would 
do thus, ſaying, that the concoct and digeſt matter ought to be healed and 
moved, and not the crude and raw water. And Galen 4d Glauconem libro pri- 


mo, (peaking of the cure of Tertiaus Netha, would not have Wormwood to 


be given till the ſeventh day. Therefore ir doth appear for a truth that ſirupes 
rather to be given for the humours left after a purgation, then for their 
digeſtion and coct ion. Bur many do obſerve and uſe, that humours being groſs

much as ſufficeth, and make a bole. But if it be feared that Caſſie will do hurt, 
as if great e be in the bowels, whereby many times it provoketh ſwoun- 
ding, as ſome do that have but weak and tender bowels : to ſuch Caſſia is not 
to be miniftred, neither by Bole nor by clyſters. And for that cauſe the ſick 
perſon muſt be asked how he feeleth himſelf before Caſſia be miniſtted unto 
him. Truly many authors do think, that this hurt which Caſſia may bring, 
may be taken away, if there be added to it (ome grains of Barber ies, ot Su- 
gar reſet: for they are of this mind, that through their ſtipticity the belly and 
the bowels are ſtrengthened, and the pain impedite and Jetted, which Caſia 
doth cauſe by his clamminefle and mollify ing ſoftneſſe. There be others that

Pilulæ Aggregatiuæ after the deſcription of He- 
ſus, de Agarico, de Rhenbarbaro ; Stomichicæ, de Hiera fimplici, de Hiera compoſita, 
which rei pecteth the Head, Cocciæ or Cocchiæ, which are ſo called of Granis Cocci, 
and nor of the Head, as ſome think; Pilulæa aureæ, Elephanginæ, Sine quibus, de 
Hermadactylis major & minor, de Serapina, de Sarcolla. Truly the four kinds of 
pils laſt recited, are molt appropriate and agreeing againſt corrupt and ſtink- 
ing humours: of the which vertue alſo be Arthreticæ majores & minores when 
rheume reigneth, but theſe when choler reigneth in the diſcaſes of the joynts: 
then alſo the pils of Hermodact ilis major and minor are dedicated and miniſtred. 
Pils that do only void pure choler, and purge it, there are a thouſand to be found, 
but many of them have more reſpect to the avoiding of filthy and baſtardly 
choler, or that which is greatly mixed with rheume, as Pilulæ de Rheubarbaro, 
de Hiera ſomplici, Aggregative, de Agarico, Ante cibum, Imperiales. In a manner 
the chiet doſe of pils is one dram and a half, of which make nine pils, and with 
ſome convenient ſirupe, as ſirupe of Endive, ſirupe of Maidenhair, ſirupe of Stæ- 
cados,or alſo with Oxymel or Hydromel, or with ſome other liquour.

4 and make 
a fine powder, which may be given with convenient liquor, as with white wine, 
diſtillation reſtorative, water of Scabious, of Bugloſſe, or of ſome other like. 
And ſuch powders for the moſt part ere miniſtred about midnight, or early in 
the morning. There may alſo be made powders laxative,as is Diaſcne and Dia- 
turbith, and the powder of Electuarium Diacarih umi, to the which cught to be ad- 
ded three times or four times as much Sugar 3 and they may be miniſtced being 
diffolved in the decoction of a Chicken, or of Liquorice, or of Ptiſan. But yet 
theſe powders are ſeldom uſed among pract it ioners. 


CHAP. XIII 4 
Of Electuaries, and conſerves of Lozenges, 
and Manus Chriſti, © 


AY Electuary is ordained and made two waies, that is, either liquid, as in 
Forma Opiate, ot whole, as in tables of lozenges 3 or in faſhion tour ſquare 
and long, which they call Manus Chriſti. Ele ctuaries truly are miniſtred to cor- 
roborate and ſtrengthen, and for that cauſe they be called Torica, as affording 
ſtrength ro the members, that is to lay, they roborat and ſtrengthen the ver- 
tues naturall, vitall and animall. If they be confeR and made to ſtrengthen the 
naturall faculties and vertues, then they muſt be adminiſtred to a falling ſto- 
mack. If the vertue digeſtive be weak through coldneſſe miniſter them after 
meat · But if any matter ariſe through moiſtneſſe, then miniſter one hour or 
two before meat, that they may alter the temperature, and dry up the un- 
wholeſome ſubſtance. But if the vertue vitall requireth ſtrengthening, you 
may miniſter them very well in a manner at all hours; but if you intend to 
ſtrengthen the vertue animall, you may canveniemly miniſter in the hour 
of ſleep or about midnight. The forms of Electuaries are in this order as fol- 


ng the lowerh, and firſt, of a liquid Electuary which is profitable to ſtrengthen the |

3 i. of Squinant half i dram, 
the tops of Wormwood , M. ß. make a little bagge, and boyl it in four quarts 
of water, and one of wine, and a little vineger, with one only great heat in an 
earthen veſſel, and make a fomentat ion in the manner aforeſaid: ſuch an E- 
pitheme is very good fot diſeaſes depending upon oppilation or ſtopping, and 
misfortune comming by oppilation and ſtopping, as is a flux, and for him that 
is diſeaſed in the liver, and for thoſe diſcaſes "ap: moſt part which come and 
go by courſes. Allo it is good againſt Conſumprions,which cauſe diſtempers 
and ſtoppings of the Liver : morcover againſt the beginnings of knobs and 
kernels, to which (they be come forth) there muff be applyed mollifica- 


tives, and things that do looſen and unbinde. Alſo there be Epithemes that be 


made for many purpoſes of the ſtomach : firſt ro ſtrengthen the ſtomach 
that it receive not the ſuperfluities comming from other places, and then the 
Epitheme is made of ſtiptick things. Secondly, to cotrect and amend the di- 
ſtemper of the ſtomach. And 3 „they ſerve to ceaſe the pains that are 
cauſed by the nature and condition of that grief: miniſtring duly to the con- 
trary of the matter, as the cauſe ſhall require. The making of the firſt intent, 
that the ſtomach may be delivered from flowings of homours to it, and may be 

reſerved ſafely, that it ſhall not ſuffer inflammat ion, or courſe of evil humours. 
Reed Roſes, p. ii. of Arnogloſſa and Plantain, an. M. g. the tops of Worm ood, 
M. i. the third part, all the Saunders, ana. 3 ii. red Coral, 3 iii. put all theſe in 
a little bag, and make a decoction in ſufficient quantity of water with a little 
vineger, to which may be added a little Rheniſh wine, and make a fomentation. 
Coral (although it be Achymum) yet it is not put into the decoction without 
great cauſe 3 2 it profiteth naturally againſt all diſeaſes of the ſtomach, and 
therefore ãt ought rather to be beaten into powder. Epithemes for all other 
intents and purpoſes, may be deſcribed by particular, and proper medicines, af- 
ter the form of the late deſcribed Epitheme. There be Epithemes good for the 
ſtomach made of. Oyle, as Oyle of Roſes, Cammomil, Wormwood, Maſtick, 
and Myrtle. Note that in all Epithemes, for what intent ſoever they be mini- 
ſtred, you mult mix ſomething with them that may preſerve and keep the el- 
ſence and ſtrength of the member that the Epitheme is laid to , as alen com- 
manderh and teacheth in many places, to be obſerved and done like wile in me- 
dicines taken inwardly. But Epithema and Fotus be all one, yer {ome do make 
a difference, ſaying that Epithema is only that which is made of diſtilled waters, 
and powders mixed together: and Fotis is a more general thing, which is made 
of the decoction of any kindes of herbes and roots.

In the be- 
ginning of the augmenting and ſtate of the diſeaſe, take of both alike much. 
In che declinatian, take and apply only diſſolvers and looſers: In the making 
of this preſent plaiſter, you mult put into ir no ſtiprick thing: but if you do put 
in any, put it in at the beginning of the flow ing of the humour. But what me- 
dicines they be that have Riprick vertue, and which. do comfort the member, 
and alſo which do mollifie and diſſolve, you mutt ſeek them in the tables of 
Authors, as Arualdus and Sauanarola, and ſuch like. Allo there be plaiſters made 
without oyl or | gta: as is that common thing of crums of bread ſteeped in 
cows milk, and in a little ſodden together with whites of egges,oftentimes mix- 
ed with a little Saftron, as ten or twelve chieves.

et not alwaies-in the forenamed medicines* For that law and method is to be 
in all cauſes of contrariety, which ſhould be broken in medicines, if Ga- 
ingale were added to the aforeſaid medicine, becauſe Galingal is hot. For 
truly the nature of the ſtomack is ſtrengthened ſufficiently by the commixing 
together of ſtipt ick things which are put into the aforeſaid oiatment, becauſe

'RoNrT A IL E, or Splenzum,be plaiſters made to apply to the forehead, eicher 

to ceale pain in the torepart of the head, or to cauſe and provoke flcep , 

or ro ceaſe pain in the head cauſed of a hot diſtemper , as it oftentimes chan- 
ceth in Feavers. Againſt cold cauſes make a Frontale (as Galen teacheth) of red 
Roſes ſteeped and ſoked in vineger, laid between two linnen clothes ot three 
fingers breadth , and in length from one ear to another: or make it for the 
ſame intent, after this faſhion. R2. red Roſes, p. i. G. flowers of water Lillies and 
Violets, ana. p. i. Betony and Melilot, _ G. put all between two tine lin- 

nen clothes, (if the patient be rich) or between two courſe linnen clothes if 
he be poor: and make a Frontale well ſewed (as it ought to be) for the fore- 
head and the temples : If you will provoke fleep, add to the foreſaid Frontale 
the leaves of Lettuce, or new white Poppy, or of Mandragoras in the places and 
times where you may have it, bur there is but ſmall Rore of theſe cold things. 
At all times you may put inthe ſeeds of white Poppy, or the barkes of the 
| heads of white Poppy, or Lettuce ſeeds, or Henbane iced, as in example. R. 
flowers of water Lilies, Violets, & Melilot, an. p. i. flowers of Lettuce, or white 
Poppy, ana. the 3. part of M. i. or of each ot them M. i. G. ſeed of white Poppy, 
Z 11. Lettuce ſeed, Dill ſeed, and white Henbane ſeed, ana. 3 |; bray all together 
and make a Fromale between the courſe and fine linnen clothes well ſewed 
and baſted in tight order. To the former Fromale Melilot and Dil ſeed is added 
to comfort the brain, that it be not hurt with cold things. In the diceaſe called 
Cepbalalgia coming of a cold cauſe, make Fromalia of hot hearbs and flowers, 
as Sage, Roſmary, Cammomil, Betony, Briony, Melilot, and ſuch like. Fronta- 
lia, before they be laid to the forehead, are wont to have ſome liquor poured 
upon them, or to be aired with ſome vapour; as in example. N. the waters of 
Roſes, Betony, and Balm, ana. Si. of vineger, 3 P. commix them, and of the 
aforeſaid waters, pour a little portion upon à burning tile, or ſome ſuch 
like thing, and hold the aforeſaid Frontale over the Ream and fmoke of the ſaid 
waters. The forchead-is oftentimes annoynted with many oyntments ſerving 
\ fat the ſame uſe and purpoſe that Frontalis do ſerve for, as in a hot cauſe , Vn- 
Populcen, Rubea trochiſcata diſſolved in water, is very meet for this pur- 

poſe, and yet is ſeldome in uſe with them at Paris. Many Phyſitians in the old 
time, in a cold cauſe did annoynt with Mythrydatum and Aurca Alexandrina,and 
ſuch like. In all cauſes (ſairh Galen 12. libro Therapeutics) you may convenient- 
1 annoynt with Oxyrrhodinum, which is made of oyle of Roſes, and fix times 
h a much yineger, as in example. N. oyl of Roſes, Zi.vineger, Zii. ee

U cus is made for the cure of the evil called Cephalalgia, which is a 
pain of the head coming of cold; and many times alſo to ſtop rheume, as 
in example: It Sampſucus, that is Marjoram, Roſemary, Stæchados both ef 
Araby, and yellow, ana. p. j. of red Roſes, p. j. dry Citron barks, grains of Al- 
kermes, ana. dram. three, Maces, long Pepper, Quibibes and Cloves, ana. dram. . 
Make a powder, and make a Cucufa between two fine linnen clothes, with a little 
cotton baſted between, or with flax, or ſcarlet ſcraped, and give it according 
to the meaſure. And if the pain lieth moſt in the forepart of the head, put 
moſt of the powders or ſpices in that place: likewiſe if it be in the hinder part 
do ſo alſo, and if the Cepbalalgia be in all parts of the head, then commix them 
equally. But ir is called Semicucufa, when we provide but for one part of the 
head. If we will ſtop rheumes, then we mix with it ſtiptick things, or we make a 
Cucufa only of ſtiptick things, either cold or hot as the cauſe requireth. T here- 
fore we make 2 Cucufa with milium bur ned, or not burned, Mirtles, Cypreſſe nuts, 
and Sandaracha (commonly called vernice) viz. yellow Oker, the bark of Fran- 

kinſence, and ſuch other like ſtiptick things. 


C HAP. XXVII.

VUffius (in Engliſh a perfuming) is made of dry things, to ſtop diſtillations

The Nx FACE, 


E have found by experience, that Noble men in time; 
paſt which have become famous in the practice and 
exerciſe of Phyſick, and Chirargery, have beſtowed 
chief Care and great diligence to ſtore up for their 
| uſe ( as Treaſures) certain peculiar remedies for 
every hard malady, both to increaſe and preſerve the worthineſſe 
and renomnedneſſe of their good Name, by th: proſperous ſucceſſe of 
their labours, The which remedies, although every of them pro- 
vided to be made at home, and took them for Secrets; yet notwith- 
ſtanding in fpace of time and number of years, either by death, or in- 
- treat), or for mony, or through change, or other manifold means, they 
have been made known and publiſhed. Mhereupon others the rather 
minding the publique utility of men, thought good to gather together 
the diſperſed compoſitions of medicines then every Where known, and 
endeavonred themſelves to transfer out of the meſt famous Anthors 
the beſt and moſt receipts into their Books of Phyſick., And by theſe 
means traly did Scribonus Largus, Aquarius, Nicolaus Myrepſus, 
and Nicolaus Præpoſitus, make their Works, By thu induſtry it 
could not but come to paſſe, that out of divers Authors many receipts 
not much unlike, were taken tending to one end, as Syrupes of like ef- 
felt, and many medicines of Aloe, nor fewer of Scammony or Colo- 
cynthide,or Turpetho, all which differ only in way of compoſition, or 
for the variety of certain Simples. And ſoftning and ſcouring Electu- 
aries,alſo there be many, Whoſe chiefeſt force is of Aerugo, and Which 
differ by « ſole change of ether Simples, as 1j granted to every Anthers 

. judgement. So then many things have been heaped together, the moſt 
part whertaf bave been to no oe It were much better in every kind, 
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to chooſe aut the beſt, the other unprofitable and unneceſſary emit< 
ted. But even to this heaping together of remedies, many diſeaſes 
remain void of all help, for the which no fit remedies were invents 
ed: for that diligent care which many have to gather together every 
where medicine ( after 4 ſort an imitator and follower of prattich ) 
Without choice or method had, doth apply neither fit remedies, nor 
medicines to the diſeaſes, nor to the ſenſible grief joy ned to the ſickner, 
or to their cauſes, neither doth ſet down the kindes of remedies accor- 
ding to the diverſity of diſeaſes : neither at any time weigheth what e- 

_ ver) compoſition hath, either profitable or to no uſe, neither pleaſant or 
unſavory; but receiveth and alloweth for the moſt part ſuch receipts, . 
as have been uſed of unlearned men, commonly Without regard of 
judgement, And many of theſe likewiſe divers have perverted and 
depraved, evety man acoording to hu judgement, ſo that now there re- 
maineth [cantly any certain kinde or trade of compoſition for Apot he- 
caries, and that part of Phy ſick: ( as it 1 not ratified and eſtabliſbed) 
which is moſt neceſſary for the cure of diſeaſes : and Whereas many 
have judged well of the refermation of that part, I have done mine en- 
deavonr, that the compoſition of medicines might be ſet down in Wri- 
ting according to Art, as the fimples have been in the books before. 
And whatſoever of them were profitable and eaſie for practice, might 
keep their old form: and whatſoever were amiſſe by upright judge- 
ment might be brought to better porfettion, ſo that nothing were either 
redounaing or wanting, neceſſary to take away the diſeaſes affection 
incident thereto, and cauſe thereof. Therefore I do not take out all the 
compoſitions uſuall in old writers, but the beſt only: and oftentimes 
I put to new, to fill my work with all kinde of 45 rs and 1 cat off 
many, which contained under thoſe, make a confuſed heap : I have 
kept their common names, but yet not with the ſame ſimples and doſes 
every where : feraſmuch as certain in many things were to be chan- 
ed, to make the receipts more fit and pleaſant for the cure of the ma- 

lady. And at length, to do the Apothecaries pleaſure, I have ſorted 
and ſet in one place the ſyrupes, in another the Electuaries, in 
another the potions, and whatſoever elſe in their proper 
place; ont of which they may be eaſily taken a- 
gain, and applied to the practice and 
uſe of curing.

bf Sc barbarous titles and names do apparently argue, that ſyrupes and Juleps 
and many other as well ſimple as compound medicines, were the inventions 
of the Arabian. But many years before them, the old Grecians had of the (am: 
matter, and for the ſame ule, their Ape emata (that is, decoctions of water and 
herbs) in ſtead of ſyrupes, which becauſe they were fitly applyed, as well to p:c- 
pare the body as humours to purging, were of them termed Prepotiſmata, 3s 1: 
you would ſay, potions before purging, becauſe that according to the direct c:- 
der of curing, they make a way tor purging medicines. So Galen and ulſo, ha: 
is, wine and hony ſodden together, and Oxymelite, that is, honey, vinegar, and 
water boyled together, doth inco& Origanum. Hyſop, Peniroyall,and Calamir.:. 
to the preparing of the body to be purged. And if he be an Author of credit. Ar- 
chigencs, Antonia, Muſa, and many other ancient Phyſicians did make ſuch |i:.- 
ſweet potions for fick folk, of the juyce of Cicory,Dill, Flowerdeluce,and Cel 
dony, and ſuch like herbs, tempered together with wine and hony by decoRio: 
for divers diſeaſes of the Liver and other parts affected. And Dioſcorides did bo 
the roots, leaves, and tops of plants, and did ſtrain the liquor boyled, and then 
miniſtred it either alone or elſe ſweetned with Mulſo or hony, or that they mig! 
be kept, did decoct it to the thicknefle of hony. So that theſe three, Apocma, 
Syrupus, and Fulepxs, differ only in the manner of conditure, that is, makin 
them pleaſant to the taſte. For in 1 becauſe that upon occaſion 1u.- 
denly and out of hand, for the moſt part, it is ardajned to N diſſevered in: 
three or four parts, to bring it to a ſeaſonable ſweetneſſe, it ſhall be ſufficicn: ::

To all zheſe 
artions of decoctions and the juyce ef plants, and fruits, Sugar and hony 
mingled, not only for their preſervations, or for their ſweetneſſe and plea- 
ſaurneſſe in taſte and ſavour, bur alſo for the proper foree of hony and Sugar, 
which they impart unto theſe decoctions. For fath theſe two be almoſt daily 


uſed, and familiar unto us, not only for ſauce, but alſo as meats, both waies the 


ions to which theſe ſhall be mingled, do quicken and ſtirre up the naturall 
ength aſtenied, or dulled, and languiſhing in ſickneſſe, and do comſort the 


naturall heat, which alone doch concoct and mitigate diſeaſes; and by extenu-

ating groflſe matter, ſcouring ſlimy, and making a riddance of obſttuction, 


they cauſe eaſie purgations. And theſe facukies come tothe decoct ions or po- 
tions by reaſon of the Sugar and hony, which decoctions notwithſtanding of 
themſelves do much avail to divers uſes, the commodities whereof I will declare 
in deſcribing each of them, by obſerving that order which both the trade of 
compouunding doth require, and the method of curing doth preſcribe. For ſee- 
ing the fumple is by nature before the compound, and the right order of mini- 
ſtring medicines well, beareth by order one thing to be propounded and uſed 
before another, he beginneth brit with thoſe that are more {imple medicines, 
and of ſuch as by direct order of curing are uſcd before others; minding to ob- 
ſerve the ſame order in all this book, beginning with Syrupus acidus fomplex, the 
ſharp ample farupe. For in this place we (peak not of eApozemate and Juleps, 
but only of ſuch as are kept a long time of Apothecaries : and further, Ace- 
mata agreeing to the diſeaſes of every part, have been handled before. And al- 
though Condita, commonly called Conlerves,and of herbs and fruits certain well 
ſeaſoned juyces, called of the Grecians amvy oaiguane, be more {imple then ſi- 
rupes, and therefore might ſeem the rather to be ſpoken of before; yet becauſe 
for the molt part they be ordained after purgations, to the keeping or getting of 
the ſtrength of the parts, therefore my minde was to deter them to uh, place, 
the merhod of curing ſo requiring. Now firupes were invented to have in a rea- 
dineſſe ſo oft as occaſion chanceth, becauſe that herbs, and other roots, and 
fruits be not alwaiĩes ready at hand. and ſometime when they be at hand, neceſ- 
ſity ſo urgeth, hat there is no leiſure to make of them Atem, and Juleps. In 
the firſt place the compoſition of frupes is ſer down, which are fit to prepare hu- 
mours for purging : then after, ſuch as be meet to purge the remnants of the 
parts, and to keep or preſerve their ſtrength. And this generally of firupes. Par- 
ticularly the ſharp 2 lrupe was not to be made only of Vinegar and Sugar, 
but alſo of water, to mitigate the ſtrength and ſhar 
neſle of vinegar. Heed mult be taken that in ſtead of white vinegar, diſtilled be 
not put in, which being moſt ſharp doth pierce and pinch the other parts to no 
ſmall annoyance of the receiver. Heed likewiſe muſt be taken that no more 
1 of vinegar be put in: for this meaſure was thought meet and equall. 
ut if any ſuſpect the ſharpneſle of the vinegar, leſt through his piercing cold, 
bodies of render conſtitution, as of children, and ſpecially of women, their 
womb ſhould be harmed, ( for according to Hwppocraztes, vinegar is noyſome 
Ee 2 to 
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to the womb) they may when they uſe it by mixture of ſome ſweet or iſtilled 
water, or ſome meet decoction, make the irupe more dilated, or in ſtead of tha: 
uſe Oxyſaccharum, a ſirupe of vinegar and Sugar. 8 
Thetharp compound firupe is not here deſcribed; leſt I ſhould butt hen th- 
Apothecaries with vain loſſe, tor by putting to a portion of Grupes to roots, i- 
will be a compound ſerving for the ſame uſe. T his was the purpolc of th | 
thor to propound the beſt compoſit ions of all other to every chief kinde of di- 
ſeaſe, and cauſe that nothing ſhould be wanting of remedy. But to take toge- 
ther a vain and frivolous heap of medicines from all places, after the ſaſhion of 
theſe that do fill papers unconſiderately, with unknown and unapproved reme- 
diet, I thought it too great a burthen — Apothecar ies, and a work not plain, 
but full of confuſion for ſtudents.

Syrupe of Limons, de acetofitate Citri, or of the ſharpneſſe of Citrons, ot

© firupes, be made of juyces, which either by ſetling or by ſtraining be made 
more clear aud pure. And to the juyces is added like quantity of Sugar 
or ſomew hat leſſe without mixture of any water: becauſe the ſharp tart- 
neſſe of the ſirupe is nothing noyſome, but pleaſant and comfortable to the 
heart: and it ſhould be delayed likewiſe with lefle Sugar (as in Juleps) if the 
iyces could be long preſerved. T here be ſome which puri fie the juyces by ict. 
ting, or by ſetling them in the hear of the Sun, and fining them with the fo- 
ming whites of egges, or elſe only by wringing them out lightly, as in wine 
coming of the grapes, before they be preſſed, called in Latin, vinum proſepun : 
and then with figed Sugar, that is boyled with the like quantity of water, and 
after clar ĩſied, and at the laſt concocted to a Julep,mixing by little and little the 
one with the other, they ſtirre them with a ſpatter uneill they come together, 
and become as one, or they boyl it a little wich Sugar throughly and wel! ſod, 
or elſe with the beſt Sugar, ſuch as the Maderanum is, they boyl it ſo long, un- 
till the Sugar be melted and diſſolved altogether. And hereof the firupe ol th: 
juyce of Limons, of Citrons, the ſharp ſimple firupe, and the roſat Julep be- 
come very White.

The ſyrupes that follow made of ſharp juyces are in force like to the far- 
mer, as the ſyrupe of the tart juyce of Citrons, the ſyrupe of ſharp Pomegra- 
nates, the ſyrupe de auranciis, the ſyrupe of Omphacto, t hat is,unripe grapes, the 
ſyrupe of the juyce of Sorrell. But peculiarly the ſyrupe of ſharp Citrons doth 
queneh the heat of an Ague, and reſtraineth the corruption and malady there- 
of. The ſyrupe of Pomegranats doth corroborate the ſtomack, and the chief 
entrails of a man, as the ſpleen, the liver, the lungs, c. it reſtraineth vomi- 
ting, and mitigateth ſ wounding The ſyrupe de Auranciis doth more comfort 
the heart, and is more pleaſant. The ſyrupe de Omphacio doth more quench 
thirſt. The ſyrupe of the juyce of Sorrell doth allay choler,and open obſtruction. 
The ſyrupe of Ribes is more ſweet in taſte, and more aſtringent. The way or or- 
der of making them all is alike, for in the juyce of every one of them purged, 
a little leſſe Sugar muſt be diflolved,and theſe two put in a tinne veſſell, muſt be 
ſer on the fire and boyled by little and little to a ſyrupe.

ley. Neither is it ro be dread leſt harm ſhould betide to the body by Poppy, 
notwithſtanding it be recorded by Authors to be cold inthe fourth degree, 
fath that ſundry nations do uſe with meats after the faſhion of herbes, the ten- 
der ſprings of Poppy, and do feed of an oyl preſſed out of the ſeeds thereof: 
and in preparing dainties, they ſprinklethe ſeeds thereof upon tarts and cakes 
made to pleaſe the taſte, without any annoyance or heavineſſe through ſleep.

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Seſoninum & Seſamum, and Petronixe, grounding upon that cuſtome uſed in 
in the Latin tongue tor an eloquent and pleaſant oration and compoſition of 
words,to ſay, all his ſayings and doings are as it were ſprinkled with Poppy and 
Seſanum. For both the liquor of Poppy, called in Greek Opium, and the juyce 
wrung out of the leaves and heads, rermed in Greek Mecontum, conſiſt not of 
an uniform, but of manitold ſubſtance, one watcry and very cold, another airy 
remperate, the third hot, bitter, and ſweet (melting. The firſt is more apparent 
in green and tender Poppies, the two laſt in dry. As for the Opium or rather 
Meconium which is brought to uſe, it is altogether counterfeit, and through a 
ſecret quality is noiſome, and therefore in no caſe to be uſed, though i: be never 
ſo artificially cortected. For whereas Opium is by great labour in little quantity 
confe&ed of the milk of the ſeeds of wilde Poppy, and Mecoxium without any 
trouble is abundantly. preſſed out of the leaves, the factors which ſeek after 
gain and lucre may eaſily counterfeit Opium, or in ſtead thereof bring out of 
Naples and Spain, Meconium.

to be helpfull for the Angina and the Epilepſia in children, if it be drunk with 
water. The flower cf Violet and a ſimple firupe made of it, by infuſion once or 
twiſe, doth mitigate, aſſwage, and ſcour ſcorching and ſharp humours; and 
therefore is bery neceſſary in a pleurific, and bi ingeth under black burnt choler, 
and the noyſome vapours ariſing thereof, and thereby doth ſer at quiet the Symp- 
tomaa ariſing thereof, namely, the head-ach, watchings, and dreaming, and 
expelleth the heavineſſe of the heart, it tempcrateth hotter and drier medicines, 
by mitigating them commodiouſly. Whereas then theſe qualities be ſingular, 
the Grupe confected of the infuſion of fre ili Violets, may be juſtly regiſtred 
waned the ſyrupes ſerving to many uſes. This infuſion wrung out of 
pleaſant or well ſmelling Violets, dryed ſomew hat in the ſhadow, a, it behc- 
veth, and ſoaked in lukewarm water, if it be boy!cd wich very good Sugar to 
tLe conſiſtency of a ſirupe, may be kept the coi inuunce of a year gad moe 
without any filth or corruption, to the uſes bet--c rep-ared, aud #370 n 
both before and after purgat ion.

There be four ſundry and very diverſe compoſitions of Mithridatum extant, 
one (and that the greateſt) is the invention of Nicolaus Myrepſus, deicrivec 
by Nicolau: Præpoſctua, and uſed of all Apothecaries every where, which cet) 
man dah daily experience to be very dual againſt malign and pelti!en: 
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agnes, venim,vomits,crudiries, lienteries, and many other diſeaſes, and whatſo- 
ever firſt iuthor or inventer it had, it is now every where much ptactiſed. The 
ſecond is of Democritus an ancient Greek aut hour, practiſed of Avicenugg and (er 
out in the Apothecaries book of Nicolaus Prapoſitus, which as it is found to be 
both in compoſition and in uſe more facile then the other, ſo in vertue it is no 
whit infet iour to the ſame, but rather more excellent and effectuall againſt all 
malign and contagious diſeaſes. The third was deſcribed by Andromachus, and 
the tourth which Galen and ¶ tius and other Greck authors took out of the 
works of Amipater and Gleophantus ancient Phyſitians. The two latter be not 
much unlike, for they conſiſt of rhe ſame ſimples ; norwithitanding placed in 
divers order, whoſe doſes do differ in a certain few half (cruples only, ſo that 
they two may ſeem fitly to be applied to the ſame uſe ; yer notwithſtanding, 
becaule this laſt is ſomewhat more copious,compounded of 5 2 ſimples, and cor- 
tected and approved according to the diligent judgement of Galen, it is to be e- 
ſteemed the beſt of the reſt and moſt effe tual againſt the diſeaſe rofore repeat- 
ed.

And as for ſuch compoſitions as avail to their peculiar effects { be- 
cauſe they be ſeldom put in uſe) are deſcribed as convenient and peculiar to the 
diſeaſes and parts in the proper curation of every part and diſeaſe. 
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
